Battling Nelson, the greatest of all champions, of 
Hegewisch, Ill, is truly a unique man. He undoubtedly is 
the greatest piece of figl.ting machinery the prize ring has 
ever known. He was born in Copenhagen, on June 5, 1882, 
which is Independence Day of Denmark. 

Nelson came into the world fighting, and has been 
fighting ever since. His daddy at the time must have known 
he was to be a renowned pugilist, because he christened 
him Battling—a peculiar coincident! The Battler engaged 
in his first professional fight with Wallace’s Unknown at 
Wallace's Circus, Hammond, Ind., September 3, 1896, for 
which he was to receive $1. To make his initial appear- 
ance more significant, the circus hands stole his coat and 
vest. 

After seventeen years trying to get the dollar due him, 
Bat and Sheriff Otto Theisen attached Wallace’s Circus 
while it was exhibiting at Lawrence, Kan. Ben F. Wallace, 
owner of the circus, wrote the Battler a check for the 
amount with interest—Nelson still is and always has been 
perseverance personified—that has been the cause of his 
phenomenal success. 

Just ten years later Nelson fought Joe Gans a finish 
fight for the lightweight championship of the world. He 
received $23,000 for his end—going up a bit! 


$18,841 for knocking out Britt, besides winning the white 
lightweight championship. 

The great Dane has participated in approximately 200 
ring battles during his eighteen years as a professional 
fighter. A man like Nelson, who NEVER has smoked, 
chewed nor drank, who has always looked after his folks, 
cannot be succeeded. 

On July 4, 1908, the Battler won the lightweight cham- 
pionship of the world by knocking out Joe Gans in seven- 
teen rounds in Jimmy Coffroth’s Mission street arena at 
Colma, Cal. Bat is also the holder of the shortest knock- 
out on record. On April 5, 1902, he disposed of William 
Rosser in TWO SECONDS, before Billy McLachy’s club, 
Harvey, Ill. 

The attendance record for lightweights is also ac- 
credited to Nelson's list of achievements. The Nelson- 
Gans fight at Goldtield drew $69,715, of which Nelson re- 
ceived $23,000. 

The Battling Nelson-Terry McGovern match, which 
was held before Harry Edwards and Jack McQuiggans’ 
National Athletic Club in Philadelphia, drew another rec- 
ord crowd for a six-round match. The Battler received a 
guarantee of $5,000, with a privilege of 50 per cent of the 


gross, which amounted to $11,771. The 
were $22,542. 

During his professional ring career Nelson has NEVER 
entered into any dishonest transaction, and today he feels 


prouder of his clean record than he does of all his real 
estate, mines, farms and cash combined.

Various Names for Dane 


Sporting writers the world over 
have hooked various names to the 
dangerous Dane from Hegewisch. 
They called him “The Living 
Death” down in Tennessee; the 
“Durable Dane” was tacked to him 
by the late beloved Bill Naughton; 
“Greatest of all Champions” was 
the manner in which his manager 
billed him; “Good Old Bat” and 
“The Abysmal Brute" were the ex- 
tremes handed him by magazine 
writers. ? 

To the public Battling Nelson, 
fighting his way up the ladder 
through the toughest bunch of 
lightweights the world ever knew, 
holding the championship against 
another onslaught of class, and 
finally entering the twilight of his 
career the most idolized, most 
trusted and the squarest fighter in 
thistory—this Nelson will live for- 
ever. Bat's fighting days are over; 
no- longer will the tow-headed 
Dane startle the world with his 
headlong rushes, his romantic cour- 
age, his bulldog gameness, his ab- 
solute lack of fear, his little dog 
trot to his corner after each 
round, and his winning smile and 
personality even when he was be- 
ing battered to all sides of the ring 
before finally putting his opponent 
to sleep. 


Only One Battling Nelson. 


There was only one Nelson; box- 
ing experts declare there will 
never be another. Even when hé 
went down in defeat in the historic 
forty-rouna battle under the low- 
ering skies of Point Richmond,

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DRAMATIC COLLABORATION 


By BRANDER MATTHEWS 


T is a significant fact that when- 
ever and wherever the drama has 
flourished most abundantly and 
most luxuriantly we are certain 

to find a tendency to collaboration, to 
the partnership of two authors in the 
composition of one play. In England, 
in the spacious days of good Queen 
Bess, there is not only the famous asso- 
ciation of Beaumont and Fletcher, but 
also a host of other more or less tem- 
porary combinations, Fletcher with 
Shakespeare and Massinger, Dekker 
with Ben Jonson and with Middleton. 
In Spain Lope de Vega joined forces 
with Montalvan and with others. In 
France in the seventeenth century 
Moliere, once at least, called to his 
aid Corneille and Quinault; and in 
France again in the nineteenth cen- 
tury we find Augier working with 
Sandeau and Foussier, Scribe work- 
ing with Legouve and with a score of 
others, while Dumas the elder was 
encompassed by a cloud of collab- 
orators, and Dumas the younger was 
willing on more than one occasion to 
join various writers in the plays which 
he included in a separate volume of 
his works, called by him “Le Theatre 
des Auires.’”” Then, also in France, 
there was the long-continued alliance 
of Meilhac and Halevy, to which we 
owe Frou Frou and The Grand Duch- 
ess of Gerolstein; and there is now 
the equally interesting association of 
MM. Caillavet and de Flers. Sardou 
had one ally in the composition of 
Divorcons and another in the compo- 
sition of Madame Sans Gene. In Great 
Britain in recent years we have seen 
Sir James Barrie and Sir Arthur 
Pinero unite in writing a book for 
music, Mr. Bennett and Mr. Knoblauch 
unite in writing Milestones, Mr. Gran- 
ville Barker and Mr. Laurence Hous- 
man unite in writing Prunella. And 
in the United States there was a score 
of years ago the steady collaboration 
of Mr. Belaseo with the late H. C. De 
Mille, to which we owe The Charity 
Ball and The Wife; and more recently 
Mr. Belasco also has collaborated with 
Mr. John Luther Long in writing 
Madame Butterfly and The Darling of 
the Gods, and with Mr. Franklin Fyles 
in writing The Girl I Left Behind Me. 
Mr. Augustus Thomas was once the 
partner of Mr. Clay Greene; Mr. Bron- 
son Howard composed one of his lat- 
est plays, Peter Stuyvesant, Governor 
of New Amsterdam, in association 
with another American man of let- 
ters; and Mr. Booth Tarkington and 
Mr, Harry Leon Wilson are the co- 
authors of The Man From Home and 
of half a dozen other pieces. 

While this prevalence of the prac- 
tice of collaboration in periods of 
dramatic productivity is significant, it 
is equally significant that there is no 
corresponding prevalence of the prac- 
tice of collaboration in novel writing. 
True it is, that there are certain fairly 
well known partnerships in the his- 
tory of prose-fiction, that of Erck- 
mann-Chatrain, in French, for in- 
stance, and that of Besant and Rice in 
English. True it is, that Dickens and 
Wilkie Collins were joint authors of 
No Thoroughfare, and that Mark 
Twain and Charles Dudley Warner 
were joint authors of The Gilded Age. 
True it is, also, that novels have been 
written not only by two partners, but 
by what can fairly be described as a 
syndicate of associated authors, The 
King’s Men by four, Six of One and 
Half a Dozen of the Other by six, and 
The Whole Family by twelve (includ- 
ing Mr. W. D. Howells and Mr. Henry 
James, Mrs. Mary E. Wilkins Free- 
man and Dr. Henry van Dyke). These 
freakish conglomerates are sporadic 
only; they seem to be little better 
than literary stunts; and even the 
union of two writers in the production 
of a single novel is far less frequently 
to be observed than the union of two 
writers in the production of a single 
play. The former is unusual, whereas 


the latter seems to be so common as 
to excite no comment. 

Now, there must be a reason for 
this difference. If the playwrights 
find it advantageous to double up, and 
the novelists do not discover any profit 
in putting on double harness, there 
must be some easy explanation. When 
we consider more carefully the essen- 
tially different conditions of the art 
of prose-fiction and the art of play- 
writing, it is not difficult to perceive 
fairly obvious reasons for the varying 
procedure of the practitioners of these 
rival arts, which may seem so much 
alike, but which are really so very 


Turgenef's Smoke for another, have 
each of them a beautifully articulated 
structure, and so has Mr. Howell's 
Rise of Silas Lapham, to take a late 
example. But other great novels are 
frankly more or less haphazard in 
their movement, the Pickwick Papers, 
for instance, and Tartarin on the Alps 
and Huckleberry Finn. And it is not 
too much to say that only a very few 
novels attain to the severity of struc- 
ture, the regularity of action, the 
straightforward, unswerving move- 
ment which we discover in the dramas 
of a corresponding rank and which 
can be achieved only by making in

different in their methods and in their 
possibilities. 


The French critic, Joubert, to whom 
Matthew Arnold devoted one of his 
most illuminating essays, once assert- 
ed that “‘to make in advance an exact 
and detailed plan is to deprive one’s 
intellect of all the pleasures of novelty 
and chance meeting during its execu- 
tion; it is to make this execution in- 
sipid, and in consequence impossible, 
in works calling for enthusiasm and 
imagination.” This is an overstate- 
ment—but it is not a misstatement— 
of a principle of composition which is 
fundamentally sound in the writing of 
prose-fiction, but which is fundament- 
ally unsound in the writing of plays. 
The drama demands a_ well-built 
story, artfully put together, while a 
novel need not have a coherent and 
compact plot. Some great novels, 
Fielding’s Tom Jones for one, and 


advance the exact and detailed plan 
that Joubert held to be fatal in works 
ealling for enthusiasm and 


imagina- 
tion. 

Of course, the drama can utilize 
enthusiasm and imagination quite as 
often and quite as much as prose-fic- 
tion; but it must use these precious 
gifts with a discretion which is not 
imposed upon its rival. In a novel 


enthusiastic imagination may lure the 
storyteller into a host of bypaths 
not foreseen by him when he set out 
on his journey, and while he is ad- 
venturing himself in these bypaths he 
may chance to encounter characters 
of a diverting or an appealing person- 
ality, whom it may amuse him to de- 


lineate and whom the readers of his 
book will be glad to welcome. But 
in a drama the storyteller is de- 


barred from these wanderings from 


the straight and narrow road, and he 


must perforce control his enthusiastic 
imagination, compelling it to do its 
work within the rigid limits of the 
artfully devised framework of the 
plot. 

In other words, character is all im- 
portant in prose-fiction and the ulti- 
mate fame of the novelist depends 
upon his power of endowing his 
creatures with life and upon his abil- 
ity to let them obey the laws of their 
being before our eyes. So must the 
playwright also; but he has the added 
timately to the main action of his 
piece—to that main action which 
must deal with a struggle of contend- 
ing desires, a clash of human wills. 
He must devise a main action turning 
upon a conflict, since the experience 
of generations reveals the inexorable 
fact that the plays which have pleased 


long and pleased many have near- 
ly all of them been stiffened and 
supported by a= struggle between 


contending forces, and that therefore 
we are justified in believing that it is 
only by the exhibition of such a 
struggle that the dramatist is likely 
to arouse the interest and to retain 
the attention of the spectators in a 
theater. 

Now, the novelist is under no ob- 
ligation of this sort, he appeals not 
to a crowd seated before a stage, but 
to the solitary reader in the study, 
and experience shows that solitary 
readers do not insist upon the golidity 
of structure in a novel which the 
same individuals desire and demand 
when they betake themselves to the 
theater. The 


novel reader may 
be satisfied by characters who do 
not know their own minds and 
who 


are merely exhibited and put 
through their paces, without having 
any vital relation to the story, even 
if there is anything which can fairly 
be called a story—and in some novels 
of high repute, in Sterne’s Sentimental 
Journey, for example, and in Anatole 
France's Histoire Contemporaine, each 
of them extending over several vol- 
umes, there is little or no story, no 
main thread, no pretense of a plot. 

Here, then, is the final difference 
between a novel and a play—a novek 
may have a plot, but a plot is not 
necessary, and it can get along with a 
minimum of story, whereas a play: 
must have a plot, adroitly articulated,. 
even if the skeleton is beautifully. 
covered; it must have a story peopled 
by persons knowing their own minds,. 
a story set in action by a dominating: 
will, which determines the successive. 
episodes of the action. This ig the 
reason why any play can be turned;

means whereby the end is to, be ob- 
tained, two heads are often better 
than one, because the partners have 
to talk the thing out to its uttermost 
details before they decide upon the. 
straight line which is the shortest 
distance between two points. The. 
technic of playmaking is more exact- 
ing than the technic of novel writing. 
and it requires imperatively the exact 
and detailed plan which Joubert held : 
to be hampering to enthusiasm and 
imagination. Scott, for example, as 
he tells himself, began.more than one 
of his novels, not knowing what he 
was going to put into it, and not 
knowing from day to day, as he was. 
writing, what his ultimate goal would 
be. But no playwright, however 
happy-go-lucky in his tendencies, has . 
ever dared to begin a play before he 
knew with absolute certainty how he -

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N FEATURE Mrs. Singleton resem- 
bled the idealized portraits of 
Queen Victoria during the last 
years of her reign. In figure she 

had considerably the advantage of 

England's late beloved sovereign in 

real life. Stately and erect of bearing, 

with a certain native air of command, 
she was the born executive. 

Her realm was an exclusive boarding 
house on Thirty-eighth street, West. 
Here she held dominion over about a 
score of people, most of whom had 
been with her for periods ranging from 
ten to twenty years. They were dis- 
cerning persons who knew something 
of the conditions to be encountered in 
the generality of boarding houses. 
For the rest, as there is bound to be 
more or less transiency among the 
patrons of even such ideal establish- 
ments as Mrs. Singleton conducted, 
there were occasionally new occupants 
of two or three of the less desirable 
rooms. But even these changes were 
infrequent. 

It was in the way the place was con- 
ducted that it differed from the other 
boarding houses on the block, and the 
block was made up almost entirely 
of boarding houses. 


Viewed exteriorly and superficially 
Mrs. Singleton’s looked not only like 
all the other structures on both sides 
of the street from avenue to avenue, 
but it resembled thousands of sgo0- 
called “English basement” houses 
throughout New York as one French 
table d’hote dinner resembles others. 

Closer inspection, however, revealed 
a certain vague .distinction even in 
the seemingly expressionless stone and 
glass of its front. So do facades like 
faces reflect the degree of refinement 
to be found behind them. 

Within, the difference was ‘more 
palpable. In the first place one no-

ticed upon entering the hall that the 
stale, heavy odor of mould and cooked 
food common to most boarding houses 
was conspicuous by its absence. If 
the atmosphere was a little close it 
was not rancid. And the double par- 
lors at the left were furnished with 
costly, upholstered furniture, expen- 
sive rugs and handsome bric-a-brac. 

But Mrs. Singleton’s greatest pride 
and strongest business asset was her 
culinary department. The food she 
provided was of a quality and variety 
seldom to be met with outside an ex- 
pensive hostelry, and the cuisine was 
well nigh perfect. As for the service, 
the mistress herself presided at the 
long center table in the basement 
dining room and no carelessness or 
oversight on the part of the maids 
escaped her attention. 


It was a large room with tables in 
three of its corners besides the one in 
the middle. In the remaining corner 
was a folding screen of rich and mys- 
terious pattern, from behind which col- 
ored waitresses noiselessly appeared 
from time to time with trays of 
steaming dishes. Only occasionally 
when the -hhidden swinging door was 
opened by one of them was the ex- 
istence of a kitchen betrayed through 
the admittance of some muffled but 
identifiable sound. At the opposite 
end of the room were two large win- 
dows with discreetly drawn shades be- 
hind lace draperies. In the center of 
the long wall at the right a handsome 
sideboard gleamed with silver plate 
and cut glass. The left wall was 
broken by double doors giving from 
the hall. 


From her place at the end of the 
table farthest from the window the 
housekeeper’s gaze traveled over the 
long white cloth bordered by bowed 


. heads and the backs of chairs. Now and 


again it shifted to the small tables in 
the corners of the room. Doctors, 
lawyers, merchants were her guests, 
with a clergyman and a civil engineer 
and a broker’s clerk for good meas- 
ure. The distaff contingent was in the 
minority, but it was well represented. 
There were, for instance, the Misses 
Ogden, aged 19 and 20, respectively, 
who were receiving the finishing 
touches to their education at the ex- 
pense of a manufacturing nabob of a 
father out West. With their gov- 
erness, grim and gray Miss Ruggles, 
they occupied the third floor front 
and one of the corner tables by the 
windows. Mrs. Rochester, a widowed 
and wealthy invalid, with her com- 
panion and nurse, was installed at the 
remaining desirable corner table. And 
at the principal table were a modiste, 
a broker’s private secretary and a 
fashionable milliner. 


But of all Mrs. Singleton’s boarders 
the one of whom she was proudest 
was Mr. Nugent. He was a theatrical 
producing manager and had been 
with her longer than any of the others. 
She never tired of telling new arrivals 
of the remarkable success that had 
enabled him to progress from the 
humble third floor back to the ele- 
gant quarters he now furnished for 
himself on her second floor. It was 
to Mr. Nugent she deferred in all 
things. Mr. Nugent was her oracle 
and her hobby. Mr. Nugent was her 
best advertisement. In consequence 
he held the place of honor at one end 
of the main table, and he was favored 
with the choice of everything that 
came from the kitchen. 

Mr. Nugent upheld with credit the 
position to which he was elected. He 
almost invariably came down to din- 
ner in evening dress, and he affected 
the European habit of keeping a bot- 


tle of claret in the ice box to be served 
with his meals. On the whole, too, he 
managed to regulate his discourse to 
conform with his autocracy. Mr. Nu- 
gent was very splendid. He was a 
personage——at Mrs. Singleton’s. 

Coming in late to dinner one evening 
in the early autumn Dick Smith was 
disturbed to find a strange young 
woman—evidently a new guest—seat- 
ed at the remote corner table, which 
he had for some time had all to him- 
self. The prospect of having habitu- 
ally to listen to and dispense discourse 
while he ate was far from alluring. 
He had lived too much alone and been 
too much given to silent reflection to 
relish having his much cherished pri- 
vacy at mealtime broken in upon. 
And just now, especially, he was in 
no mood to endure patiently the hor- 
rors of small-talk that must inevitably 
be inflicted upon him. The last of 
the managers with whom he had 
counted upon placing a play he had 
written had returned the manuscript 
to him a week before. Magazine 
editors refused to find any merit in his 
work. It was a case of either getting 
something over soon or going to work 
at some uncongenial task. 


If Mrs. Singleton had not risen and 
come forward promptly to introduce 
him—perhaps even then if he could 
have made his escape without appear- 
ing ridiculous before the assembled 
guests—he would have been con- 
strained to flee.

LL actors and actresses have 
their personalities and peculiar- 
ities, and some are more pro- 
nounced than others. Edmund 
Kean had an idea that he was the 
best impersonator of “Richard Third” 
on the stage. When visiting Boston 
in 1798 he was billed to appear as 


“Richard” on a Monday night, and 
he came early and dressed himself for 
the part—(hump ana all). Then he 
thought he would’ go down back of 
the curtain and look through the peep- 
hole in the canvas, to see how many 
people were in the dress-circle and 


boxes, and found they were few. This 
surprised and disgusted him, and he 
went back to his dressing-room and 
undressed. At 8 o’cloek the manager 
went to his dressing-room to let him 
know that the company was ready 


to go on. Kean id: “I won't appear 
before so small a crowd; I am disap- 
pointed.” The manager assured him 


that the house would be crowded by 
8:15 and that he had better hurry up. 
The manager also assured Kean that 
they were coming in fast, and that the 
theater would be crowaed. “The first- 
class people don’t come ‘till after 
‘eight,’"’ said the experienced man- 
ager. . . 


So Kean unwillingry dressed up 
again and the orchescra had to play 
some lively airs to keep the audience 
in good humor until Kean came on as 
Richard, and made the hit of his life, 
as his temperament and that of ‘“Rich- 
ard Third’ were about the same. 


Way back in 1853, a tall, broad- 
shouldered Tennesseean visited Cin- 
cinnati and appeared as “Hamlet.” 


He was well read on the text, but he 
lacked style and expression. So Eugene 
McQuillan, who was dramatic editor 
of The Enquirer at that time, criticised 
him severely. It was customary at 
that date to hold an editor or re- 
_ porter responsible for what he wrote. 
So every editor and reported carried 
a six-shooter in his desk drawer to

be prepared for emergencies. While 
McQuillan was prepar:ng his copy for 
the morning paper the clerk called up 
the pipe: ‘‘Neafie is here asking for 
you. Shall I send him up?” “Yes,” 
said MtQuillan. Soon there was a 
knock on the door and McQuillan 
looked to see if his gun was ready, 
and said, “Come in.’”’ Neafie had to 
stoop to get in on account of his 
height. When he got the door closed 
he said: “Is this Mr. McQuillan?” 
“Yes, sir,’ said Me. “You were kind 
enough to give me a notice this morn- 
ing,”” said Neafie. “Well, what of 
it?” said Me. “Please don’t be so hard 
on me,” said Neafie; “I am only a 
stage carpenter, but acting pays best.” 
McQuillan smiled. He couldn't help 
it. Then Neafie smiled, and _ said: 
“There is a thirst parlor across the 
street; will you go across with me?” 
“Certainly,” said Mc.; “I didn’t know 
about your environments.” “I do the 
best I can,” said Neafie. That dis- 
armed all criticism, and they had a 
good laugh in the thirst parlor. 

1878 a handsome blonde was en- 
gaged to sing the contralto role at 
the Union Methodist Church, then 
located at the northwest corner of 
Eleventh and Locust streets, St. Louis. 
Her name was Bertha Schumacher. 
Her singing soon attracted attention, 
and the attendance at the church 
doubled, and many said: “Miss Schu- 
macher ought to join an opera com- 
pany. Her voice is too fine to ‘waste 


its sweetness on church music.’”’ 
These remarks reached the ears of 
E. O. Stanard and other prominent 
members of the church. So they de- 
cided to raise a purse and send her 
to Germany to perfect her musical 
education. She was gone for two 
years, and was then announced to sing 
in a musical burlesque at the Olym- 
pic Theater, St. Louis (1880). The 
church people (old friends of Miss 
Bertha) thought that this would be 
a good opportunity to give her a 
grand reception on her first appear- 
ance. So the filled the parquet, 
boxes and circle and awaited her de- 
but. She came out clad in tight- 
fitting, blue silk suit, and her limbs 
were as fine as those of Pauline Mark- 
ham. She came on smiling, but there 
was no applause from the church 
people. They were dumfounded; 
they didn’t know what to do or where 
to look. There was their pet vocal- 
ist clad in tights from bosom to her 
toes, and the young ladies were 
compelled to wait until the curtain 
fell before they could go out court- 
eously, and Bertha Schumacher never 
went to the Methodist Church again. 

In 1869 the Thompson Opera Bur- 
lesque Company appeared at the 
Crosby Opera House in Chicago, and 
made a great hit. The Chicago Times 
criticised their “decollete’” appear- 
ance, and they very foolishly laid in 
wait for Wilbul F. Story, the editor- 
in-chief. Pauline Markham jumped 


on his back, and Lydia Thompson 
pummeled him over the head with 
her sunshade. He had them both ar- 
rested and fined. 

Edwin Forrest was reported to be 
very rough with the supernumeraries 
when they made mistakes. In the 
drama of Damon and Pythias, “Da- 
mon” broke (or disobeyed) a Roman 


law, and was sentenced to death. 
“Pythias” appealed to the Emperor 
to allow “Damon” to visit his wife, 


say good-by, and then return to incur 
the penalty of death, and offered him- 
self as hostage to be shot if ‘‘Damon” 
did not return before sunset. Just as 
the sun was sinking ia the West, and 
“Damon” had not returned, ‘‘Pythias” 
called for his horse so that he could 
go for “Damon” or hurry him up. The 
servant had anticipated this move- 
ment and to keep “Pythias’” from go- 
ing for “Damon,” he killed the horse 
in the stable, and when “Pythias” 
called “Bring forth my horse!” the 
servant answered: ‘“‘Dear Master, I 
have killed your horse.” “‘Pythias” 
is so incensed that he picks up the 
servant and dashes him to the floor. 
According to stage custom a mattress 
is laid on the stage near the wings, so 
that the servant will not be injured, 
but sometimes they (the stage at- 
tendants) would forget to lay the mat- 
tress and the poor servant would be. 
badly injured. 

But in this case “Pythias’’ was rav- 
ing with anger and_ exclaiming, 
“Great God, the sun is rushing down 
the West,” he hears the cry, “He is 
coming; he is coming,” and “Damon” 
arrives just in time to say “Pythias’” 
life, and the Emperor is so pleased to 
see this proof of brotherly affection 
that he pardons “Damon.” 

In 1873, when Thomas Salvini ap- 
peared at Edwin Booth’s Theater as 
“Othello,” and Edwin Booth as “Iago,” 
Salvini was so carried away by his im- 
personation of the jealous Moor that

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O the idols of the people in the 
musical and dramatic field 
owe their fame and vogue to 
creative talent or have they 

inherited the genius of their ancestors? 
Such was the query asked of the 
present writer recently. Here, indeed, 
was a complex problem which could 
not be dealt with off hand. More- 
over after no little research it is a 
fair question whether stage folk are 


not as an entity much like ordinary 
mortals in the matter of the source 
of their fame. While some of the 


world’s celebrities over whom the peo- 
ple have raved have come down from 
an illustrious ancestry, not a few 
achieved renown suddenly, as a re- 
‘sult of talent heretofore unrevealed 
and which their previous careers nor 
their ancestry suggested not the least 
trace of. 


In opera, drama and in the motion 
picture art one may find widely con- 
flicting illustrative instances for and 
against the theory so long and gen- 
erally held that real genius is rarely 
created, yet many stage families offer 
concrete evidence that after all the 
great artistic careers of past and 
present public favorites were due 
mostly to opportunity and experience 
—in fact their talent was acquired 
rather than inherited. 


All of the Pattis, however, were al- 


ready great artists in their earliest 
youth. Adelina, Amalia and Carlotta 
alike were “stars’’ at an age when 


most children were still in the primary 
phase of school studies. Historians, 
too, have invariably expressed a doubt 
as to which of the three divas was 
really the greatest. None has hesi- 
tated to accord to Carlotta (who was 
lame and could sing only in concert) 
the greater credit. Amalia was the 
wife of Maurice Strakosch, the teacher 
of all three. 


Yet Adelina alone is known to the 
people of this generation. Posterity 
will perhaps recognize the genius and 
artistry of Carlotta and Amalia, but 
to the living diva, who even at the 
age of 73 has had no successor, history 
will proclaim her thus, “For fifty years 
‘Queen of Song’ and who never has 
had a rival.” 

Strangely enough, though Ernestine 
Schumann-Heink has seven children— 
all of whom have entered widely dif- 
ferent flelds—none have inherited the 
great contralto’s vocal or dramatic 
talents. But one of the seven has ap- 
peared on the stage, with but ordinary 
mrtistic results. “Anna Held’s daugh- 


j er,’ who is wont to advertise herself 


as such, rather than endeavor to make 
her own name one to conjure with, has 
been fairly successful in the vaude- 
ville theaters because of an interest 
wholly created through a desire to see 
whether Anna Held’s peculiar tal- 
ents were inherited by her only child. 
Of these there was not a trace at the 
latter’s stage debut. 


When Lillian Russell's daughter, 
Dorothy, began to tempt fate in the 
field wherein the mother had achieved 
fame and fortune expectations were 
indicative of a sensational success. 
Surely the airy, fairy Lillian’s daugh- 
ter would turn out to be “a chip of 
the old block.” This view was s80 
generaliy held that Dorothy was 
granted at the outset a weekly hon- 
orarium of $350. Contracts were issued, 
too, for a prolonged engagement. The 
“From Missouri” attitude so char- 
acteristic of the modern vaudeville 
magnate was not in evidence. Doro- 
thy was not required to “show ‘em.” 
Yet Dorothy’s stage career has not 
been greatly enhanced through being 
the only daughter of a celebrity who 
still can command the highest salary 
that the vaudeville manager has ever 
paid to a “single turn.” 

A generation ago, in the variety 
theaters, Flora and May Irwin were 
the reigning favorites. The late Tony

Pastor was wont to mete out to this 
duo the largest salary then paid. In 
those days it was Flora Irwin who 
scored most with the people, but one 
day May was engaged by Augustin 
Daly as the comedienne of New York's 
highest-grade stock company. From 
that day May rose meteorically to 
stellar heights and when she was in- 
vited a few seasons ago to return to 
the vaudeville theaters $2,500 a week 
was gladly paid, twenty times as much 
as Flora and May jointly received in 
their palmy days. To this day many 
experienced theatrical men hold that 
Flora is the most talented artiste of 
the two. Thus we have an instance 
of what opportunity means in the field 
of the theater. Playgoers even of this 
period will recall when the Sisters 
Abbott created a furore at what is 
now the Vitagraph Theater (then 


It was in this stock company that 
Dorothy Donnelly found herself. Yet 
at the time when, as Madame X, she 
electrified New York audiences, the 
newspapers were full of stories of how 
she inherited her talent from her 
father, who was not even an actor. 

In that same stock company at the 
Murray Hill Theater (of which there 
is no survival today in New York), 
playing utility parts, were the Frances 
Starr and Laura Hope Crews of today. 


Neither was paid more than $25 a 
week and yet both = unhesitatingly 
grant that they owe their present 


status entirely to the hard work and 
discipline that prevailed at this model 
playhouse. When Miss Starr came to 
Belasco the latter knew from whence 
she came, and, will tell you 
today, that the reason we have so 
few new stars is because there are no

called the Lyric) in Edward E. Rice's 
production of 1492. The sisters sang 
plaintive melodies in the attire of 
street waifs. One of the sisters was 
the Bessie Abbott of today. When 
Jean De Reszke heard her sing and 
offered to prepare her for an operatic 
career Bessie eliminated one letter 
from her name and became a celebrity 
of grand opera under the name of 
Bessie Abott. What has become of 
the other sister I do not know, but she 
surely was entitled to the same credit 
as Bessie in the days of 1492. Again 
opportunity served to create a new star 
in the amusement field. 


Dorothy Donnelly is the daughter 
of “Tom” Donnelly, an old-time show- 
man, who died long before’ she 
achieved fame. Donnelly was not an 
actor, but his children were born in 
the atmosphere of the theater. 
Dorothy’s brother was the late Henry 
V. Donnelly, who, for several years, 
conducted the Murray Hill Theater as 
a “stock”’ house. It was here where 
Dorothy became proficient. In one 
season she played forty-five roles. One 
week she would be cast for Ophelia in 
Hamlet, the next would see her in one 
of the late Charles Hoyt’s musical 
farces. 


more such schools as the Murray Hill. 
Even playwrights are created as fre- 
quently through environment as from 
preparatory schooling or inherited 
talent. I recall that in the same Mur- 
ray Hill Stock Company was Edgar 
Allan Wolff, perhaps the most suc- 
cessful writer of vaudeville playlets 
that field has ever known, yet Wolff 
was virtually an “extra” in Donnelly’s 
stock company. To the writer Don- 
nelly predicted that Wolff would be- 
come a famous actor, but one day he 
wrote a sketch which was “tried out” 
and found to possess the “punch.” 
Since then Wolff has written perhaps 
two score of thirty-minute playlets. 
Not one has failed to score. 

Martha Morton (Mrs. Conheim) 
does not come from a theatrical family, 
but the Mortons had a crockery store 
on West Fourteenth § street, where 
the “prop’’ men were wont to come to 
borrow paraphernalia for the theaters, 
with which that street abounded in 
the ‘80s. Martha and her brother, 
Michael, had the entree to the play- 
houses, hence, in due course, became 
intimately acquainted with the man- 
agers and players. The New York 
World started a contest for the pur- 
pose of discovering an author capable 


of turning out compelling one-act 
plays. Martha Morton won the first 
prize. Her play was produced with 


success, and she became the foremost 
woman playwright of the Nineteenth 


Century. Nearly all of William H 
Crane's plays are from her pen. 
Michael Morton knew s0 many 


actors when he was a lad that he was 
persuaded to join an amateur society. 
The tirst important role he played was 
the Lord Chancellor in Gilbert & Sul- 
livan’s “‘lolanthe,” in an amateur pro- 
duction. The Phyllis was Minnie Se- 
ligman, who afterwards became Mrs. 
“Bob” Cutting, and a stage celebrity 
as well. ‘Mike’ made such a hit in 
Iolanthe that he was engaged as prin- 
cipal comedian of a professional opera 
company. But when Martha Morton 
Was revealed as a playwright of qual- 
ity Brother “Mike” concluded that 
he, too, was gifted along similar lines. 
Immediately he began to turn out 
plays, one of the first of which Charlee 
Frohman produced with considerable 
success. Then “Mike” became Michael, 
and, making his home in England, 
where he was born, his work at- 
tracted the attention of the foremost 
London managers. 


Now Michael Morton is hailed on 
two Continents as a great genius. Yet 
the man who wrote The Yellow Ticket 
owes his success most of all to the 
incentive that his sister's first triumph 
provided him with. 

Writing of The Yellow Ticket re- 
ealls the hit scored in that play by 
Florence Reed. Here we have a tru: 
instance of inherited talent. Florence 
Reed is the daughter of Roland Reed 
and Isadora Rush, both stars of a 
more dignified if less propitious the- 
atrical era, but if you will ask Mi-<s 
Reed about it she will tell you that 
whatever she is today is due to her 
prolonged stock experience in New 
England, and with the Proctor Com- 
pany at the Fifth Avenue Theater in 
New York. 

The Coghlans of the stage do not 
represent a long theatrical ancestry 
The late Charles Coghlan was a truly 
great actor, the best that England 
sent to us in the last decades of the 
Nineteenth Century One daughter 
survived him, Gertrude, whose career, 
while replete with varied achievement, 
presented nothing to indicate inherit- 
ance of the father's genius. 

Rose Coghlan is a sister of Charles 
Here we have a striking illustration 
of a player attaining the greatest 
heights through sheer development 
of talent along far different lines than 
her earlier career indicated. Rose 
came to this country with Lydia 
Thompson's Burlesque Company, an 
organization famous for its blonde 
beauties. 

But Rose Coghlan w&s given an op- 
portunity in the Wallack Company 
and quickly became the principal at- 
traction of the organization, being 
without a peer in the old comedies, 
and Rose Coghlan is as successful to- 
day as in the '80s. For all that her 
aplendid career is due to opportunity 
and environment. Miss Coghlan has 
no children of her own, but she 
adopted the Rosalind Coghlan of to- 
day. Rosalind has been more success- 
ful than Gertrude, a daughter of a 
truly great actor—thus once more op- 


portunity has meant more than 
heredity. 
There is no theatrical family in 


stage history that has more achieve- 
ment to its credit than the Drews and 


Parrymores. Mrs. John Drew was 
the mother of John, Sydney and 
Georgia Drew. Mrs. Drew conducted 


the Arch Street Theater in Philadel- 
phia, and it was here that the chil 
dren's careers were molded Sydney 


Drew, while not attaining the stellar 
heights which have made John Drew's 
name a household word, is neverthe- 
less conceded to be one of the best 
comedians in this country Many 
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there are who believe Sydney Drew 
is a better actor than John, which 
viewpoint reminds the writer of a time 
when both of the Drews were on the 
road as stars of different organizations. 
toth were booked in Mobile, Ala, 
six weeks apart. The manager of the 
Mobile theater, in which the brothers 
appeared, was asked which attracted 
the most people. 

“That's easy,” responded the man- 
ager, “John Drew, but Sydney didn’t.” 

Georgia Drew became Mrs. Maurice 


Barrymore. No actress, past or pres- 
ent, that can be recalled, could ap- 
proach Mrs. Barrymore, as she was 


in her zenith, and the same expression 
applies to Maurice Barrymore, but 
here is where heredity gets an inning. 
The Barrymores had three children, 
Ethel, Jack and Lionel. None of the 
ehildren achieved fame during tne 
lifetime of the mother and father, in 
fact the present writer, while acting 
us manager for Maurice Barrymore, 
paid the latter $500 a week for him- 
self and children in vaudeville. 

A few years after Maurice Barry- 
more died Jack was paid $1,500 a week 
in the same field alone, and ,Ethel, 
only last year, was paid'$100,000 fora 
season of thirty-five weeks, perhaps 
as much as either of her illustrious 
parents earned during their entire 


careers. Did Ethel] inherit the genius 
of her mother and father? Who 
shall say? 


Julie and Christal Herne are the 
daughters of the late James A. Herne, 
who wrote Hearts of Oak, and Shore 
Acres. Here again the question of 
heredity is in doubt in that these two 
actresses were not revealed in notable 
work until their artistic careers had 
developed -materially. Though chil- 
dren of the stage their present fame 
is due to opportunity and experience 


more than to any other asset they 
possessed. 
When the great Tommaso Salvini 


came to America in 1873 for his first 
tour the only actor obtainable for 
the role of lago was his brother, Al- 
lessandro Salvini. The reason for 


this was that Salvini as the ferocious 
Moor in Othello gave Iago such a 
mauling that no really good actor 
would take the engagement. 

Salvini’s brother was so bad as Iago 
that it made the part of Othello stand 
out as never before. Many writers of 
that day protested and claimed that 
Allessandro showed not a spark of 
Tommaso’s genius, even going so far 
as to suggest that with a truly great 
Iago Salvini would have to look to his 
laurels. This so angered the distin- 
guished Italian actor that he invited 
Edwin Booth to play Iago with him 
for one night and this was a night 
never to be forgotten. 

When it came to the big scene, 
where Othello, driven to near madness 
by Iago’s false accusations of Desde- 
mona’s unfaithfulness, Booth was 
given the same mauling that was 
meted out to Salvini’s brother. After 
the scene Booth was carried to his 
dressing room screaming to his 
dresser: ‘‘Never again!” Salvini al- 
ways claimed he could not play this 
scene on successive evenings. And 
this is the reason why Salvini never 
played Othello more than three times 
a week, despite that it was the only 
play to attract capacity audiences. 

But while Salvini’s brother did not 
triumph here the son of the great tra- 
gedian—Alexander Salvini—who died 
just as his career had reached the 
point where he was acclaimed the best 
romantic actor of his day, did not en- 
deavor to follow the artistic aims of 
his illustrious sire, in fact the elder 
Salvini did not encourage Alexander’s 
aspirations. The latter came here to 
study law and had mastered our lan- 
guage while still in his teens. 

If Alexander selected any model for 
his own career it was undoubtedly 
that of the Anglo-French actor, 
Charles Fechter, and he scored his 
greatest triumphs in the same plays 
which Fechter had enthralled play- 
goers, such as Ruy Blas, The Corsican 
Brothers, and the like. 

James K. Hackett, though he was 
the son of the greatest “Falstaff” of 


his time, achieved fame also as a ro- 
mantic actor, his first stellar tri- 
umphs being in The Prisoner of Zenda 
and Rupert of Hentzau. The younger 
Hackett has never assumed the role 
of Falstaff, nor did he begin to study 
for the stage till long after his father’s 
demise, in fact it was Daniel Frohman 
who gave the son his opportunity. 

It was the same Daniel Frohman 
who introduced Edward H. Sothern in 
Lord Chumley, but here we have an 
instance of the son following closely 
the methods and even the repertoire 
of his ancestor, though the present- 
day Sothern did not undertake the 
role of Lord Dundreary in Our Ameri- 
can Cousin until years after he had 
become world famous in Shakespeare- 
an roles, but it is fair to state that 
the younger Sothern scored a tremen- 
dous “hit” in the role which served his 
father practically throughout his 
stellar career. 

The name of Booth suggests a long 
line of descendants who have inherited 
the genius of the tragedians whose 
notable careers form the most vital 
part of stage history of all time. Yet 
there is little survival of their genius 
and artistry today. There were four 
brothers Booth, John Wilkes, Junius 
Brutus, Edwin and Doctor Booth. The 
latter was the last of the four to pass 
on. He lived in Long Branch, where 
his children now reside. Doctor Booth 
was not an actor, though he was asso- 
ciated in a managerial capacity with 
the Great Edwin’s tours. 

John Wilkes Booth was regarded 
by critics of the ’60s as the greatest 
actor of all, but this viewpoint was 
not maintained after the great tragedy 
at Ford’s Theater in Washington, D. 
C., on April 14, 1865. All three of the 
Rooths appeared together in Julius 
Caesar on the last night of the historic 
Winter Garden (then on the site of 
the present Broadway Central Hotel). 

Edwin Booth married Mary Mc- 
Vicker, who portrayed the opposite 
roles to him for many years. Edwina 
Booth made her stage debut long 
after the death of Edwin. Her career 


was not of long duration. There have 
been many claimants to direct rela- 
tionship to the Booths, but there is 
no record of any stage achievements 
save by the children of Junius Brutus 
Booth, whose career, while important, 
was not on the same plane as those of 
John Wilkes and Edwin. Junius 
Brutus Booth’s wife was the late Agnes 
Booth Schoeffel. After Booth‘s death 
she married John B. Schoeffel, wha 
was of the firm Abbey, Schoeffel & 
Grau. 

The name of Booth is perpetuated 
on the stage today through actual 
achievement solely by Sidney Booth, 
the only living son of Junius Brutus 
and Agnes Booth. While a splendid 
actor, with a reputation for clean-cut 
character drawings, the career of this 
surviving representative of an illustri- 
ous stage ancestry has been much like 
that of the average jejeune premier. 
One season Sidney Booth will appear 
in support of some star, the next will 
find him in vaudeville not even as a 
star, and he was for several years and 
up to very recently one of the Edison 
organization of photoplayers; in fact, 
the only direct descendant of the 
Booths on the stage today was at his 
best in the field of the silent drama, 
being also the author of many photo- 
plays, in not all of which did he act 
himself before the camera. 

Sidney’s brother was also named 
Junius Brutus Booth. The two were 
wont to appear together in many 
companies, also in the vaudeville thea- 
ters, where they were featured along 
with Marion Elmore and Lina Merville. 
The career of Junius Brutus was 
about on the same plane as that of 
the younger brother. Less than a 
year ago he committed suicide in 
Paris. 

The Davenport family offers much 
interesting data on the subject of 
hereditary genius, Edward L. Daven- 
port, who was the father of Fanny, 
Edgar, Harry and Blanche Davenport, 
was regarded by many eminent critics 
as the peer of any tragedian of the

Frequent and consecutive assaults 
upon the chocolate of sitting through 
Play after play may not always result 
in an arrival at competency or expert- 
ness in judging the quality of the 
chocolate; but it certainly has a. 
tendency to take away the keen edge 
of expectancy which filled the soul 
at the season's outset. :

wood Dick and the Bank Robber’s De- 
coy . Duck. Remember them? Ye 
Gods! Have dimes, since those days, 
EVER been put to such abundantly 
fascinating purpose? 

Smith & Wessons are furnishing 
more standard “props” to Broadway 
successes than the furniture houses— 
for there are many and varied kind 
of stage furnishings, but a “gun” is a 
GUN. It would have been much aid 
to the present purpose had the atatis- 
ticlan kept actual count. of the gun- 
Blays in the gun-plays of the present 
season. Certainly half of the success- 
ful score of still-present (at this time 
of writing) attractions see revolvers 
swing into action before the curtain 
falls. And at the Manhattan Opera 
House William A. Brady let loose a 
whole arsenal when he first gave Life 
to the multitudes. 

“Deteck-a-tives’ are many. The 
ath-a-letes of crime are upodn us. As 
the season advanced (after On Trial 
took the breath out of first-nighters 
with the tremendousness of its 
“punch") the dank and sodden ele- 
ments of lowest crookdom were dis- 
played in melodramatic poise before 
the very eyes of all sorts and conditions 
of theatergoers—until Paul Armstsong 
hit the very bottom of the slough (and 
got two bumps), one of his gruesome 
things lasting less than from produc- 
tion night until Saturday and the other 
lasting only through six evening per- 
formances and two matinees. 

Paul, in a curtain speech, said he 
was giving the public what they want. 


or words to that effect. (P. S.—Em- 
pire Circuit burlesque managers used 
to say that, lived up to it—and there 
is no longer an Empire Circuit of bur- 
lesquers.) Paul of the lencer-look 
and green plush bonnet may have 
more of these same crime ideas for 
plays back of the right eyebrow over 
which he tilts his plush “muff,” but 
up to yet he has disclosed only these 
two—failures. But the season is 
young. 

On Trial led crime along novelty- 
staged lanes and as the revolving stage 
looped the loop the emotions were s0 
fascinating by the transitions from 
scene to scene that the fractures in 
the moral code seemed more like lit- 
tle dents than deep depressions. And 
the wonders of the stage-craft cling 
so vividly to memory that we again 
urge you, dear friend from Perry, Ia., 
to see this show the next time you 
come to New York. Worth $2 of any 
man’s savings. 

Let us lightly pass over the early 
tribulations of the fresh season. The 
Beadle & Adams graduates did not 
take kindly to What Happened at 22; 
the impossibilities of Apartment 12 K 
were too abnormal to let the play live; 
Sylvia Runs Away was pretty with a 
Baptist Sunday School glint to her 
fleeting tresses, and The Dancing 
Duchess could not stay long enough 
to let the public see many of her steps. 
Anyhow New Yorkers had been pretty 
well danced out during the summer 
at Arverne, at Rockaway and Long 
Beach—to say nothing of the ever- 


present Stauches of Coney Island, 
Oh, yes; and somebody said that the 
marvelously miscellaneous Sylvester 
Schaffer would make an attraction for 
dramatic houses. But E. F. Albee 
knows better now. 


Then, in one period, we were regaled 
by three theatrical joys that had come 
to stay. There was Twin Beds (Lord 
love Ray Cox; the wrinkles disappear 
even at this late day and our whole 
frame takes on the smooth and round- 
ed encompassment of laughter that’s 
likely to burst and ruin us for life. 
DO see Twin Beds, dear friend from 
Paduka, when you come to town!). 
And The High Cost of Loving—ma- 
turely ribald and gleeful for the 
mature, but no place for a clergymar’s 
daughter. Straight and swift are its 
shafts of nature-true witticisms sent 
“bang” at the unprotected and 
mirthfully-opened mind. Both Twin 
Beds and The High Cost of Loving 
are asking only $2 for priceless laugh- 
ter of the kind that sends doctors to 
speculating in old clothes in order to 
keep out of the bread-line. 


Cordelia Blossom (in spite of the 
blondly-beautiful Louise Dresser and 
the locally and heroically popular 
Burr McIntosh) bloomed, but faded 
ere the blossoming “long green” 
found fertility in the Gaiety box-office. 
But Under Cover—Lord love you, the 
latently-disclosed ‘“‘deteck-a-tive” spirit 
in this dashing drama gathered the 
Nick Carterized multitudes .to the 
theater door and still they swarm— 
each mother’s son to go forth a boost- 
er. And to think it cost $2 to see 
Cordelia Blossom and costs only $2 
to get Under Cover for one of the 
pleasantest evenings you ever spent 
outside of Fort Thomas, Ky. “It’s al) 
wrong, Mr. Bird; it’s all wrong.” 

We, personally speaking, can not 
run the Hippodrome, but we can find 
fault with its box-office prices. We 
paid out of our own pocket (absolutely 
no entry on the expense account) to

Grand opera soioists are not allowed 
the liberties in their numbers that 
other public singers take and excuse 
themselves through “stage . license.” 
There are an exact and given number 
of bars of music for every action on 
the grand opera stage; all retards, 
holds, ete., are marked and not to be 
ignored by the singers, and through

‘cess in grand opera. Today the pub- 
lic, and necessarily, the managers and 
producers, demand voices of wonderful 
capabilities as to range and quality, to- 
gether with acting abilities in the fin- 
est detail and more than good appear- 
ance. 

All this being given, the manage- 
ment then strengthens the offerings 
by staging the operas with gorgeous 
settings and light effects. He engages 
‘an orchestra of faultless musicians and 
a conductor who Is gifted with the art 
to interpret the emotions that the 


composer has intended his characters, 


to experience. 
‘ It is generally agreed that the con- 
ductor is the most wonderful of all 
the artists engaged to present this en- 
semble of delight to the masses; and 
he is, probably, the least appreciated. 
But the management realizes the con- 
ductor’s worth above all others. A 
conductor of grand opera must’ be a 
born genius, and he must continue to 
be a life-long student of music. From 
his baton every note of music pro-

this their performance has the regu- 
larity of the workings of a clock. 

Students and regular followers of 
opera have come to learn that it is not 
good form to applaud the climaxes of 
separate scenes during the acts; the 
musical story must not be thus inter- 
rupted, for their are no waits in the 
musical provisions and no dialogue. 
Recitatives and orchestrations link 
these arias, duets and concerted num- 
bers with ensembles that make each 
a link of the chain that would make 
beautiful any theme that might be 
selected, , 

Not until recent years has grand 
opera had a very strong hold upon the 
general body of American theater pa- 
trons. The masses have not received, 
promiscuously speaking, musical edu- 
cations; they, therefore, prefer a 
lighter form of amusement and one 
less expensive. Production of grand 
opera in this country (except in the 


instance of the Century Opera Com- 


pany, in New York) has prices of 
admission far beyond approach by the

ordinary pocketbook. Consequently, it 
is considered a luxury to attend even 
one performance of a favorite opera, 
where orchestra seats range from $10 
downward in the scale, as locations 
progress upward toward the rafters. 
Students who wish to hear the 
operas that are most necessary for 
their musical education must often 
stand, or crowd into sections of the 
house where seats sell for even $2.50, 
and standing room privileges no less 
than $1. They must be content to

to lure to these shores the foreign 
song-birds. It is understood that a 
contract with the Metropolitan Opera 
House in New York is the highest 
ambition of the foreign artist and is 
equivalent to fortune as well as as- 
sured fame.

In the musical centers of Europe 
the plot and technic of the old operas 
are so well known that any deviation 
from the accustomed method and 
manner of production would create 
comment and most likely prove un- 
satisfactory. For an instance: Some 
seasons back when Mme. Calve ap- 
peared in the role of Marguerite in 
Faust, wearing a red wig with the 
usual long braids instead of the ac- 
customed flaxen hair of a blonde, it 
caused quite a furor in musical circles; 
but the wonderful quality of the tone 
she produced satisfied the ear and her 
clever acting of the role quite aston-

star in the legitimate drama 
would be a nice slogan for the 
press boy ahead, who is trying 
to earn his pay. But the city editor 
of The Hushpuckany Bugle and The 
Statesville Blast have begun to look 
upon such announcements with about 
as much interest as the Sunday editor 
of a big city paper would that of a 
photograph of some mother’s baby. 
The hardest task that confronts the 
press agents of today is to convince 
newspaper men that they really some- 
times have the goods. When one as- 
sumes the title of press agent he auto- 
matically becomes a member of the 
Ananias Club. 


But this story has to do with Ida 
St. Leon, Oliver Morosco’s pretty and 
fascinating little star in Jack Lait’s 
new play, Help Wanted. Fifteen years 
of her life have been spent beneath 
the “white tops,’ the other five years 
she has been on the stage—three 
years as a star in her own right. 
Surely she is a show girl. 

No one except a follower of the cir- 
cus can fully appreciate what it is for 
a girl of the sawdust and spangles to 
leave it and ascend to the highest 
rank which Thespias has to offer. The 
muddy lots in the spring—the merci- 
less sun which beats down during the 
mid-summer parades—the run. to 
catch the last section are a few of the 
incidents not generally conceded to 
develop one into a bewitching beauty 
of the footlights. 


Miss Ida St. Leon was born in 
Sienvanghsien, China. Her parents, 
Alf and Ida St. Leon, were natives of 
Australia. For many generations the 
St. Leon name has been famous in 
Australian circus annals. The father 
of Alf was a circus owner of note and

it was but natural that the son follow 
in his footsteps. There was no choice. 
Alf became an acrobat and married 
one of the performers in his father’s 
show. The two came to America and 
for several years were connected with 
the Forepaugh-Sells, Barnum & Bailey 
and the Wallace circuses. 


A son and daughter, Elsie and 
George, were born to the St. Leons 
before they set sail on their first trans- 
Continental tour. It was while her 
parents were members of a circus 
traveling on boats through China that 
little Ida first saw the light of day. It 
was in 1894, while the band trumpet- 
ing merrily, clowns shouting and the 
ring master cracking his whip that 
Ida St. Leon was ushered into life. 
Several years later the St. Leons re- 
turned to the United States and again 
became associated with circuses. Dur- 
ing the winter months they sometimes 
secured work in vaudeville, which 
was just then beginning to loom up. 


When Ida was five years old her 
training as a circus girl began. A year 
later she was working in the act as 
a contortionist. Contrary to the gen- 
eral belief circus performers are al- 
most invariably versatile. For instance 
the man who rides a bicycle down a 
long narrow incline in the loop-the- 
gap act may be an acrobat, gymnast, 
bicyele rider and contortionist at the 
same time. The funny old clown who 
walks so awkwardly is generally the 
best acrobat. 

So Ida's training did not stop when 
she became a contortionist. As she 
grew old she was taught wire walk- 
ing and tumbling, which she still fol- 
lows as exercise. Later, with big 
brother George, she did a double 
trapeze act. But the long-coveted 
honor of every circus girl is to become 
an equestrienne—a bareback rider, 
and when ten years old she began to 
practice riding. 


One could not look into the face of 
little Ida St. Leon and believe that 
she once turned back somersaults on 
the broad rosined haunch of her horse, 
“Gypsey.” This little daughter of the 
circus, and adopted daughter of the 

stage, told me her 
brief, but event- 
ful life story one 


night last winter 
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while Little 
Women was play- 
at the Cort Thea- 
ter in San Fran- 
cisco. 

I found her sit- 
ting on top of a 
big “prop” box 
reading a circus 
weekly. No mes- 
senger boy ever 
read a Wild West 
thriller with more 
avidity than that 
exhibited by the 
little star as she 
scanned the col- 
umn which had to 
do with stories 
like the side-show 
manager running 
away with the 
snake charmer or 
about the attach- 
ment of the “Fa- 
mous United” at 
Pipestone, Minn. 

I asked her 
which she liked 
best, the circus or 
the stage. She 
thought a long 
time before she 
answered. 

“Well, I 
the

like the stage,” 
she managed to 
to answer.

muddy lots and 
those long par- 


ades and the cold 
dressing tents 
which we used to 
have down South 
in the fall. On the 
Stage it is differ- 
ent, for instance 
the star's dressing 
room, so nice and 
warm, with a pri- 
vate bath nearby,” 
she continued, as 
her eyes beamed 
good naturedly. 

“But, I like the 
people of the circus 
better than I do 
the people of the 
stage,”’ she admit- 
ted confidentially. 

“I love to hear 
the band play good 
old circus music, 
Happy Heiney, 
Thunder and 
Blazes, and some- 
how, nowhere else 
does it sound so 
nice and sweet as 
under the big, 
broad expanse of 
canvas. 

“You see every- 
body with the cir- 
cus is happy,’ she 
said, shedding the 
great white light of 
information. ‘“Pro- 
fessional jealousy 
—nothing like that 


at all. You never 
see anybody flash- 
ing a rusty old 


contract. And with 

the circus no one 

ever needs an in- 

troduction. Why, last vear I was a 
star in ashow and it was nearly Christ- 
mas before some of the folks in the 
company appeared sociable.” 

Miss St. Leon's constant companion 
is her mother. Whatever success the 
former circus girl has attained she 
attributes it to the wise counsel of 
her mother. The father was strick- 
en half a dozen years ago in a vaude- 
ville house at Albany, N. Y., and the 
family, Ida, Elsie, George and Vera, 
together with the mother, have fought 
their battles together. 

It appears almost inconceivable that 
a young woman could play the prin- 
cipal part in one of the big season's 
successes, and yet néver have attend- 
ed school a day in her life. What 
education Ida St. Leon has, was taught 
to her by Al Miaco, a clown 72 years 
old, who is still doing service with 
Ringling Brothers’ Show. Ida _ S8t. 
Leon never had a-tutor. She learned 
geography by traveling. But the 
former circus rider writes a better 
letter than most Bryn Mawr girls. 

When Frederick Thompson organ- 
ized his company to support, at that 
time his wife, Miss Mabel Taliaferro, 
in Polly of the Circus, he secured the 
St. Leon family of acrobats to work 
in the circus scene. The St. Leons 
were the whole circus in the way of 
performers. As everyone knows, it 
was a big success. After leaving New 
York a new understudy was needed. 
Ida heard Frederick Thompson dis- 
dussing the fact with his wife. To 


their surprise the little circus girl an-~ 


nounced that she knew every line and 
bit of business. 
The opportune time came one Oc- 


tober afternoon while playing in 
Waterbury, Conn. Miss Taliaferro 
became suddenly il! and with a few 


moments notice little Ida went on and 
played the part. The next seagon 
when Polly of the Circus went out 
Miss Ida St. Leon headed the company 
and she continued to do so for three 
years. It was almost inconceivable 
that a girl of 15 could handle a star's 
part. But Ida St. Leon did. 

Her work attracted the attention of 
A. S. Stern, a veteran theatrical pro-

She has more 
than held up her former high stand- 
ard. This past fall she became a 
Morosco star.

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LITTLE THEATERS PAST AND PRESENT 


creasing vogue of what are ealled 

“little theaters” had its original 

impetus abroad which is true only 
of the name itself, but long before 
The Little Theater in London or The 
Camera Theater in Berlin were dedi- 
cate’, New York had its little theaters 
galore. As a fact little theaters were 
far more in evidence in New York 
three and even four decades ago than 
they are today, though they were near- 
ly all of a slightly larger seating ca- 
pacity than either the Princess or 
Winthrop Ames’ Little Theater on 
West Forty-fourth street. Nor is the 
Princess Theater the first bijou play- 
house of that name in the metropolis. 
For more than twenty-five years the 
“little upstairs theater” adjoining what 
is now Proctor’s Fifth Avenue Thea- 
ter, had been open before the Messrs. 
Shubert changed the name to Princess 
Theates, and they were the first 
managers to avoid disaster there. 


[ is generally believed that the in- 


cated at Twenty-sixth street and 
Madison Avente, yet this was the 
nearest approach to the present type 
of little.théeaters that can be recalled, 
seating about 400, all on one floor; it 
was the prettiest and mest perfect lit- 
tle playhouse of all time. Though in- 
tended for the club’s amateur per- 
formances, the persistent demand for 
its use by professionals forced the 
club to finally capitulate, and I can 
recall when the great Aimee, with her 
French opera bouffe company, played 
a two weeks’ engagement there. This 
was due to the Fifth Avenue Theater, 
where Aimee had been appearing, be- 
ing destroyed by fire, but the queen of 
opera bouffe never made so complete 
a conquest as in this intimate theater, 
moreover, as the entire auditorium 
was sold out at every performance and 
all the seats were held at $2. The 
record at the box-office was not much 


would have fared as well 
theaters. 

On West Thirty-ninth street the 
Shuberts and their allies have erected 
three theaters, Maxine Ellictt’s, the 
Thirty-ninth Street and the Princess 
Theater. The two first named are 
practically of the same seating capa- 
city as the Comedy Theater, while the 
Princess is the smallest in the city, 
having even less seats than Mr. Ames’ 
Little Theater, 300. 

One of the most prolonged suc- 
cesses in the history of the New York 
stage was achieved in still another 
little theater but a few doors north 
of the older Princess Theater and ad-

joining Daly’s Theater, originally 
opened as the Imperial Music Hall, 
The house was leased by Weber & 


Fields who had been famous in the 
variety theaters. Here, for more than 
a decade, an empty seat was an un- 


latter attracting crowded audiences 
for almost an entire season. 

It will be of interest to state here 
that the Princess Theater is not the 
first little theater to make a specialty 
of one-act plays, such as are now so 
successful there. Arnold Daly was 
emboldened to establish such a pol- 
icy at the Berkley Lyceum. The “house 
of thrills” is not a new subname for 
a little theater, for when Arnold Daly 
failed to coax the public into the 
Berkley Lyceum, another player, Frank 
Keenan leased it, presenting a group 
of thrillers, two of these one-act plays 
have since availed Mr. Keenan with 
great profit in vaudeville, but his at- 
tempts to launch an American Grand 
Guignol was surely ahead of its time, 
for at the end of the second week, 
like Mr. Daly, he abandoned the effert. 

During the past six months the lit- 
tle theater movement has been ex- 
panding with an impetus so 
evident that the writer believes 


Before the advent of the Shu- 
berts almost every theatrical 
manager of the nineteenth 
century had his try at the house. 
Failures were so frequent, and 
the name of the pretty little 
playhouse was changed so often 
that one intrepid individual, | 
Chartey. Benton, thinking its ill |} 
luck could be ended only by a 
radical move, actually called it 
The Jonah Theater. Prof. Alex- 
ander Hermann, the Prestidigi- 
tateur, spent a fortune on the 
little hall, deftly concealing the 
two flights of stairs by an in- 
genious ascending foyer, but 
even when the magician himself 
appeared there he could not con- 
jure the dollars into the box- 
office. 


Before the Bijou Theater was 
erected on its present site the 
auditorium was much smaller 
than it is now and was long de- 
voted to minstrelsy. New York 
was not without a minstrel hall 
of abeut this size, from 1860 to 
1890, and for several years there 
were no less than three all de- 
voted to that style of entertain- 
ment and none seating more 
than 500 persons. 

The famous San Francisco 
Minstrels were housed in little 
theaters for more than a quarter 
of a century, first near Grant 
street and Broadway, then at 
685, opposite the Metropolitan 
Hotel, and finally at the once- 
called Jonah Theater before 
mentioned. 


Dan Bryant erected three 
different little theaters during 
the last twenty years of his 
prosperous career; one of these 
three little theaters still stands, 


now called the Olympic, but for 
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two decades famous as Tony 
Pastor's. Its seating capacity has been 
increased of late, but it has never 
seated over 550 comfortably. The last 
of Dan Bryant's little theaters was a 
gem of a house, seating 475 persons, 
at Twenty-third street, just west of 
Sixth avenue. Bryant did not prosper 
there, and the name was changed to 
Twenty-third Street’ Theater, under 
which title it had a checkered career 
up to the advent of Koster and Bial, 
who altered the theater into a bijou 
music hall, which; in due course, be- 
came one of New York's institutions. 

The most successful little theater 
New York‘has ever had was the Madi- 
son Square Theater adjoining the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel on West Twenty-fourth 
street, 
Lyceum; its seating capacity was in- 
creased from 250 to 600. Some of the 
greatest successes in stage history were 
recorded in this well-built playhouse; 
among these were Hazel Korke, which 
ran 500 nights; Jim, the Penman; and 
A Trip to Chinatown. 

Very few New Yorkers will recall 
the theater that was a part of the 
Union League Club when it was lo-

than in previous engage- 
ments. In fact, because of Aimee’s 
success at the Union League's little 
theater, an entire company of Parisian 
players was imported expressly for 
this house, and for several months 
French plays were given nightly with 
practically the entire capacity sold 
out by subscription, and wonder has 
been expressed repeatedly since why 
in these days a similar establishment 
with a like policy is not undertaken 
on a permanent basis. 

Long before the advent of little 
theaters in London and Berlin, the 
Shuberts erected bijou playhouses in 
New York. Their success at the Prin- 
cess Theater, at Twenty-ninth street 
and Broadway, decided their course 
in this respect, and the Comedy Thea- 
ter on West Forty-first street was the 
first to be opened. Seating less than 
500 persons, this cozy playhouse. has 
had many weeks where a total of 
$8,000 was received at the box-office, 
and it is doubtful if such productions 
as Bunty Pulls the Strings and Fanny’s 
First Play. which ran over a vear each, 


known spectacle, and though it seated 
but 600 persons, as high as $10,000 a 
week was averaged during more than 
one season. : 


There exists in New York today, as 
there has for more than thirty years, 
a little theater practically in the heart 
of the playhouse zone which, for some 
reason or other, has never found a 
popular appeal, though the Berkley 
Lyceum comes nearer in size and ap- 
pearance to the modern little theater 
than any of the older type of play- 
houses. Located on West Forty-fourth 
street, between the Hippodrome and 


such popular institutions as Delmoni- 


co’s and Sherry’s, one would suppose 
that in view of prevailing tastes this 
pretty playhouse which seats a trifle 
over 400, would revert to professional 
use, but the house is rented to ama- 
teurs by the night. It is owned by Al 
Hayman, of the theatrical syndicate, 
and he has always been averse to its 
use as a regular theater. Neverthe- 
less, here was produced George Bern- 
ard Shaw’s Mrs. Warren's Profession 
and the same author's Candida, the 


that an equilibrium may be 
created and perhaps solve that 
intricate problem which is re- 
ferred to often as “Too many 
theaters.” 

The Punch and Judy Theater 
in West Forty-ninth street, 
erected and conducted by Chas. 
Hopkins, is certainly the most 
unique and elaborate of all the 
“little theaters.” Like some of 
the earlier ones, it seats about 
200 persons with boxes of un- 
usual design and quaint appear- 
ance in addition. 

Mr. Hopkins is in a class by 
himself. He is the owner, 
manager, playwright, producer, 
leading man and husband of 
the star. 

He was left a considerable 
fortune by his father, a Phila- 
delphia physician. After he had 
graduated from Yale in 1907 he 
felt a great interest in the stage 
and sought employment as an 
actor. An interesting engage- 
ment, naturally, meant more to 
him than money. He was in the 
happy position of being able to 
take any position which invited 
him, without regard to the sal- 
ary it might pay. He played 
small parts in several dramatic 
companies and finally achieved 
some recognition as a member 
of Ben Greet’s Shakespearean 
players. While he was with thig 
organization he married Miss 
Violet Vivian, an English actress, 
While in college, Mr. Hopkins 
had written a lot of plays. After 
his marriage he brushed one of 
them up and produced it at the 
little Fine Arts Theater in Chi- 
cago. It was called What Is a 
Million? Mr. Hopkins played the 
principal male role and his wife 
was the leading woman. That 
experience encouraged him to 
build the Punch and Judy Theater. 


Unfortunately the opening play, The 
Marriage of Columbine, was not an 
unqualified success, but the theater 
was the talk of the clubs and society 
circles for at least a fortnight after 
the premier. With a successful pro- 
duction, this, the prettiest of all the 
bijou theaters, will become an insti- 
tution. 


Now comes a group of players, in- 
cluding two or three stars, who have 
leased the cozy Adolph Phillip Thea- 
ter on East Fifty-eight street, in the 
heart of the nineteenth ward of New 
York, said to be the best locale of 
playgoers in the metropolis. The new 
lessees have changed the name to 
Band Box Theater, and have an- 
nounced a policy of one play a month. 
It is indeed interesting to observe 
here that at least two new theaters, 
seating less than 300 persons, are 
being erected—one on Washington 
Square—to conduct which a group of 
Bohemians have banded together.

KIDDIES OF STAGELAND'S SCHOOL

220 West Forty-sixth street, 
New York, looks no different 
to the passer-by than any of 
the other houses, crowded side 
in the long block from Broad- 
way to Eighth avenue. It is a four- 
story-and-basement house, built orig- 
inally as a residence for some of the 
rich who many years ago occupied the 
side streets off Longacre Square as 
dwellings. 


Now the house is occupied as a 
school for children of the stage. It is 
the Professional Children’s School, to 
be exact. Across the street is the 
White Rats’ Club house; at the corner 
of the block, on Broadway, is the 
Gaiety Theater; on the opposite corner 
is the Globe Theater, and all around it 
are furnished room houses, occupied 
largely by transient members of the 
theatrical profession. 


At the back there is a large yard 
where the children play; in front flows 
an unceasing tide of humanity and the 
busy traffic cf the street. It is re- 
markable, amid these surroundings, 
how quietly and happily this unique 
inst’tution progresses. There is no 
record of such another school in the 
world: a school devoted exclusively 
to the education of children actively 
engaged in theatrical entertainment. 

There is no doubt but what this wel- 
come addition to educational oppor- 
tunities will gradually develop into a 
large and beneficial institution. Its 
modest start was made January 5, of 
the present vear, through the energy 
and patronage of Bishop Greer, of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, Diocese 
of New York. with Miss Jane H. Hall 
its active mentor and operating head. 

This kind-faced lady was found 
@eated at her desk at an early hour

on a recent morning; a time quiet in 
contrast with the sleeping neighbors 
who are almost exclusively theatrical 
people and rarely stir before 10 a.m., 
unless to catch an early train to fill an 
engagement. Miss Hall may not be 
classified under the customary head- 
ing of “an enthusiast” in her philan- 
thropy—she is just a serious, sincere 
and reliable appearing lady. busy with 
the responsibilities she is so well fitted 
for. 


The founders of the Professional 
Children’s School believe that it is 
right that any child should be upon 
the stage provided their education is 
not neglected; and, furthermore, that 
there is no reason why a child may 
not receive proper instruction and care 
and still appear behind the footlights 

School hours are conveniently cr- 
ranged, and pupils are excused for 
matinees and rehearsals, as well, when 
it is necessary. Every scholar attend- 
ing is either playing an engagement 
in New York or is actively connected 
with life upon the stage. For instance, 
some of the pupils are now in the cast 
of Daddy Long Legs, at the Gaiety, and 
there are also enrolled the children in 
Montgomery and Stone’s Chin-Chin, 
at the Globe. 

When Eddie Foy plays 
vaudeville engagements, the 
“Little Foys’ are in regular attend- 
ance at the Professional Children’s 
School. Gus Edwards always provides 
a number of pupils when his “kid” 
acts play the local Keith houses. And 
there are numerous individual in- 
stances of children in both the dra- 
matic and vaudeville branches in at- 
tendance at this much-needed institu- 
tion when they play in Manhattan and 
environments.

The enjoyment the little ones find 
in recounting their stage successes and 
in talking over their vanous experi- 
ences is in every way a reflection of 
the “shop talk” of their eldérs, when 
two or three of them assemble for a 
conclave. “It’s born in them.” And 
the children of the stage enjoy having 
their own school to attend. 


One little girl expressed herself as 
preferring this school to any she 
had ever attended, because she was 
appreciated and understood in what 
she said and in what she talked about 
concerning her stage work. At other 
schools they regarded her largely as 
a curiosity. This very thing is an 
element which makes the Stage Chil- 
dren's School so much of a necessity; 
so much to be encouraged and gsus- 
tained by members of the profession.

attendance ranges 
fifty most of the time The 
number varies, of course, when some 
few leave to play engagements out of 
town: but they return later and take 
up their work with renewed interest 
The children make fine progress in 
their studies; the experienced teachers 
of the school (of whom there are from 
three to five. employed) tell us that 
these stage children are fifty per cent 
more adept in mastering their studies 
than the average child in public 
schools.

School hours for the younger pupils 
primary class are from 10 a.m. to 
1 p.m., with a recess of fifteen minutes, 
starting at 11:39 a.m. The grammar 
grades have hours from 10 a.m. to 2:30 
p.m., with a luncheon recess of thirty 
minutes from 12 noon. The »rimary 
classes study reading, arithmetic. liter- 
ature, language (including reproduc-

tions of stories and the memorizing of 
child poems), phonics and spelling, 
natural history, geography, writing 
and music. Grammar grades have 
reading, writing, spelling, arithmetic, 
geography, history, grammar and com- 
positions, music and French. 


The tuition fee is exceedingly low— 
$1.00 per week. Think of that for the 
care, guidance and tender watchful- 
ness of experienced teachers! The 
children are not alone taught by com- 
petent teachers, but their hours are 
spent in well-furnished, sanitary and 
well-lighted, airy rooms; in an atmos- 
phere of refinement, protected from 
the dangers of playing in the city 
streets, and are happy in well-regu- 
lated, healthy surroundings.

Parents of these theatrical children 
may well and rightly be very thankful 
that, at last, their “young hopefuls” 
have the opportunity of being fitted 
for the proper management of their 
own future careers, through acquiring 
a fundamental education, which, when 
combined with their native gifts of 
temperamental qualities will make for 
their success in life and upon the 
stage. 
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READJUSTMENT OF PUBLICITY CAMPAIGNS

America’s greatest dramatist, 
easily inspired the nucleus for an ar- 
- tele concerning the.press agent, There 
may be or may pot be a point of origi- 
nality in the foundation for such an 
article, since the innermost secrets of 
the press agent's life have been so re- 
peatedly disclosed until there’s noth- 
ing new beneath the sun to write 
about. 

The whole world understands and 
sympathizes with the theatrical press 
agent (chorus of voices from initiated 
ones: “Yes, it does’), despite the fact. 
he’s usually found to be extremely 
modest and not searching for sympa- 
thy during the course of hardship. Yes, 
gentle reader, join the big army and 
pity the poor villain! 

A search into the depths of diction- 
ary history discovers that Webster's 
chef cooked and stewed the title ‘‘press 
agent” for-his boss until it was offi- 
cially declared the title was an off- 
epring from the noun, “villain.” And 
so it has remained through the ages 
of wonderful achievements, although 
it isn’t recognized for its true value 
until the life of the press agent is thor- 
oughly roasted in the oven of public 
discussion and left in some producing 
manager's office, where good box-office 
receipts aren't recorded when the man 
ahead is drawing a cold century, to 
cool off. 

Pity the poor villain, alias press 
agent! His lot is hard indeed, for he 
has to bear not only the hatred of the 
fair heroine who doesn’t see her pho- 
tograph in the Sunday layoff, but the 
dynamite effects of the old adage: “If 


aa gained as a press 


there’s good business with the attrac- - 


.tion, the show does it; if business is 
bad with the attraction, the incapa- 
bilities of the man ahead are responsi- 
ble,” as well. 


Why become serious in writing about 
the press agent? Individuals who 
class themselves as experts in manipu- 
lating funnyisms at the expense of the 
press agent, probably would claim it 
shows a breach of etiquette to become 
serious while handling such a subject! 
took the villain in Uncle Tom's 
Cabin n a serious vein, you'd be safer 
than ., German on French soil ¢in 
claimiiig the play wouldn't hold the 
fastine impression with you that it 
does. Perhaps now and then a serious 
--ay be inserted, but let's do it. 
gently The price of coat is too high 
to treat the subject of the press agent 
in the way it should be handled to 
offset some of the ideas so wrongly 
conveyed by those who indulge in 
superlatives in describing the many 
shortcomings of press agents ahead of 
attractions on the road to-day. 

Then, again, we fear the early train- 
ing of cutting ice may not have been 
mastered in such a manner as to re- 
turn the art if we were obliged to re- 
turn to the occupation. Who knows 
but what we might be jobless if we 
pointed our heavy artillery adjective 
Guns at the proper target? We can 
assure ourselves of further bon-bon 
dishes if we are gentle with the whole 
subject. So gentle we will be! ° 

In an article which appeared recent- 
ly, written by a middle west dramatic 
critic, the press agent was extensively 
discussed. This article drew consider- 
able commendation for the manner in 
which it laid bare the reason for the 
falling off of business with road at- 
tractions. 

While not directly criticizing the 
press agent, the article questioned the 
methods used by the average press 
agent in advance of road attractions, 
under Instructions from headquarters, 
especially dwelling upon the system 
adopted for conducting the publicity 
campaigns with the newspapers. The 
article gave the legitimate press agent 
a chance to draw his breath! In short, 
the theater managers were accused of

wanting and insisting upon the wrong 
kind of publicity. 

It is my personal belief, amounting 
to what it may, that the worth of a 
publicity campaign conducted in the 
interest of a road attraction can only 
be determined when it is positively 
known the work has been faithfully 
executed and everything done that can 
possibly be accomplished by hard work. 
The size of the audience at the open- 
ing night’s performance has always 
been the press agent’s reward if he 
was to have such credit. But in the 
present state of unsettled business, 
traditions are not running true to form. 
Are the press agents of to-day get- 
ting the big openings like the press

office returns are concerned. This su- 
premacy is necessitating a readjust- 
ment of publicity campaigns by the 
press agent. 

It isn’t to be expected that the pub- 
lic is acquainted with the worth of all 
attractions. Sueh is not the case, for 
many wretched blunders in selecting 
attractions, which deserve patronage 
and those which do not, are constantly 
ma-e. The percentage in the increase 
of the discriminating playgoer ranks, 
however, has risen so rapidly recently 
that if better results are to be ob- 
tained for the gentlemen who have 
investments at stake, the publicity cam- 
paigns of the press agent and the er- 
ratic and unfair criticisms of some 
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agents of yesteryear did? This is to 
be doubted. In fact, it is truthfully 
known not to be the happening. The 
reason is easily obtained. 


Pre~ agents can no longer ballyhoo 
an au ce into the American theater. 
This is meant for the legitimate road 
attraction, not-‘“‘freak attractions” or 
“added features " This happens be- 
cause the dear old theatrical public 
has grown wiser in recent years than 
both the press agent and the dramatic 
critic. The press agent's glittering al- 
literations and adjectives don’t draw 
from the public’s pocketbook like they 
formerly did: nor does the dramatic 
critic’s taste for what is bad or for 
what is good upset the public’s appetite 
for what is placed on the amusement 
festive board. 

The public has at last reached a 
safe and sane conclusion, which has 
for its trade-mark, “Know Thy Attrac- 
tion!’ With this trade-mark used for 
protective purposes, the discriminating 
playgoer has added a big following to 
his ranks. The discriminating play- 
goer is supreme to-day as far as box 
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dramatic critics MUST be changed and 
ARE being changed. 

As was so enthusiastically stated in 
the introduction of this article, the 
writer gained the inspiration for the 
nucleus of this article from America’s 
foremost dramatist during a personal 
schooling that was valuable whide it 
remained within the bounds of a hu- 
man being’s patience. It is to be re- 
gretted the schooling exploded during 
its most interesting and instructive 
stages, but te experience isn’t for- 
gotten, won't be forgotten, and, what 
is more, will surely be a help in a 
youth's mad desire to keep learning 
the many angles of press agenting, 
which promotes so many uncertain 
results. 

The average press agent isn’t fortu- 
nate enough to be guided in the pre- 
liminary stages of his career with sug- 
gestions from older and more experi- 
enced heads as to what constitutes a 
legitimate press agent. “A wild rush 
for" space grabbing, regardless of 
truths,” is nine times out of ten the 
initiative thought of the beginner. This 


thought works itself so firmly into the 
ambitions of the beginner that it is 
removed with difficulty when its draw- 
backs are laid bare. When experience 
teaches the beginner new policies with 
which to conduct more valuable pub- 
licity campaigns than the one ma@ 
desire of obtaining space through 
whatsoever channels a fertile brain 
may unravel, the one big thought of 
grabbing tons of newspaper space still 
lingers. What the Christmas toy is to 
the baby, “a wonderful newspaper 
showing” is to the press agent. But 
the present readjustment of theatrical 
business, both in the producer’s and 
the newspaper offices, has hurried 
along the readjustment of publicity 
campaigns by the press agent, and 
with it the legitimate press agent 
comes into his own, and the press 
agent who doesn’t employ legitimate 
methods in heralding his attraction 
enters upon disagreeable surround- 
ings. The latter can’t continue be- 
cause the public is not only wise to 
him, but also wise to the caliber of 
the attraction he represents. If a le- 
gitimate attraction has a dishonest 
press representative who resorts to 
anything and everything to obtain 
space, the attraction innocently suffers, 
for the public is much wiser to- 
day than the dramatic critic who 
“falls’’ for dishonest press stuff, and 
no matter at what angle the situa- 
tion may be glanced at, the legitimate 
press agent is the king-pin today. 
Further the readjustment is advanced, 
greater will become the value of the 
legitimate press agent. 

The press agent who is working for 
the producer, who receiyes his full 
share of successes, knows well the day 
has long passed when ¢t was a case 
of the “more stories landed, safer his 
position.” When the readjustment of 
press agenting is firmly established, the 
legitimate press agent for a road at- 
traction won't come in for one-half 
the blame for alleged shortcomings in 
broadcasting the news of his attrac- 
tion as will some of the dramatic 
critics, who imagine it is necessary to 
heap abuse upon the press agent in 
in order to prove he is a dramatic 
critic. The producers won't demand 
so much newspaper space from the 
press agent, provided it is positively 
known the attraction is boosted in @ 
convincing style in the chat with the 
dramatie critic, who will in turn 
boost the same attraction in the same 
convincing style it was related to him 
by the press agent to his reading pub- 
lic. The legitimate press agent must 
be a convincer when he is chatting 
with the dramatic critic. Once con- 
vinced, the dramatic critic should con- 
vince, either advising his reading pub- 
lic of the coming of a worthy attrac- 
tion or warning it to keep away from 
an approaching poor attraction, under 
his own signature. The dramatic 
critic, before he heaps abuse upon the 
press agent, should be satisfied he’s 
well enough acquainted with facts to 
work along these lines in advising his 
reading public. If a dramatic critic’s 
signature is good enough for a review 
of a show, it should be good enough 
to herald the coming of a good show 
as well as the approaching engagement 
of an inferior attraction. If the 
dramatic critic knows of the approach 
of a good attraction, why doesn’t he 
tell the readers of it ahead of time? 
Some do, but the number is altogether 
too small to be of benefit to the gen- 
eral situation. 

Protection supplied the press agent 
ahead of an attraction by his office 
will hurry along the good cause. Of 
course, as long as shows are produced, 
it will be quite necessary for some 
press agents to land a ton of stories in 
the newspapers with exaggeration for 
the main theme. But these sort of 
producers will be in the minority, 
and those of the dramatic critics

THE FUTURE OF THE SHOW BUSINESS 


MONG the ruling customs of 
A the amusement world is one 
that calls upon showmen at 
Christmas time to express 
their opinion of show business, past, 
present and to come. As a rule there 
is little to say other than to report 
the procedure of a business now hap- 
pily well regulated in nearly every 
branch This year, however, show- 
men are faced by extraordinary con- 
ditions that have no precedent in the 
past and which will be recorded as 
unique in the history of the theater. 
We are all involved in the iron grip 
of a world-wide unsettled condition, 
and as war is said to try men’s souls 
so certainly it tries men’s business. 
At such a time it is well to take stock 
and to consider basic facts of amuse- 
ment conditions and to endeavor 
to predict from a study of the past 
and present what the future holds 
of ill or good. 

The war is not the only cause of 
the present difficulties in the vaude- 
ville business. There has been an 
overproduction in all branches of 
the business. There are too many 
theaters, many of which have been 
built by people who were not previ- 
ously identified with theatricals in 
any way, purely as a speculation. 
The temptations held out to outside 
capital to invest in theaters have 
been alluring. Glowing prospectuses 
have been issued by promoters 
showing large profits which are al- 
leged to have been made in vaude- 
ville and other theaters. Stock 
eqgmpanies have been incorporated 
and stock in theaters sold to the 
public on the strength of these 
highly-colored prospectuses, and 
the law of supply and demand has 
been entirely disregarded in the 
wild scramble of these theatrical 
promoters to float their stock. For 
such schemes of financiering there 
must always be a day of reckoning. 


A. Paul Keith and I, who 
acquired the B. F. Circuit, are in- 
terested in forty-eight theaters in 
large Eastern cities. Before going 
further, I wish to speak in praise 
of my associate, A. Paul Keith, son 
and heir of vaudeville’s founder.

est ta Chicago, and then came. the 
affiliation of the big Eastern vaude- 
ville cireuit controlled by Mr. Keith 
and the Orpheum Circuit controlled 
by Mr. Myerfeld and Mr. Beck. In 
all these years the public has not put 
a dollar into these circuits. All these 


men are pioneers, and know the 
show business in every detail, and 
they’ are the sinew’ and ‘strength 
of the vaudeville business today. 
Their houses, bought and paid 
for with years of full experience, 
having gone through all the hard- 


ships of the early-day show business, 
stand ready to battle against any 
condition, whether it be hard times 
the country over, whether it be an 
overproduction of show business by 
inexperienced people or the passing 
away of some of its members. 


Now we come to the newest 
form of amusement in theaters, the 
motion picture. I think the pic- 
ture business in itself is excellent. 
There has been no more popular 
or pleasing entertainment presented 
to the public in the past twenty- 
five years. Mr. Keith gent the first 
machine to the United States. It 
was an old Vitascope, which dis- 
played a small picture of about 
8x8 feet. We exhibited it at Bos- 
ton, then at the Union Square. Then 
came the Cinematograph. We were 
their first exhibitors, putting it on 
at the Union Square Theater, then 
Boston. It made an instantaneous 
hit, for the picture was very 
much larger. I remember one of 
the first pictures presented was a 
troup of cavalry men making a 
charge. They dashed down to the 
front and quick as lightning came 
to a halt. The people in the audi- 
ence would rise up in their seats 
thinking they were coming from 
the curtain into the audience—it 
was so realistic. Then the surf’ 
breaking upon the shore made a 
wonderful impression apon the 
audience. I first advertised the 
Biograph in Boston by sending out 
a bicycle brigade of twelve men, 
the first carrying a bugle to herald 
their coming. All wore white suits, 
white hats and white shoes, and on 
the backs of their white coats was 
painted, “Go to Keith's and see the 
Biograph.” People of course didn't 
know then what the Biograph 
meant. That is, what kind of en- 
tertainment it presented, whether 
it was a song and dance or a 
dramatic sketch, but when they 
came there and saw people walk- 
ing about in a picture, the surf 
dashing upon the shore, the cav- 
alry men coming from the distance 
right down to the very footlights, 
there was nothing but astonish- 
ment and wonder on their faces, 
and every one who went out of the 
theater was an advertisement for 
the Biograph. It was in summer 
time, and the house was packed 
to Capacity in the warmest weather. 
We have continued pictures ever 
since, and that was over eighteen 
years ago. We have now a large 
number of picture houses—some 


beautiful ones, which we devote 
exclusively to pictures. 
People ask my opinion as to 


what the future of pictures is. I 
fully believe that it will be as great 
as has been the development of 
all kinds of show business, espe- 
cially the legitimate and vaude- 
ville. I remember, going back 
twenty-five years, going with Mr. 
Keith to Mr. Erlanger’s office on 
Fourteenth street, and the attrac- 
tions that he represented at that 
time probably numbered less than 
half a dozen. The business was 
uncertain. It was the rule and 
not the exception that an attraction

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Children walk before they talk, that is all but a negligible percentage do, 
and scads of them not only walk, but actually essay the expression of feelings 
by attempts at dancing long before they talk. 

Supplemented with cries and gesture the kiddie successfully manifests 
many emotions with childish dancing. 

Furthermore, having found in these rhythmical movements, bendings 
and posturings a satisfying outlet for its pent-up little passions, the child, not 
uncommonly, deliberately essays them purely for the entertainment of other 
kiddies or mayhap to win the approbation of its seniors, and this, too, before 
much, if any, headway with the art of speech is had. 

Like child, like man—especially prehistoric man. 


Dancing in its essence is a purely spontaneous overflow of spirits. 
essence, however, it is not an art. 


But the moment that the child feels a desire to impress its joy upon others 
and attempts to, dancing becomes an art.

Dancing, as an art, then is an expression of emotion accomplished by 
means of actions of the body and limbs, coupled with a desire to inspire the 
same emotion in on-lookers. 
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All nature is atuned to rhythm, so dancing, even in its very beginnings, 
is not only dramatic but rhythmic, and, as it develops and advances as an art, 
rhythm becomes more and more its salient and essential characteristic. 

It is surprising, therefore, to learn that dancing not only as an outlet to 
emotion, but as an interpretative art came before music. 

But so it did. 


It even came before castanets, drums and cymbals, which, by the way, 
are not musical instruments, the dictionaries to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Students of ancient lore and antiquity sharps assure us that the first 
music was composed, or, more likely, perhaps, evolved or extemporized to 
accompany dancing. 


In proof of their contention they point to the origin of many—nay, most 
—of our oldest musical terms. 

They drag in the philologist, and he solemnly affirms that such words as 
Orchestra, Chorus, Chorale, Choir, Carol and Anthem all had reference in 
their origin—not to music, but to dancing, and that it was only long after- 
wards and very gradually that they took on musical significance. 

The Greek Chorous, led by the Choragus, performed a ceremonial dance 
in the Orchestra (from orchester, a dancer, Orcheomal, te dance) as an ac- 
companiment to the tragedy being enacted on the stage. 


And Anthem, derived from the Greek word for flower, was an enciont

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REPORTING THE NEW YORK PALACE SHOWS

Ts hard enough to turn some 
“new kink” in theatrical trade 
newspaper work in these days of 
specializing. Harder still, at 

times, to make clear the specific ob- 
ject of some new departure, And so 
it seems timely to approach, if pos- 
sible without “ego,” an explanation 
of The Billboard's typographical prac- 
tice in printing reports on the weekly 
shows at the New York Palace. 

Perhaps YOU, who read, may have 
wondered why week after week The 
Pillboard sets these reports in double 
column width, in type larger than 
used elsewhere in its text, and with 
two acts—always TW0O—displayed in 
more prominent style than are the 
references to the other acts in the bill. 
Possibly YOU, who read, may have 
been one of the acts who were thus 
“played up’—or were NOT so treated. 

The purpose of this contribution to 
the Christmas Billboard is to endeavor 
din all humility and without conceit) 
to set forth what seems abundant 
reason for the distinctions referred to, 
and at the same time try to elucidate 
the process by which at least ONE 
writer upon vaudeville topics arrives 
at certain conclusions. This writer, 
tet it be recorded, has spent twenty 
odd years of his-young life writing 
for and working upon theatrical trade 
newspapers. Shall we name them? 
Well, The Billboard, The Clipper, Va- 
riety and The Player. 

NOTE—tThe position which an act 
is allotted on the program does not in 
the least affect its merit. When a bill 
is made‘up almost exclusively of head- 
liners—a state of affairs not unusual 
at the Palace—every number is fre- 
quently worthy of the “star spot” on 
ordinary vaudeville bills. It is only

Whenever you pick up a newspaper 
or a theatrical journal, you come 
across the names of the actor people 
in vaudeville. And when you do they 
are doing something along professional 
lines. Maybe, they have gone across 
big and their act is a scream. Or 
maybe they have fallen down on an 
act upon which they have worked for 
months. Even when you read that 
the beautiful M’lle De Santone has 
left her husband after refusing $1,000 
a week alimony, you suspect it is the 
dream of some press agent and most 
of the time you are right. , 


When a vaudeville artist breaks 
into print he is on exhibition. He is 
either heralded or blamed for the act 
he is presenting or he is “putting 
something over” on the public, giving 
it an alleged human sidelight on his 
personality. He is not a human be- 
ing. He is an artist who has sacrificed 
his personality to his art, whether 
that art be training a rooster how to 
bark or “legitimate” acting by which 
a star plays on the hearts of his audi- 
ence at a salary of $600 a minute. 

Even when you catch the “person- 
alities” in The Billboard you learn 
that Sophia Hucksley got peeved be- 
cause they put her in the opening and 
walked off the bill. 

Once in a while you read about a 
‘Marriage or a birth and when you do 
you chuckle—and wonder why The 
Billboard wastes space on anybody's 
bersonal affairs.

fair to the artist, therefore, to judge 
his work solely upon its merits, 

The foregoing announcement ap- 
pears in the Palace program. It serves 
the purpose of announcing to the pub- 
lic that the management of the house 
urges equal consideration for every 
act, and is sufficient to that purpose, 
however it may work out. But for 
The Billboard, highly technical in 
serving its theatrical information, and 
specializing in vaudeville to a degree 
never before approached by any other 
trade publication, this is not enough. 

To reach the highest point in Ameri- 
can vaudeville ‘s to play an engage- 
ment at the New York Palace. But 
once the weekly bills are assembled 
there are things to be considered apart 
from the bare fact that certain specific 
acts have been singled out by the 
booking managers as suitable for a 
place in a Palace bill. 

The management of this beautiful 


theater does not always select its 
material from vaudeville. Frequently 
individual items are presented that 


have nothing actually in common with 
vaudeville. There are features em- 
@loyed, quite often, that have value 
only as “billing poiffts” in the house 
advertising. All of which serves the 
art of theater management, without 
having anything whatever to do with 
the technical observation of the pro- 
gram, as a whole, from a strictly 
vaudeville viewpoint. 

Vaudeville is the most peculiar of 
all branches of entertainment. As a 
theatrical achievement it may consist- 
ently encompass almost any style of 
exhibition, trick, fake, freak or celeb- 
rity as an individual item, but the 
mainstays of vaudeville are the acts 
which have made their art of special- 


izing a study until advancing in vari- 
ous degrees of perfection and desir- 
ability they are able to find place in 
standard vaudeville bills. 


Oddly enough—and who can explain 
it—almost anything can “come into” 
vaudeville, but vaudeville can best 
thrive only within its own limitations. 
This fact is repeatedly made clear. 
Sylvester Schaffer recently made his 
first American appearance. He was 
“brought out” at a theater not gener- 
ally accepted as a vaudeville house, 
although there had been previous ef- 
fort made to force its vogue under 
the guise of a “music hall.” The bill 
which surrounded Schaffer was all 
vaudeville, made up of excellent acts, 
in themselves, and constituting very 
fair vaudeville entertainment. 


Schaffer failed at his first attempt 
because he was not in a vaudeville 
house. Everything he did at the Forty- 
fourth street theater was exactly as 
he has since performed the same tricks 
and arts in regular vaudeville sur- 
roundings. He has been a real at- 
traction in vaudeville, he was a dire 
failure in a “legitimate’’ house. Vaude- 
ville, even at “‘benefits,’”’ in legitimate 
theaters does not seem the same as 
when presented, act for act, in a strict- 
ly vaudeville theater. 


Ali of which leads up to this point: 
Vaudeville should be considered as 
an institution by itself. Vaudeville 
bills must always be looked upon from 
a vaudeville standpoint in technical 
reviews. Let the daily papers or the 
house press agent print and write what 
they may, it is the mission of a tech- 
nical reviewer to consider what is best 
in vaudeville bills, viewed strictly from 
a vaudeville standpoint. 


To be specific, strip any bill at the 
Palace of its “dramatic stars” in 
vaudeville to pick up a little loose 
change for a week; ignore the stars 
of midnight cabarets who work equal- 
ly as much to advertise their dancing 
palaces as they do for their immediate 
salary; set aside the transient lecturer 
on baseball, the migrating scions of 
“nobility” who have names for Walter 
Kingsley to conjure with; the erst- 
while queen of grand opera ballet and 
a few more odds and ends assembled 
for “featuring’’ purposes and we get 
down to the real vaudeville acts. 

And it is the real vaudeville acts 
that you will find “played up” in The 
3illboard’s reviews of the New York 
Palace. No heed is taken, by the re- 
porter, of manner or methods the 
house management employs to draw 
from the general public the audiences 
which pack the house so consistently 
week in and week out. That feature 
of house management need be no con- 
cern of the man employed to reflect, 
in his best judgment, the results at- 
tained by real vaudeville acts. Posi- 
tion on the bill or the size of type in 
the advertising has no influence in 
singling out two acts each week from 
the Palace program for conspicuous 
mention in The Billboard’s review. 

Sometime the act which opens the 
show gets most conspicuous display, 
again it may heppen that the head- 
lined feature, as per spot on the bill 
and advertising for the theater, gets 
first distinction. It may be the clos- 
ing act, it may be a “single,” an ani- 
mal act, a sketch, or, perhaps, two 
men dancers. But always they wili 
have been picked out because of strict 
values as a vaudeville number.

This is the story of vaudeville peo- 
ple off the stage. It is not a press 
agent story. We will name no names 
and we will play no headliners. The 
Billboard reporter slipped out the 
other day and spent about eighteen 
hours watching the artists when they 
didn’t know he was looking. He had 
a persistent and troublesome idea 
that an actor couldn't forget himself 
long enough to breathe unevenly. 
Maybe the artists can’t. Maybe every- 
body the reporter studied was “in the 
know” and boosted their own game 
by playing on his innocence. But if 
they did they were all better actors 
“off’ than “on” and the reporter 
studied some pretty clever aetors and 
actresses. 


It was a clear, crisp day, the day 
set aside for the reporter’s study. He 
was accompanied by an artist who has 
been “temporarily without a booking” 
for the last three years. It doesn’t 
worry the Thespian. He does some 
writing here and there and he sells 
quite a lot of his stuff. But he never 
would acknowledge writing or any 
other profession other than that of 
an actor, a decidedly characteristic 
trait of the stage people. 

“Rud” knows every actor in the 
world. If he doesn’t he goes up to 
the stranger and says he does and the 
actor he approaches is afraid to 
ackndwledge that he has never met 
him for fear he might hurt the feel- 
ings of some casual acquaintance of 
a friend by whom he has been intro- 
duced. Actors meet so many people. 


So the two, Bud and the reporter, 
strolled along the rialto looking for 


victims. There were many. You 
couldn’t throw a stone without hitting 
a Thespian. Clark and Monroe streets, 
where they swirl around and meet 
each other on the corner in which The 
Billboard is located, is the mecca of 
those who seek the booking offices, 
the theaters or friends whom they 
expect to meet. 


“The actors nowadays,” quoth Bud 
in a pitying tone, “get by with lots of 
stuff that would never go over in the 
days when I was ‘on.’ 

“Them days you had to be an artist 
right. If you pulled any of this low 
comedy, comin’ out and singin’ a nut 
song, you got panned off the stage and 
your name didn’t get in the papers, 
even if you fell down and broke the 
Ten Commandments. The public had 
to be shown and everybody would be 
satisfied if you trimmed Bernhardt in 
a sob scene or slipped somethin’ over 
on Herman the Great. 


“But now? Good night. Go out on 
the stage and throw your cane in the 
air and sing your song flat and the 
public falls for you. To make a flivver 
nowadays you gotta be awful rotten. 
And still they’re doin’ it. 

“I hate to drag myself into this 
monologue, understand? But here is 
an illustration. When I was on I was 
ascream. When I came out the audi- 
ence put its feet on the ceilin’ and 
doubled up. I'd a bin on yet only the 
front part of the horse went into hase- 
ball and I never could get another 
partner to work right with me. Yeh, 
I was an animal act.” 

They went back stage aand conned 
the doorman into letting them in. Bud 


said he had a friend whose sister had 
sent him with an urgent message to 
the headliner. He unrolled the story 
before the wondering ears of the re- 
porter and built on it from ime to 
time to see how much the doorman 
would stand before doubt assailed him. 
The friend’s sister grew from a blood 
relation of the headliner through suc- 
cessive stages to a daughter, a wronged 
woman, and a faithful wife who was 
sending word of the serious illness of 
the headliner’s only child. 

The doorman remonstrated doubt- 
fully that he had never heard that the 
headliner was married. , 


“Listen,” whispered Bud, drawing 
the doorman aside. “If you knew the 
inside history of these actors you'd 
be a first page story every morning 
for a year.” 

“T believe you’re right,” said the 
doorman. “Take a slant at the name 
board and go as far as you like.” 

Bud knocked at the door of Room 
16 and was told to come in when he 
had admitted his identity. 

“This,” said Bud, “is a friend of 
mine. No, he ain’t in the profession, 
but he thinks he will try it on some 
day. Shake hands with Paddy La 
Strum. He’s doin’ a double with his 
wife, Miss Agnes De Reign.” 

The reporter shook and stood back 
abashed. Mr. La Strum was remov- 
ing his nether garments. He stood 
forth naked and unabashed, red in the 
face from bending over. 

“Lay off actin’, kid.” This from the 
Thespian. “We got enough hams now 
to clog up the profession. Don’t you 
know how to shovel?” 

“What do you think of the act?”

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VAUDEVILLE THEN AND NOW 


OME one has held that theatrical 
managers and showmen gener- 
ally are natural optimists be- 
cause of the very nature of their 

operations, yet this is true only on the 
surface. Behind closed doors the 
gentlemen who cater to the entertain- 
ment of the nation are much like 
other mortals, facing the problems 
that confront them with courage and 
complacency, yet with a caution and 
diplomacy characteristic of a line of 
endeavor wherein the element of risk 
is greater than in any field which men 
of nerve and capital tempt fate. 

And in no branch of the field of the 
theater may one find so superior a 
type of business di- 
rection as in that of 
modern vaudeville, 


“The United Booking Offices of Amer- 
ica” and “The White Rats of America,” 
and that these now operate individu- 
ally and together in perfect harmony 
succeeding a period of unparalleled 
strife is proof that the rigid discipline 
inaugurated at a time when it was 
most a necessity has operated for the 
constructive side of vaudeville. That 
it also served to enrich the managers 
and the performers aiike the amazing 
changes since recorded and the fact 
that more vaudevillians own their 
own homes than all other stage work- 
ers combined speaks convincingly in 
the affirmative. 


persistent application by Messrs. Wil- 
mer and Vincent, in Utica, N. Y., the 
latter were among the first two to 
present dramatic playlets in vaudeville, 
and that they, like all the others above 
named, have prospered and survived 
is merely another proof of the after- 
math of the splendid organization 
which Albee and his colleagues per- 
fected. . 

About the only manager to remain 
outside of the association of vaudeville 
managers at the outset was Sylvester 
Z. Poli, an Italian sculptor, who had 
been making wax figures for the Eden

As Albee’s influence grew he by«- 
came naturally a more conspicuous 
figure—but it was not until Mr. Kefth - 
practically retired from active partic|- 
pation in his vast affairs that Albee's 
name was known outside of the pro- 
fession. As recently as two years ag 
he was not known. to the general pub- 
lic. Nevertheless he had long before 
changed the theatrical map from 
Coast to Coast, and scarcely a year 
has passed since 1900 that Albee has 


coup d'etat by which 


the outgrowth of the 
once despised variety 
show. Here we find 
a group of men op- 


erating on a scale 
of immensity and 
intrepidity, who have 
achieved fame and 
fortune less through 
what is called show- 
manship than from 
a persistent endeav- 
or to work together 
in perfect harmony. 
In all theatrical his- 
tory there is noth- 
ing recorded that 
can compare with the 
tremendous structure 
which these men 
reared from a _ be- 
ginning effected less 
than two decades 
ago in the city of 
Boston, where per- 
haps a dozen own- 
ers or managers of 
vaudeville theaters 
met at the invitation 
of Edward F. Albee 
in an effort to bring 
order out of chaos, 
for conditions at 
that time were so 
bad, that system 
and business recti- 
tude, as we compre- 
hend the terms in 
this more enlight- 
ened era, were prac- 
tically nonexistent. 

These delegates to 
the Boston “conven- 


tion,” just fifteen 
years ago, did not 
even know each 
other, but as illus- 


trating the signifi- 
cance of what hap- 
pened at that meet- 
ing in 1900 it need 
only be’ stated that 
the same individuals 
who went hither de- 
termined on reforms 
for their calling are 
practically the ones 
who today control 
the balance of pow- 
er in the most lucra- 
tive amusement field 
the world has ever known. 
days 


In those 
Edward F. Albee was known 
principally as an ingenious builder of 


commodious playhouses. He attracted 
attention by the way he converted the 
Union Square Theater and kindred 
Keith houses into gold laden amuse- 
ment resorts. The man and his meth- 
ods at the outset were the subject of 
much criticism and no little antagon- 
ism; in fact, at the very time the 
vaudeville managers were plotting and 
planning for conquest in Boston a 
group of eight standard vaudeville 
performers also met in this city for no 
other purpose than to formulate an 
association that would protect them- 
selves anda their calling from what 
they believed sincerely to be the 
machinations of a menacing “TRUST.” 

Thus was born the two great in- 
stitutions which today survive, namely, 


5.Z.Poli 


I can recall the conditions existent 
in the “two-a-day” field prior to 1900 
with the utmost clarity—there were 
perhaps a dozen vaudeville theaters 
worthy of the name in the entire 
country. Of these Mr. Keith possessed 
four, the great Orpheum Circuit of 
today had but two, while the others 
were directed by Kohl and Castle, 
who then had only the Olympic Thea- 
ter in. Chicago, Michael Shea of Buf- 
falo, James H. Moore (who was op- 
erating on a policy of four shows a 
day in Detroit and Rochester), Henry 
Davis of Pittsburg, Col. J. D. Hopkins 
of St. Louis and M. C. Anderson of 
Cincinnati. 

In the cities of moderate size vaude- 
ville had not yet made its impress; 
the first concrete effort to establish it 
in such cities was due to the success, 
achieved, however, through long and 
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the vaudeville field 
was further revolu- 
tionized — always 
thes e revelations 
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ally he presented vaudeville acts. The 
career of this man Poli has had no 
parallel in amusement history. Here 
indeed was a showman in all that 
much abused term implies and the 
one remarkable feature of his early 
struggles was his obstinacy in refus- 
ing to become affiliated with the big 
booking institution, but Albee was de- 
termined he should not operate inde- 
pendently, for Poli was expanding at 
such a rate that his holdings in New 
England alone were at one time larger 
than Mr. Keith's. 

About ten years ago Poli capitulated 
yet many there were who predicted 
that the U. B. O. could not hold Albee 
and Poll. The same 
made when F. F. 


prediction was 
Proctor allied him- 
self with the Keith interests, yet these 
men are still an integral part of the 
vast booking concern; not once have 


ILE) 


came with not an 
inkling preceding 
them until one could 
only conjecture as 
to what he would do 
next—never has any 
forecast of a Keith 
movement been the 
correct one. 

It is generally con- 

ceded that Albee is 
now a millionaire— 
some have placed 
his annual income in 
seven figures — not 
so generally is it ad- 
mitted that he has 
by his industry and 
organizing ability 
created an outlet for 
stage talent so tre- 
mendous that Albee’s 
enemies are diligent 
in stating that the U 
B. O.’s income is at 
least a million a 
year in commissions 
deducted from the 
artists’ salaries. If 
the truth were 
known this income. 
which now its divided 
among more than 
200 persons, has 
been the very foun- 
dation of vaudeville 
prosperity. 
Stage folk are just 
beginning to realize 
the part played by 
the so-called theat- 
rical syndicate 
(Frohman, Klaw & 
Erlanger) in regu- 
lating the legitimate 
theatrical business 
Time was when their 
opponents were 
hailed by the profes- 
sion as their deliver- 
ers, but today every 
newspaper in the 
land is reproducing 
a tribute paid to this 
concern by Nat C 
Joodwin in his new 
volume. 

I can recall when 
actors of great renown would gladly 
accept half galaries from any tem- 
porary or irresponsible opponent of 
the big vaudeville syndicate. ‘‘Any- 
thing to beat the trust’’ was the silo- 
gan for years. It is well for vaude- 
ville, and for all identified with it, 
that EK. F, Albee prevented a surviva) 
of opposition—and it may not be longs 
before some historian will pay the 
same tribute to Albee that Goodwin 
so tardily meted out to Erlanger tn 
his wonderful book.—R. G.

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MINSTREL BOYS OF OTHER DAYS 


INSTREL shows had a strong 

hold upon the theater pa- 

M trons of this country during 

the '60s and ‘70s. Much of 

the popularity of the early minstrel 

shows was due to the fine singing of 

the ballads, ditties, sentimental and 

mic songs and the opening and clos- 
ng choruses. 

Each company had its famous song 
sod dance men. Some danced single, 
«ome double. All had their special 
<tvle and they were artists in the old 
tuys. Their equals are rarely found 
upon the stage to-day. Those old-time 
artists did their work well and left a 
lasting memory. 


The minstrel shows of fifty years 
ago did not have the large numbers 
that we see to-day. The troupes were 
small, but every member had his part 
to do, either as singer, dancer or com- 
edian Most of the “old guard” of 
burnt-cork stars have passed away. 
Billy Arlington, John Hogan, dancer; 
Rilly West, Geo. Thatcher, John Willis, 
John Carncross, Capt. Bill Daly, Billy 
Carter, Charlie Banks, have died this 
vear, A few are taking life easy; only 
a few are active on the stage to-day. 


The following list of old-time min- 
strel shows, songs and the the minstrel 
boys that sang them may recall to 
many readers those, -who,- with black- 
ened faces, merry ballads, songs and 
jokes entertained the old-time theater- 
goers. Negro minstrelsy.is fast wan- 
ing to-day. There are less than five 
‘irst-class mjnstrel shows extant: 

La Rue’s Minstrels of 1869 had

All of these were prime favorites 
upon the minstrel stage for years. 


Jolin Queen and Billy West did their 
original song and dance, The Two 
Morning Glories. Many may recall 
Billy West's specialty, Happy Nigga 
Joseph, and Johnny Queen's See-ell- 
oh-gee Dance. Both have passed 
away. W. Bernard, G. W. Rocker- 
feller, C. Shattuck and Billy Emmett 
were with this company. 


Jack Haverly’s Minstrels was famous 
during the '70s and '80s. Among the 
songs and singers that gained fame 
during this period were Sig. J. Bran- 
disi, a famous baritone, singing The 
Step-Mother and Softly, Love, the 
Stars Are Beaming. Sig. Gustave Bi- 
daux, I Am Dreaming of You. O. P. 
Swee, basso, Childhood’s Memories and 
The Old Sexton. Charlie Pettingill, 
who had few equals on the stage as a 
song and dance man, was seen in his 
great specialties, Rackety Jack, the 
Noisy Swell, Adolphus Morning Glory 
and Fascinating Dandy Mose. 


Billy Arlington’s Minstrels had Billy 
Arlington singing his famous end song, 
The Monkey’s Wedding, and his Louis- 
iana Fling. Arlington died last July. 
Also, C. Fostelle, female impersonator; 
Sutton and Morton, song and dance, 
and John Booker, dancer and come- 
dian. 


Kelly and Leon’s troupe sang Pad- 
dy’s Dream, Driven From Home, Hold 
Your Horses. George and Willie Guy 
did a song and dance, Tom and Jerry, 
and the “Only Leon” was seen in his 
On the Beach at Long Branch. Leon 
is still living. 


No article on negro minstrelsy would 
be complete without mention of Ben 
Cotton and Sam Sharpley’s Minstrels. 
They were very popular and sang the 
following. songs: Larry McGee, Hi 
Cum Go and I Ain’t a Going to Tell, 
by Ben Cotton. Tea Table Tattlers 
and Cruel ‘Mary Holder were Sam 
Sharpley’s favorite ballads. John Mur- 
phy sang Write Me a Letter From 
Home. Dancing was a leading feature 
with this show. Dick Ralph, one of 
the leading clog dancers on the stage, 
was seen in the eccentric Irish act, 
My Father Sold Charcoal, ending 
with an Irish clog. We're a Happy 
Pair, a double song and dance, was 
the offering of Masters Willie and Ben- 
nie. Master Bennie was Ben Cotton, 
Jr., afterward of Cotton and Birdue, 
song and dance team. Under the 
Lamppost, or New York at Night, was 
the burlesque afterpiece. Ben Cotton 
was a famous impersonator of the old 
plantation darkey and his Old Bob 
Ridley was a big hit. He died in 1908. 


Morris Bros.’ Minstrels were famous, 
with Billy Morris, the endman, with 
his great whistling song, Listen to the 
Mocking Bird, and Billy Sweatnam on 
the other end singing Come Back 
Stephen and Maria Jane and playing 
the bones. Charlie Morris, who is now 
at the Actors’ Home on Staten Island, 
and the only one of the Morris boys 
living, was a fine banjoist and come- 
dian. M. Ainsley Scott, famous singer 
‘and middle man, and one of the oldest 
minstrels living, sang Let All Obey 
and Here Upon My Vessel’s Deck. J. 
J. Kelly sang Pat Malloy and J. A. 
Barney Down by the Riverside. Andy 
Carland and Fred Emerson and Mas- 
ters Sheridan and Mack were the song 
and dance men 


Buckley's Serenaders gained fame 


for many years. In the overture G. 
Swaine Buckley sang Pretty Polly 
Primose; Jake, Budd, Sweet Rosa 
Jane; J. Waterman, The Day That 


You'll Forget Me. Charlie Heywood 
appeared as a female impersonator. 
G. Swaine Buckley was seen in his 
Music on fhe Brain, his big .musical 
act. The troupe was noted for their 
burlesque afterpleces. 


Many will recall the famous Duprez 
and Benedict's 1871 Minstrels, with 


Lew Benedict, endman, singing Carry 
the News and Hot Corn, and Hughey 
Dougherty on the end singing It’s Nice 

o Be a Father; also giving his stump 
speech. Frank Dumont sang the bal- 
lad, I'm Waiting for You; George H.

judge moving pictures do g0 
not only because they know lit- 
tle about them, but because 
they pass a picture theater and see a 
glare of posters and printed matter 
that offends their eye and their taste. 


When a piece of printed matter is 
sent out by a theater ,it is crudely de- 
signed, badly etched and wretchedly 
printed—and that clinches the preju- 
dice. 


When newspaper advertisements are 
used, as they often are, particularly in 
the smaller towns, they are crude 
and melodramatic—and that again 
does harm. 


The only way to educate manufac- 


A GREAT many people who mis- 


» turers and exhibitors to the demands 


and expectations of the public is to 
educate them through magazines, to 
show what is being done by the few 
men who are giving real thought and 
attention in backing up pictures’ as 
they deserve—to serve as a guide to 
bring up the standard of those who 
are paying little attention to this 
very important branch of the moving 
picture industry. 

This is not written for the purpose 
of holding up any film concern and 
its ideas to public admiration, as it 
is for the general good, but the best 
way to demonstrate it is to show the 
path now being blazed for the good of 
moving pictures in general. 

The moving picture field has al- 
ready developed some great directors. 
It has brought into the field the most 
eminent actors, playwrights, authors 
and producers. 

Now it is bringing from the com- 
mercial field the best advertising 
brains it can find for the sole purpose 
of lifting that branch of the work up 
to the plane that it has achieved in 
other directions. 


There is a great deal that is new 
and raw in motion picture advertis- 
ing because the business has grown so 
fast and because the men who planned 
the advertising were moving picture 
men first and advertising men after- 
ward. 

The effect that this step is having 
on the advertising used for feature 
films is discernible. 

One of the most important items in 
the advertising of a special feature is 
the posters used. Motion picture 
posters are made by turning over a 
few “stills” (photographs) that are 
taken while the picture is in progress 
to the lithographer. This is enlarged 
and put upon the “stone” by the 
lithographers and from this the post- 
er is printed. 


The detail that may be very fine in 
a photograph may not be at all what 
is required by a poster. The artists 
employed by the lithographer are usu- 
ally men of very ordinary ability, and 
between the still and the color scheme 
the poster that is produced is another 
of the lurid, badly-drawn and vicious- 
ly-colored things that do for posters. 

The making of posters is a fine art. 
Some of the most famous of Ger- 
many’s artists have turned their tal- 
ents to posters. The result has been 
that German posters have won a rep- 
utation throughout the world. 

Pefore a poster is drawn the “stills” 
are carefully gone over anid a rough 
plan laid out, showing just what is to 
be eliminated or kept in the poster 
and just how the action is to be illus- 
trated so that it is good art, good ad- 
vertising and humanly interesting. 

Then a careful original drawing is 
made in full color and with this as 
a guide the lithograph is made. 

It is hard to show in black and white 
just what an astonishing difference

at first thought that a titanic 

struggle, such as that now go- 

ing on in Europe, would pre- 
sent infinite pictorial possibilities. In 
view of the compact between Presi- 
dent Aitken, of the Mutual, and Gen- 
eral Villa, during the early stages of 
the recent fighting in Mexico and the 
publicity and actual films which re- 
resulted, a person who is not actually 
engaged in the motion picture business 
might be pardoned for such a suppo- 
sition. Nevertheless he would be far 
from the truth. There is not a single 
person connected with the film busi- 
ness in the remotest manner who is a 
gainer by the war, and almost every 
individual and concern is a distinct 
loser. 


From the standpoint of the only pos- 
sible advantage, that of pictures for 
exhibition, this war has been the hard- 
est subject to take which has ever been 
attempted. And the gross result of 
the efforts of the entire film world to 
take actual battle scenes, or even 
scenes of the combatants not in actual 
conflict, has resulted in an average of 
less than 500 feet of actual negative 
a week since the war began. Ninety- 
five per cent of this is of ruins and 
camp scenes.

During the first two months of the 
war it is said on good authority that 
not a foot of film which showed actual 
fighting was taken on the continent 
in spite of the fact that there were 
fully two hundred expert camera men 
trying in every conceivable way to get 
actual scenes. True, some pictures 
purporting to be actual battle scenes 
were shown, and it is a sad commen- 
tary to have to state that the battle 
ground in most cases was the peaceful 
Palisades, 


It was not until about the middle of 
October that actual and authentic film 


in any quantity was released here. 
Now the Universal is receiving nega- 
tives at the rate of about a thousand 
feet a week and other companies are 
also securing consignments with more 
or less frequency. This is produced 
at anywhere from sixty cents to two 
dollars a negative foot. 


One of the most successful photog- 
raphers now in Europe is Cherry Kear- 
ton, who saw service with Roosevelt, 
and was in South America. His ex- 
pressive comment is that he will be 
glad to get back to South America 
again. “When this war is over I know 
a nice quiet place in Central Africa, 
and I'm going back.” 

Now, as to the eflect on the trade 
in general. For many the war has 
spelled utter disaster. To these mush- 
room concerns which are organized for 
the purpose of manufacturing feature 
pictures and depending for their ulti- 
mate capital on the support of the 
investing public, there could not have 
been a more effectual quietus then 
the European war. With the money 
exchanges closed throughout’ the- 
world, investing came to a standstill. 
The result has been a frightful mor- 
tality in these insufficiently financed 
concerns. It has been none too easy 
for the great ones to carry on their 
business-as usual, and only one or two 
of them are making any extension in 
their plans. The Universal is a notable 
exception. It has started work since, 
the war began on the largest enclosed 
studio in the United States, situated at 
Leonia, and is rushing to comp!etion 
its wonderful Pacific Coast plant, the 
Million Dollar Universal City. Put in 
common with all the other companies 
it is feeling. the effects of the war in 
many ways. The cost of* almost all 
raw material is greatly increased ow- 
ing to the war.

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RUMINATIONS AND REMINISCENCES

NE-HALF the world doesn’t 
know how the other half lives” 
is the wise saw of an ancient 
Sage, and then a modern sage 

lugs in his buck and saws out, ‘“Two- 
thirds of the world don’t care a 
d——n how the other third lives.” But 
verily I say unto you, my brethren, 
put not your trust in these sausages. 
The pure food laws would bar them 
every time; there isn’t enough meat 
in them. If one-half the world doesn’t 
know how the other half lives they 
think they do, and when one thinks 
wrong he is ten times more stubborn 
about it than when he thinks right. 
And there you are. And if people 
don’t care how other people live, why 
the press agent, with the story of this 
lady star bathing in milk every morn- 
ing, that one anointing herself with 
honey every night and still another 
swathed in cotton batting as she 
sleeps? 

And why slumming parties? 

Nay, nay, Pauline, everybody cares 
s0 much about other people’s lives that 
no part of the morn. 
ing paper ig so 
greedily devoured as 
that telling of the 
family affairs of 
someone who has 
slipped and _ fallen 
into the hands of the 
law. In the list of 
best sellers, the book 
telling of the habits 
and eustoms of a 
people always heads 
the string, and if 
you have any doubts 
about the _ interest 
the neighbors take 
in your life, listen at 
the telephone some 
morning just after 
the man of the house 
goes to his duties. 
And it is this uni- 
versal desire to know 
of other folks’ affairs 
and a desire to cor- 
rect some  prevail- 
ing ideas of those 
lives that prompted 
the writing of this 
article. 


Three-quarters ofa 
century have passed 
since the writer 
made his first holler 
for grub. Almost 
a third of that time 
was spent among 
“show folks,” sharing in their experi- 
ences and becoming so well ac- 
quainted with their manners and 
customs, their characters and dispo- 
sitions, that he believes himself quali- 
fled to write knowingly of them. 

The greater part of half a century 
I spent in the newspaper field, most 
of it as editor and publisher of what 
is known as the “country newspaper” 
in towns of medium size, and/ ‘this 
placed me in toueh with the general 
public and gave me the opportunity to 
hear the showman cussed and dis- 
cussed, and I can assure you that the 
latter seldomly occurred that the for- 
mer was not copiously in evidence, 
especially if the circus showman was 
the subject of debate, for while they 
have queer notions about all show peo- 
ple, the circus people are the most 
frequently as well as the most un- 
justly and erroneously anathematized. 
In fact, it is astonishing that people of 
apparently good sense and fair knowl- 
edge of other things should know 60 
little and claim to know so much of 
this class of public entertainers. Not 
alone while outside of the canvas tops, 
but while I was with them, the ideas 
expressed in regard to circuses and 
circus people have been to me many 
times laughable, frequently detestable 
and always erroneous. All old-timers 
remember the stock story of the young 
woman who, while watching a cireus 


being unloaded from a steamboat in 
the South, stepped up to the man boss- 
ing the job and sweetly and innocently 
asked: ‘Mister, won't you please tell 
me which cage the clown isin?” And 
yet, preposterously unreasonable as 
this may seem, many things equally 
ridiculous have come under my obser- 
vation. 


While the ladies of the show were 
waiting in the parlor of the hotel for 
the hacks to come, in which they 
traveled from: town to town, one of 
them was telling how tired she was, 
when another said: ‘Never mind, 
Mollie, only three more weeks and the 
season's closed, and then, Oh! lovely! 
won't we enjoy the rest at home!” 
And the landlady, a motherly old lady, 
with astonishment depicted in every 
feature exclaimed: ‘‘Why, do you folks 
have homes?” At another hotel, the 
ladies waiting for the hacks after the 
night shaw, the landlady, a sprightly 
little black-eyed widow, who had been 
extremely nice to us, said: “Now, 
ladies, I hope you will not think me 


I was talking with an acquaintance 
holding a responsible government po- 
sition, the last man in the world you 
would think could have such an erron- 
eous notion, when he said: “By the 
way, I was out in Salt Lake City last 
g@ummer and the Ringling Show was 
there, and say, you ought to have seen 
it. You know the whole shew was 
there, and my! but it was a stunner; 
three times as big as that little part 
of it that showed here. You know 
that the part that was here joined the 
big show there, and I tell you it was 
grand.” I thought it a shame that a 
man of his caliber should be so mis- 
informed and endeavored to place him 
right. No use, had to let him alone. 
He was “joined to his idols.” “Didn't 
he see it here, yes, and he saw it there, 
and hadn't he eyes, etc.?” So, seeing 
it was going to be a “‘see-saw Margery 
daw” with him, I quit and he went 
away hugging the delusion that his 
pole had knocked my persimmon. 

But the queerest notion is one my 
friend Billy Allee told me of a few

forward, but there is just one thing I 
am awful anxious to see and that is 
the clown.” The ladies, pointing to 
me sitting on the doorstep, enjoy- 
ing my good-night cigar, said: “Why, 
that’s him sitting in the doorway.” A 
look of horror and dismay came into 
that woman's face, such as would have 
come there had she seen the ghost of 
the late lamented, and raising both 
hands, palms out, as though to hide 
from her eyes the dreadful picture, she 
said (in gothic italic): ‘“‘Why, he’s an 
intelligent looking man!"”" Now, what- 
ever others may think of that remark, 
to me it was hateful, for the rest of 
that season whenever I opened my 
mouth in any sort of argument in the 
dressing room, someone was sure to 
remark, sotto voce, “Why, he’s an in- 
telligent looking man!” And, of course, 
yours truly would immediately “go 
*way back and sit down.” Again the 
question naturally arises, “What did 
the girl who wanted to see the cage 
the clown was in and this other lady 
think a clown was, anyhow?” 

But among the many queer notions 
of the general public in regard to cir- 
cuses is, perhaps, that thay divide, part 
exhibiting in one place and part in 
another on the same day, and notwith- 
standing the explanations of both the 
regular and amusement press as to 
why this never occurs, it is still be- 
lieved by many. But a few vwreeks ago 


days ago. Billy was talking with a 
railroad man a short while ago, when 
the railroad man informed him that 
“all the circuses belong to Barnum, 
and every fall they gather at some 
agreed place and hand over the money 
they have taken in to Barnum, and he 
pays them their salary.” “I was in 
Kansas City a few years ago, when 
twelve of the circuses came in,” he 
said, “and they all united to give the 
last big show, and the tent was so big 
it took ’em three days to put the top 
up.” And that man would have shown 
you a commission of importance from 
a big railroad company if you had 
called him a fool. 

Now that I have mentioned Billy 
Allee, I must tell you about him, for 
he is surely worthy of mention. Billy 
Allee is a resident of St. Josepn, Mo., 
a brother of the police judge of this 
city. And “old back” never was con- 
nected with any circus in any capacity 
whatever, yet he knows and can tell 
you, without a moment's hesitation, 
more about circuses, past and present, 
than any other living man. He knows 
the names of every circus that ever 


traveled in the Middle or Far West 
since the early ‘50s, can give you the 
names of the principal performers, tell 
how, when and where they died, if 
dead; what accident befell them, if 


any; give you day and date of the per- 
formance by a circus in amy of the 


towns in this vicinity, tell you how 
they traveled, whether by wagon, boat 
or rail, and is possessed of a fund of 
information about circuses that is posi- 
tively astonishing. Detached from his 
residence is a small house literally 
jammed, packed and cramped with cir- 
cus Hterature, from a six-sheet poster 
to a house program. He has the routes 
of very nearly every circus on the road 
for the past fifty years, religiously 
reads The Billboard every week and 
copies these from its report of the 
circus routes, which he adds to the list 
in his route book and in that good 
round head of his, for let amy one any- 
where ask him where is so-and-so's 
cireus to-day, or will it be some other 
nearby day? the answer comes like 
a shot from a gun, Only not with so 
much noise, as Billy is not a loud or 
noisy number at all; he is just a mod- 
erate, quiet, unassuming old gentle- 
man, who does not consider his won- 
derful faculty as anything out of the 
ordinary, and hence makes no blow or 
puts on any stout over it. Quite a 
few show people and 
those who cater t 
show people’s wants. 
know this _iiving, 
breathing show en- 
cyclopedia and use 
it frequently without 
money and without 
price. Can you beat 
it, trump it or fol- 
low suit in the king- 
dom of Wilson or 
elsewhere? Think 
not, and I am from 
Missouri. 

Another queer thing 
among the many 
queer things on 
earth outside of a 
canvas top is the 
number and variets 
of people who claim 
to have been “circus 
actors” or appren- 
tices and ran away 
because of cruelty 
of their bosses. FEv- 
ery town of 500 up 
to a couple of thou- 
sand inhabitants has 
one or more of 
them. After I had 
been in the circu- 
business a couple 
of years, I heard so 
much of this that I 
took to keeping tab 
on them between the 
lines in my route book, and opening 
it haphazardly as I write this, I find 85 
claimants in one short season, all of 
whom said they had been apprenticed 
to Dan Rice, and each one of whom, 
in less than five minutes’ talk, gave 
indisputable evidence that he had 
never been inside a canvas dressing 
room or had the slightest conception 
of circus requirements; all had gone 
through the angle, or “fish” worm oi! 
treatment, which made them sick and 


was the prime reason of their running © 


away, and one of them had the hard- 
ened liver to tell me that they “hol- 
lowed out a little ring in the dressing

tricks on horse back, and that he had 
become quite proficient as a bareback 
rider. These are the fellows who in- 
variably speak ill of circus people, and 
as the yokels believe they have had 
actual circus experience, no story, no 
matter how absurd, vulgar or disgust- 
ing, is told by them but is religiously 
believed, with a wise shake of the 


head, by Mr. G—horn. who says, 
“You bet! He knows. Why, he acted 
with Dan Rice.” And that simply 
settles it. 


The consensus of opinion among the 
outside people is that show folk, male 
and female, and circus people espe-

The first American circus exhibited 
in America in 1815, at Haymarket 
Place, Boston, Mass. The first ele- 
phant exhibited in America was in 
1797. Cook Bros. brought the first 
circus from England in 1797. Seth 
B. Howes took the first American cir- 
cus to England in 1857. Conklin 
Bros., consolidated with Yankee Rob- 
inson's Big Show, were the first to 
travel by rail from Coast to Coast in 


1872. E. F. & Jerry Mabies’ Show 
was the first to introduce cook tents 
and horse tents, in 1857. Spalding 


& Rogers were the first to run a rail- 
road show in 1856. an Rice ran his 
one-horse show tn 1854. A regular 
amphitheater, known as the Floating 
Palace, was operated by Spalding & 
Rogers on the Ohio and Mississippi 
rivers in 1856. Howes brought the 
European Circus to this country in 
1863, and also brought the first hip- 
podrome to this country from Paris 
in 1853. It was called Franconie’s 
Hippodrome. Levi J. North and Harry 
J. Turner ran the first canal boat 
show in 1853. The first wagon show 
was run by Nathan Howes in 1831. 
John Robinson’s Show was organized 
in 1824, 

The two-ring circus and reserved 
seats were introduced by George W. 
DeHaven. 

Mollie Brown was the first eques- 
trienne to accomplish turning a somer- 
sault on the back of a running horse.

James Robinson, champion of all 
champion riders, was the first to re- 
move the bridle and girth and turn 
a somersault on a bareback horse. 
James H. Madigan was the first to run 
a double somersault over a number 
of elephants. John Glenroy was the 
first to run a somersault on the back 
of a running bareback horse. 

Three, of the champion leapers of 
the world were George H. Batchlor, 
George M. Kelly and Frank A. Gard- 
ner. .* 

W. C. Coupe was the first to have 
railroad cars built to transport the 
Barnum Show in 1872. Coupe made 
it the leading show of the world and 
James A. Bailey made it the greatest 
show on earth, and it is now run suc- 
cessfully by the Ringling Bros. 


In the early '50s Tony Pastor was 
the leading clown with Mabies’ Cir- 
cus. Capt. DeKamp was the ringmas- 
ter. He was a gentleman and scholar, 
but very eccentric. I was a boy at 
the time and played many tricks on 
him. One he never forgave me for. 
Tony Pastor used to tell a joke and 
finished it by hitting the Captain on 
the head with an apple, which Tony 
always prepared by cutting the apple 
and sticking it together, so that it 
would burst to pieces when it struck 
the Captain. Tony always put the 
prepared apple in his clown hat beside 
his trunk in the dressing room. Then 
they all went into the entry except 
me. I took the prepared apple out 


.of Tony's hat and put in a big, hard 


green apple. Tony grabbed his hat 
and went into play for his act. Me 
used to crack this joke while standing 
on a pedestal, so he could get a good 
crack at the Captain’s-head. And the 
Captain, to work up the joke, would 
get his head in position so Tony could 
hit him square, and, as the apple would 
fly all to pieces, it would raise a big 
laugh. This day I watched to see how 
the joke would work. Well, the Cap- 
tain got ready and Tony hit him on 
the head with the green apple, which 
almost knocked him down. The Cap- 


tain, holding his head with pain, said 
“Holy Mackerel! What do you mean?” 
and ran Tony out of the ring with his 
whip. The joke never went better and 
made a big hit, especially on the Cap- 
tain’s head. After they came into the 
dressing room Tony wanted to know 
why the Captain had cut him with the 
whip. Showing the lump on his head, 
the size of a walnut, the Captain said, 
“Why did you hit me with that apple? 
You surely must have forgotten to cut 
it.” Tony swore that he had cut the 


apple. The Captain then said, “By 
the gods, then all the jags are not 
dead yet.” After that the Captain al- 


ways saw to it that the apple was cut. 

The Captain always mistrusted me, 
and one day said to the equestrian 
manager: “Put him in the ring, he 
is a natural clown.” 


In 1863, during the Civil War, I 
traveled with Seth B. Howe’s Circus 
and played clown for James Robin- 
son's act. We had been companions 
for many a year and many were the 
jokes we played on our brother per- 
formers. I would make the balls and 
Robinson would throw them. The best 
joke we played was on the Arabs. We 
were traveling by boat from St. Louis 
to Vicksburg, a very exciting trip, but 
it never interfered with the gambling. 
The Arabs were experts at poker and 
won lots of money. Robinson and I 
got together to do them. Here is how 
we did it. One of our musicians was 
a fine violin player. I posted him to 
stand just behind one of the Arabs, 
so that he could see just what kind 
of a hand he held, and pretend that 
he was tuning his fiddle. If the Arab 
had a pair he would plunk once, if 
two pair he would plunk twice, and 
if a full hand he would play hard up. 
That gave Robinson the office, so he 
knew just how to play. And no one 
got onto the trick. The next move 
was for Robinson to get the big money 
to raise the cold deck. I had the job 
all framed up with one of our property 
men, and as soon as Robinsen gave 
me the sign I started a sham fight. I 


struck at the property man and he 
napped the slap and fell down. This 
brought the Arabs to their feet, gave 
Jim the chance to ring in the cold 
deck and beat them out of $900. I 
followed Jim into his stateroom and 


said, “Didn’t I work it slick?’ Jim 
said, “Yes.” So I said, ‘‘Well, let's 
divide.” He said, ‘“‘What’s your hurry?" 


I said, “Well, the money being all gold 
and silver, it’s pretty heavy, and you 
might fall overboard and I wouldn't 
get my share.” Jim smiled and. 
whacked up and I got mine.

THE NEW ERA OF CARNIVALDOM 


By SYDNEY WIRE 


HE sceptics prophesied “It’s a 
nine days’ wonder.” “It will 
last for another season or so.” 
They rapped, knocked, ham- 

mered and discouraged those who had 
invested their all in its interests and 
to whose early efforts its survival is 
due today. 

They persisted that the carnival, as 
a permanent institution of the amuse- 
ment world, was an utter impossibil- 
ity. This was well over a decade ago 
and the carnival is with us yet and 
happier still it is solidly entrenched. 
It has come to stay and it rests upon 
a better and more solid foundation 
than ever. 

The carnival has had its bumps and 
troubles and there was a period when 
it seemed that the “writing on the 
wall” had appeared, but the fault was 
with the shows and the methods of 
management which were truly a dis- 
grace to modern-day showmanship. 
Many a carnival company fell by the 
wayside and their exit from the field 
was an advantage. 

The fittest survived and a new era 
of carnivaldom was opened up with 
the result that the carnival is flourish- 
ing as it has never flourished before. 
Shows come and go and there is hardly 


_ a week during the summer sea- 


son that we do not hear of this 


periences and repeated failures with 
loss of money to the lodges, placed a 
ban on the carnival as a lodge event 
and the few shows which stuck to the 
game had a hard time for a season or 
so. Not a few gave up the struggle 
in despair while others stuck to their 
guns with industrious and patient per- 
sistence. 

Better free acts were employed, 
shows were improved, the graft was 
gradually eliminated and with the ap- 
plication of clean and upright methods 
a revival was brought about and con- 
ditions began to improve. The car- 
nival business has lived through a 
crisis that only 


Clean and respected employees all 
over the lot, and, above all, adequate 
police protection are imperative ad- 
juncts to the successful midway or- 
ganization. The behavior of carnival 
employees on the show grounds or 
on the streets of the city is a question 
of vital importance, and the manager 
who tolerates tough and impudent fol- 
lowers with his show is sadly in error. 
The disreputable rag shop—and, sad 
to tell, there are a few of them in ex- 
istence today—has left a bad impres- 
sion which the legitimate carnival 
showman must strive to live down, 
and this can only be made possible

carnival companies. It is the 
clean show with clean methods 
that has kept the business alive 
and it is the clean show with re- 
liable and responsible manage- 
ment that will survive. 

The days of the “cooch” and 
“girl” show are fast passing and 
the “flat joint” and “peekum 
store” no longer have a place 
on the midway of the modern 
carnival show of the _ better 
gerade. Clean and upright busi-

forgotten to explain. The local pro- 
moter or advance man is usually in- 
adequately equipped and is often 
ahead of the show without a line of 
press matter, without a bill trunk and 
more often than not without even a 
cut trunk, or worse still, without a 
single photograph or newspaper mat 
or cut. Again, many of our carnival 
agents make a specialty of contest 
promotions and the sale of program 
advertising to which they are com- 
pelled to devote the major part of their 
time. In some cases they have little 
or no advance experience and here 
again the carnival is handicapped. 
The promoter may or may not be an 
excellent and capable promoter of con- 
tests but may yet be without experi- 
ence and knowledge of the duties of 
the man ahead, in which case how can 
he give the show a proper measure of 
the publicity it requires and should 
have? 

The carnival rarely carries billpost- 
ers or billers and the paper is gener- 
ally consigned to the local billposter 
who is left to lay up the stanis and 
to slap up the paper whenever he is 
ready and on whatever locations are 
most convenient to him. Sometimes 
this paper is checked by the commit- 

tee, but often even this impor-

ness methods have found their 
way into the industry and fair 
dealing and proper treatment 
of committees have made its existence 
possible. 

There have been many changes in 
the carnival business since the golden 
days of Frank C. Bostock, Frank Gas- 
kill, Gaskill & Mundy, Gaskill, Mundy 
& Levitt, Col. Francis Ferari, Seeman 
& Milliken, Ferari Brothers, not for- 
getting the days of the earlier Parker 
institutions and others, a few of which 
are still in existence. In those good 
old days of Elks, Shriner and Eagle 
carnivals the street fair business was 
in the glory of its success, and like the 
gold seekers of °49, there was a mad 
rush for the carnival field. The mar- 
ket soon became overcrowded and 
worse still, committees were bam- 
boozled by “fly by night” and un- 
scrupulous promoters and the mid- 
ways were turned into Hells of “grift’”’ 
and crooked joints. Poor manage- 
ment, weak attractions and dishonest 
methods practically killed the busi- 
mess and conditions gradually sank 
until the carnival industry had indeed 
reached a low ebb. The Elks, the 
Eagles and other fraternal organiza- 
tions, disgusted with unpleasant ex-

Country routes, ex- 
cursion routes, heralding and 
programming are advance de- 
tails almost unknown in the car- 
nival advertising world, at least 
they have been with the various

regard to passes, while the press agent 
ahead or back with the show, is more 
often than not a side-show talker or 
concession man instead of a qualified 
newspaper man. 

A competent press agent could do 
wonders ahead or back with a carni- 
val show and his work, if of the proper 
sort, would help business in a material 
way. The question of press matter 
and live publicity has been badly neg: 
lected and the few managers who have 
given this detail the proper attention 
have been more than amply repaid for 
their progessiveness. Press matter 
should be sent ahead to committees 
from the very first moment that the 
contracts are signed and this, when 
properly handled by the local publicity 
committee, should keep the interest in 
the coming carnival alive and active 
until the arrival in town of the local 
promoter or advance representative, 
who should carry with him a separate 
line of live and appropriate stories to 
feed to the local papers-until the day 
of the arrival of the shows. Marked

were making for the big towns, 

where shops and big stores 

were plentiful. Some were de- 
bating with themselves whether it 
would be better to buy an overcoat 
or go South, while many were mak- 
ing plans to enter vaudeville or open 
a store show. 

In the meantime each one would 
drop in at Hotel ‘Gezarium, where a 
convention of Knights of the Torch 
went into session daily. There were 
several doctors, deep-voiced, bejeweled, 
with broad-brimmed hats and the in- 
evitable lodge insignia in the button- 
holes of their coats, a few notion men 
waiting for Saturday, a couple of jam- 
men looking for information about 
readers, a host of scope, pen, button, 
peeler, cement and other specialty 
workers; a bunch of loud-talking 
“Johnnies Come Lately,” as Bill 
Stumps called them, a number of 
papermen and a glim-worker. With 
the exception of the doctors and jam- 
mers, most of them looked like travel- 
ing salesmen, while a few might be 
mistaken for vaudeville performers. 

Many and strong were the “pipes” 
that were shot back and forth about 
big days, big readers, big jumps, tales 
of phenomenal pass-outs, queer 
chumps and queerer secretaries. good 
chiefs and hostile ones. Reports of 
the whereabouts of different pitchmen 
were exchanged, and a good deal of 
general boosting and knocking of ab- 
sent ones was going on. 

A pen worker, in telling of a big 
day he had not long ago, mentioned 
that Jimmy Dickson had put him in 
the business, and, at the memory of 
Jimmy Dickson's name, an old medi- 
cine man removed his hat and said: 
“Boys, there was one of the best little 
boys that ever stood in shoe leather.

He is dead now—God rest his soul— 
and, with the exception of Miner, there 
never was a pen worker like him. 
There is no one in the pitch business 
to-day that can come anywhere near 
him. It was twenty years ago this 
coming Christmas when I first met 
him. He was working pens in an At- 
lanta, Ga., department store, and he 
sure did have some wonderful pass- 
outs with that old glass reservoir 
Eagle pen. He was the first real 
money getter I ever saw in a depart- 
ment store. 

“And there was Arthur Gunn. He 
sure did get the money in that Fifth 
street store in Los Angeles a few years 
ago. He has passed to the great be- 
yond also.” 

This brought the conversation around 
to the subject of department store 
workers, and Walter Haywood, Geo. 
B. Covell, Johnny Schaud, Ben Coch- 
ran, Jimmy Simpson,.Bill Hyatt, W. B. 
(Fide) Kerr, A. (Kid) Evans, and last, 
but not least, Jim Kelley, with his 
sleeves rolled up to his elbows at all 
times. All of these were conceded 
to be leading department store demon- 
strators and big money getters. 

“And let me tell you,” chimed in 
the old medicine man, “you young fel- 
lows have a dozen places to work to- 
day where we old-timers twenty years 
ago had one.” 


This remark brought forth a chorus 
of contradiction from the younger ele- 
ment, and there was taik of open 
towns and low readers at that time in 
refutation of the old man’s assertions. 

“Hold on, just a minute,” said the 
old man, getting up and raising his 
hand, as if he had a push in front of 
him. “Don’t any of you young fellows 
jump at conclusions. How many of 
you here were in the business twenty 
years ago? Five. And how many of 


you five ever worked in either an 
empty store room before Christmas or 
in a department store? None. How 
many of you got ten straight days of 
good weather before Christmas, un- 
less you went South, if you worked at 
all? And how many of you had the 
articles to work with twenty years ago 
that you have to-day, eh? How many 
of you ever pitched in a department 
store or in a market twenty years 
ago? How many of you worked in 
drug store windows or indoor shows 
twenty years ago, eh? You say the 
towns were all open and readers were 
small then. Admitting that, but do 
you stop to consider that towns that 
you would turn your nose up at twenty 
years ago are the towns that you are 
getting your big money from to-day? 
In those days a town of 20,000 was 
considered a big town. To-day there 
are dozens of them that are open for 
a case note. 


“After you had worked all summer 
and had made the fairs, you loafed 
all winter—that is, if you had a bank- 
roll. If you didn’t you went South, 
and God help you if you got a streak 
of tough luck down there in the land 
of hog, hominy and shakedowns; or 
else you went ‘humgushing’ toys and 
novelties along the curb, pushed a 
pushcart or went canvassing—and a 
pitchman soon gets his belly full of 
canvassing. 


“There sure was some big dough 
torn off by the old-timers years ago. 
There was Geo. W. Stivers, old Pop 
Schwartz, Bill McGuire, Alex Mar- 
burger and the Cunningham Bros. All 
were pushing pushcarts in New York, 
with the exception of Geo. Stivers. He 
always hired a rummy to push the 
cart, and they certainly did get dough 
in those days. There was Danny Mack 
and Steve Kennedy in Cleveland, O., 


doing a song and dance up on Ontario 
street, and afterwards passing out slum 
packages. There was Larry Bernstein 
in front of the postoffice in New Or- 
leans, but you don’t see Larry hot- 
footing it South any more, do you? 
And Sam Murdock working Rad in 
Philadelphia, and old man Elliott in 
Chicago working the old one-ring gyro- 
scope top that Jim Kelley broke into 
the pitch business with during the 
World’s Fair in ’83. But, believe me, 
boys, if you young fellows had the ob- 
stacles to overcome before you got a 
Christmas bankroll, like we had twen- 
ty years ago, why some of you would 
starve to death. 

“To-day it’s a cinch. You go into 
some first-class town, stall around a 
while until you fix a store to work, and 
then for a month before the holidays 
you have a nice warm store to work 
in, a lot of girls to chew the rag with 
when it gets dull and a cash register 
to put your dough in; or else you frame 
up a drug or cigar store, hire a Jane 
to hold the push in front of the win- 
dow for you while you are behind a 
showcase turning the joint; or you 
frame five or six joints on the main, 
stem and get the ‘Johnny Come Late- 
lys’ to man them for you like Hawley 
does, or like Jack Schaud did in Balti- 
more last year. 

“What did we have to work with 
twenty years ago? Shoe  blacking, 
glass-cutting knives, slum packages, 
racy packages and gummy ga hoo—a 
nice lot of junk to get kale with to- 
day, ain’t it, eh? Some of you young 
ducks ought to try and see if you 
couldn’t try and fix a big store with 
some of these joints.

Looking Ahead in Roller 
Skating 


FITZGERALD 


ITH the revival of roller skat- 
W ing in the big Coliseum 
and Riverview rinks in Chi- 
cago, Madison Square Gar- 
den in New York City, Hippodrome in 
Nashville, Tenn.; the new lease of life 
given to the Palladium, Jai Alai and 
Cinderella rinks in St. Louis, and 
with the opening of new rinks in Min- 
neapolis, Minn.; Jamestown, N. Y.; 
New York City; Canton, O.; Clinton, 
Ia.; Vincennes, Ind.; Columbia, Pa.; 
Memphis, Tenn.; Louisville, Ky.; Sala- 
manea, N. Y.; Zanesville, O.; Akron, 
O.; Toledo, O., and many other places 
too numerous to mention, the roller 
skating amusement is, in the opinion 
of men who have been in the busi- 
ness for years, in for one of the best 
seasons in its history. This may not 
coincide with the opinions held by 
rink managers who do not make a 
practice of conducting their rinks in 
a way that will keep roller skating 
on the boom, but so far this season it 
is very noticeable, especially among 
the many rinks that have been re- 
opened after having been closed for 
several years. 

As an example, I can cite Wm. Bor- 
dieser, now manager of the new Hip- 
podrome Rink at Nashville, Tenn., 
who, several years ago, conducted two 
rinks in Nashville, and clesed both 
of them, stating that roller skating. 
was a dead issue. He probebly at that 
time did not have the right ideas about 
the roller game. I think if Mr. Por- 
dieser were asked today if roller skat- 
ing is dead he would say that it is a 


long ways from it, as his rink is doing 
a great business, ani he looks for- 
ward to the best season he has ever 
experienced. Conditions have changed 
a great deal since that time, likewise 
have managers changed their ways of 
conducting roller rinks, and by so do- 
ing they have prospered wonderfully. 

Many things have helped the roller 
game the past year or two, and one 
of them was the great assistance ob- 
tained through the operations of the 
portable rinks that have flooded the 
country. Some would wonder how the 
portable rink could help the roller 
game, and for their benefit, I will ex- 
plain: 

When a portable rink opens in a 
town or small city, it enables one to 
see whether the place will take to roll- 
er skating or not. From nearly all of 
the managers operating portable rinks 
in Iowa, Missouri. Kansas, Okl“homa, 
Illinois, Indiana, Tennes:ee, Kentucky, 
Oregon and many other States, come 
reports that they have stayed their 
usual course of time and played to 
good business. In many instances 
after the portable had remained in a 
town the length of time the manager 
considered sufficient, and was anxious 
to get a new location where he could 
reap the harvest from new skaters, 
local parties have opened rinks in the 
town halls or other available places 
that were not thought of before the 
town was invaded by the portable. 
This shows that the portable paved 
the way for continual skating and.

The 
State’s attorney is allowed to examine 
all witnesses prior to the trial, but the 
attorney for the defense is allowed no 
such privilege. The accused is often 
left with no one to defend him, except 
some young lawyer who is seeking ex- 
perience. Is it fair to allow a young 
and inexperienced lawyer oppose a 
seasoned prosecutor, when a man’s 
life and liberty are in the balance? 
There is many a poor devil in trouble 
today who could establish a good de- 
fense if he but had an attorney capa- 
ble of matching wits with the prose- 
cutor. Do you fully realize that our 
young lawyers get their experience by 
taking cases, gratis, for people too 
poor to pay the fees demanded by 
the average attorney? True, the 
training is very good, but at what cost 
it is gained no one ever knows, ex- 
cept the defendant, or better, the 
victim. 

“The modern court is, without the 
shadow of a doubt, a court of law 


and as such is blind to all which leg 


outside of legal recognition. The 
court of the future must be not only a 
court of law, but must seek a higher 
plane and be also a court of Justice 
The first step toward this goal is to 
give every man, whether rich or poor, 
a defender who is the peer of the 
prosecutor, and it is the duty of every 
man and woman in this country to 
promote the movement by ballot, let- 
ter, speech, or any other means within 
their power.”

AGREEMENT WITH THE INTERNATIONAL 
ALLIANCE BILLPOSTERS AND BILLERS 
OF UNITED STATES AND CANADA. 


THIS AGREEMENT was made aad concluded 
this 8th day of December, 1914, by and between 
the shows or their representatives, parties of 
the first part, and the Internationa] Alliance 
Billpostere and Billers of America, party of the 
second part, to wit: 

Section 1. Parties of the first part agree that 
only members of this Alliance shall be employed, 
except as hereinafter provided. 

Bec. 2. Party of the second part agrees to 
furnish competent men. If unable to do so at 
any time e party of the firet part is at 
liberty to hire others, who shall be notified that 
they must become members of the organization 
within sixty (60) days if they are acceptable 
to the organization. Members of this Alliance 
to have the preference at ali times. And it le 
also agreed that party of the firet part may 
employ as programmers only men not members of 
the Alliance not exceeding two in number for 
each advertising car regularly used by first 
party. Can be nsed two on each car or al] om 
one car if desired. 

Sec. 3. Parties of the first part agree to have 
all contracts signed with men in triplicate, one 
copy to be retained by the employer, one copy 
to be retained by the employee, and one copy toe 
be sent by employer to international secretary 
immediately. Al) individual OFepees’, ened by 
members must conform with ¢ -reement. 

Sec. 4 Salary to be sixty ($60.00) dollare 
per month, payable weekly; also necessary 
board, lodging and transportation. A retainer 
of forty-five dollars sball be held by the em- 
ployer, fifteen ($15) dollars from the first 
month's salary, fifteen ($15) dollara from the 
second month's salary, ten ($16) dollars from 
the third month's salary, and five ($® dollars 
from the fourth month's ealary, to insure the 
member remaining the entire season, same to 
be paid at end of season. Any member who 
leaves the employment of show without the writ- 
ten consent of the general agent, until season 
ends, shall forfeit to his employer the sald forty- 
five ($45) dellara. Men to be allowed forty 
cents per meal and seventy-five cents fer lodgings 
when not supplied by the shew. 

Sec. That members in good, standing on 
each advance car or brigade shall elect a steward 
on opening day of the season: that the steward 
be compelled to make monthly reports to the 
international secretary !f any applications for

WARRANTS OUT FOR CROOKED AGENTS. 


Chicago, Dec. 9.—Eleven warrants are out 
for tookers in Chicago who are violating the 
laws in the operat'ons of their business. Chef 
Inspector R, J. Knight, of the Il nois Commis 
sion of Labor, has been on the track of the» 
men for some time, and has announced that b's 
inspectors are now ready to serve these war 
rants, 

In some cases these agents have worked from 
the curbstone without an office or license, 
issuing receipts without the stamp which makes 
them legal, which is an offense in addition to 
booking without a license. In other instances 
offenders have rented room from an agent and 
transacted business 6n a percentage basis. Thies 
violates the statute that all aids must work on 
salaries,

Ir a ballad, of course, you know, that’s in- 
evitable. At any rate, what I’m trying to con- 
vey is that ‘‘love’’ in any form helps the sale 
«f a “popular” song. The heart interest must 
be there, and the everlasting subject is the 
cnly form of heart interest outside of the ‘‘gray- 
haired mother’’ the song writer knows of. 


You might ask what heart interest did I beve 
in Waiting for the Robert E. Lee. It woe a 
song about a ship, an old antiquated s'de 
wheeler. Yes, but ‘“‘Daddy and Mammy” and 
“Ephraim and Sammy’ were there, and there 
was a possibility that ‘‘Daddy" loved *‘Mammy.”’ 
im “Ephraim” by all means loved “‘Sammy,”’ 
In Hitchy-Koo it was ‘“‘Every evening hear her 
sing:’’ here she was again, singing an eccentric 
“love”? song, and so on, and so on. The public 
want it, and the more you give them the more 
they want. 


A certain friend of mine and colleague wrote 
a song about the condition of affairs in our 
country now, the ‘‘grab it’’—*‘nabit'’—‘‘dollar 
habit’’ idea, and 1 know the song, while a very, 
very clever one, fell by the wayside. He left 
out the necessary sweetheart question. 


Every person, be it a man or woman, has at 
some time or other been in love, or has been 
loved by another, or will, in the very near fu- 
ture, be in either of these two conditions, and 
it rules the universe. It has dethroned many 
a king, ruined many an empire, and built, up- 
lifted and created as well, and made beautiful 
characters out of what seemed impossible be- 
ings, so why can't it rule songland?

Por years it has been a by-word among those 
conmected with the boxing profession that 
Battling Nelson was the best advertised fighter 
of modern times, I have started now as a 
monologist, following my retirement from the 
ring after a career of eighteen years within the 
squared circle. and far, 1 believe I 
the best advertised monologist 
public, 

And, as I said, I bave just

When 
just watch some of 
artists take to the 
to initiate themselves 
printer's ink. I believe 
neglects his own adver- 
tisement and press work more than can be 
charged against any other branch of the pro 
fession, and it is only a matter of time when 
he will be forced to see the error of his ways. 
One of the secrets of my tremendous drawing 
powers in the ring was the manner in which my 
publicity was handled, especially during the 
last five or six years of my career, and I 
believe the same applies to the stage. Dub 
licity is the very breath of life to any man or 
woman depending upon public favor for a living. 

Six monthe in school was the limit of my 
youth. Today I can write an acceptable news 
paper story, through the education I have gained 
by long association with newspaper men. _! 
know what constitutes a story, and just what 
will be interesting to the sporting or dramatic 
ed'tor. My last manager and press agent was 
John R. Robinson, a newspaper man of years 
trein'ng, and, to my mind, the best and most 
tireless press agent that ever lived. During our 
years’ association Robinson, on all our trips, 
was out of bed and on the job at 6 o'clock 
every morning, When the sporting or city editor 
reached his desk at 7:30 or & Robinson was 
sitting by that desk with his daily story. 

Robinson knew that eventually I would qnit 
the ring and go on the stage, so he always 
worked = to my writing, and impress 
npon me the points of an acceptable story, When 
he had an idea for a story he instantly ceased 
to be a press agent—he placed himself in tix 
position of the editor, to whom the story would 
be submitted, and asked himself, ““‘Would I, as 
sperting editor, print that story.’’ If the answer 
wae in the affirmative, he wrote the story, if 
he abandoned the idea. 

That is the idea I am following In my own 
poblicity as a monologist During my recent 
trp on the W. V. M. A. Time I obtaine*® ~ore 
publicity than all the other theatrical perform 
ere in the various cities put together. This 
includes the first-class attractions at the legiti- 
mate houses. I would visit the newspaper offices 
myself, being up early in the morning for the 
afternoon beys,. and staying up late at nicht

“Printer’s Ink’? has done more to “make” 
etace and ring cclebrities than any other ten 
causes put together. 1 know from actual ex- 
perience in the ring, and I am learning rapidly

The “night shows’’ are a great accommodation 
to the wasses of » giving the working class 
the opportunity to probably have their only 
chance to see the fair. 

As to concessionaires, they are a valuable ad- 
junct, as they furnish much of the money for 
fixed expenses. Secondly, their wares help to 
give life to the crowd, As they whistle or sing 
on their bome trip they give a most impressive 
invitation to others who had thought probably 
before the fair was not “‘worth while.” The 
@ifficulties in preparing fairs is first to “start 
fresh,’ don’t show the same thing, avoid hear- 
ing the disgusted crowd say, ‘They had that last 
year.’’ if you are to repeat the same old things 
tum them upside-down or wrong-side«out. leo- 
ple are not bard to entertain, but they do want 
something for their money, Simply giving the 
show does not make a successful fair, because 
after the fair is over the real work of pleas.ng 
the people who make it is on, for they must be 
paid their premium money, and the other odds 
that make the end. Hence, in building a suc- 
eessful fair, like every other structure, it must 
have a good foundation, and consistent financ.nag 
is a great cement work of success. There are 
80 many opportunities to waste a dime, ami it 
takes oaly ten dimes to make a dollar, yet it 
takes thousands of dollars to make a good fair. 
Few fairs are more than eelf-sustaining, and 
many do not make ends meet, indicating the 
Same success or failure is intluenced greatly by 
its management. Real fair managers are surely 
“born,’"’ for they must have a peculiar adapta- 
tion to their offices. We say this after having 
served with twelve different secretaries in the 
experience with sixteen fairs. 

This verifies the old saying that “A man must 
have a liking to his calling.’’ Dealing with the 
varieties of specimens of human nature outside 
of the show requires a great amount of self-con- 
trol and a great forbearance with people, as you 
well know there are seldom two of a kind. As 
much trading is a part of fair building one must 
know the value of space for its diversity of 
uses. Namely, certain localities are best for 
advertising, others best for lunches, and then 
the various privileges for sale of novelties. It 
is always best to get the real spieler at the far 
end of the line, for then you »*ve a brigade to 
follow through the concessions, This advertises 
your localities for the future. The fact ie you 
are never through working for your next fair 
and you lay your corner stones for this and the 
next at the same time.

What will 1 use in my wheel next season? 
That is the question hundreds of concessionaires 
are asking themselves at the present time, and 
it is a question of no little importance and re- 
quires much thought in the answering. Poodle 
dogs, teddy bears asd the long-dressed baby 
dolls were good items and served to fatten the 
coffers of the concessionary, and while they are 
Still used on some stands with varying success 
they are not the big money-getters. 

The public demands something new, and sup 
plying them with novelties is not unlike sup 
plying them with popular songs. Music pub 
lishers offer songz after song before they yet 
what is known as a “‘hit,”’ and it is the same 
with doll manufacturers, who originate new 
styles continually in an effcrt to get what the 
people want. 

In making up a new doll there are four points 
to be considered, cost, weight, appearance and 
stability, and these four points must be em 
bodied in the product or the chances of its suc- 


cess are slim. Perhaps the most important of 
the four is appearance or, as it is more often 
called, ‘‘flash.”” The article must have flash or

His expenses ate 
very large, and considerable money must be 
taken in before the ‘‘nut” is off. 

The all-composition dolls are a hit. They 
flash up a stand as no other doll has ever done. 
Their little bare arms and legs peeping out 
from an odd little chemise have proved to be 
just the thing to attract the people on 
the midways. The all-composition doll can 
be made in an almost endless variety of 
styles and can be made to appear very life-like. 
By joining the arms, tegs and head with oni- 
versal joints, permitting free movement of these 
members, the dolls ca posed in many ways. 
and, if the conceasiongire takes care im flashing 
up, he will have a tand that cannot fall to 
attract. as there ace but few people who do not 
look with delight om the chubby figure of a 
healthy, fat haby. 

As an instance of the drawing power of these 
dolls we recall the experience of one of our 
customers at the State Fair in Richmond, Va. 
This concessionaire’s stand happened to be op- 
posite a shaw the manager of which was not 
aloof to unfwir methods. This show had several 
men making a bally, but they could not bear 
to see tbe doll stand taking in any money.

OONCESSIONAIRES AND THE CREDIT EVIL. 
By Joseph K. Kaempfer. 


(Editor's Note—Mr. Kaempfer, secretary and 
treasurer of the Tip Top Toy Company, and 
formerly identified with The Huyler’s Candy 
Gompany, New York; Snellenberg, of Philade?- 
ag and other large concerns, knows whereof 

speaks and the readers of The Billboard 
#hould lend a willing ear to what he has to 
@ay on this gubject.) 

In justice to the many concessionaires in 
this country who are men of sterling integrity 
end business men of no mean abdlility it wonla 
mot be right for me to say that concessionaires 
with summer parks, fairs and carnival com- 
panies are not entitled to credit, but I do 
claim that the extension of credit is absolutely 
unnecessary, and were the practice abolished it 
would be better for all ocncerned, 

Whe average coneessionaire, as a rule, is not 
a man who is familiar with merchandising, 
manufacturing costs, factory and office efficiency. 
ete., and hie sole idea of credit is that he is 
able to purchase a certain amount of goods apd 
does not bave to pay for it until a certain 
time. Beyond this be knows nothing of credits 
and it never occenrs to him that if a firm al- 
lows him credit, we will say to the extent of 
one thousand dollars, as well as to a hundred 
others just like him, the amount tied up and 
which the creditor must carry on bis books, is 
one hundred thousand dollars. He doesn’t 
realize that meney has an earning power, that 
it costs money to get money, that it cost« 
money to carry unpaid accounts on the books, 
and that unlese the manufacturer is very slip- 
ghod in his method of doing business that he. 
the concessionaire, must pay interest on this 
money. All of this is Greek to the average 
paddie-wheei man and doll user, and they can 
not be made to see that they pay for all they 
get and if they get credit they must pay for 
that, too. 

Some of us doll manufacturers, who have been 
in business for a number of rears, can lok 
beck over a stretch of a few seasons and see 
the road strewn with failures caused by mann 
facturera who thonght they knew when and 
where to extend credit. C¥edit with them has 
been a curse instead of an aid to bigger business. 
It took the shape of a monster that clawed the 
foundation from underneath their business, and 
the result was a bankruptcy notice in one of 
the morning papers. 

Promiscuous extension of credit has bees tn- 
@uiged in mostly by the concerns of lesser fm 
Portance, small ones just starting in bueiness 
that expect to rise to the top in a year and 
think that because a lot ef people order goods 
and many namee appear on their books that 
they are well on the road to suecess, It ie to 
be regretted that there are so many men en 
gaged in the mannfacture of dolls who are not 
only inexperienced, but ignorant. Almost every 
week a conple of employees from the ‘big 
factories wil) anit the'r fobs, and. with a capital 
of a few hundred dollars. hang ont a sien antl 
begin manufacturing deoll« Much credit must 
be given them for aspiring to become somethin< 
more than dol] «tnffers or shipping clerks. 1 
do not blame them in the least, but, on che 
contrary, wixh that thev might «neceed | 
bear them no malice but I am talking here 
about credits, and thie class of manufacturers 
are the worst offenders. Not knowing the 
business berond the mere making of toys, they 
usually become fjealons of the big factors, and 
im an effort to compete with them. will appeal 
te the concessionaire with the credit argument 
A few weeks of struggling and the light goe- 
out of their careers as mannfacturers. 

Such firms as The Fair and Carnival Supply 
Company. The Fair Amneement Company, The 
Tip Top Toy Company and others, do the con 
cessionaires the greatest poss'ble favor when 
they gently, but firmly. refuse them credit. 

t ome company, practically unheard of until 
this season, gave credit this Fear at a rate that 
was appalling. Scarcely a man who asked was 
refnsed. and. as *# result, this company, whe 
eo ruthlessly deviated from the path of good 
business, ic pow nursing many burned fingers, 
some of which w'll never heal. 

This company was advised repeatedly that it 
was on the wrong track. bnt went ahead blindly. 
until now it has the nleasnre to look down 1

This case is well known to the different manu. 
facturers, aud the harmful part is that there 
are but few concessionaires, too, who are pot 
aware of it. 

Coucessionaires, as a whole’ are honest, hard 
working people, but, as in all lines of business 
there is a certain element that is not avers 
to forgetting their obligations. This element 
got wind of the unrestricted credit mentioned 
above and it was but a short time before they 
were all on the credit side of the ledger. The» 
it became a joke with them, and the word was 
passed around that if you want credit on do!ls, 
bears, etc., go down to so and 50 apd ao and «. 

Of course, there are some who always pay 
their bills with any eoncern, and here is where 
I want to bring out my point that credit is 
harmful to the concessionsire. The manufac 
turer, unless he has some exceedingly generons 
banker bebind him, must run bis factory on 
the money pid in by the goud accounts, but 
as the poor payers are in the majority the 
manufacturer is obliged to raise his prices from 
time to time and the good concessionaire fe 
carrying the burien of the bad cone on bis 
eboulders. 

In the case in mind the prices charged were 
consideratly in excess of prices charged by 
the careful manufacturer and many an honett 
concessionaire, too busy on the road to compare 
prices, was paying a higher price than ae 
should, but there was no complaining from the 
uncertain payers, as they realized that thes 
would have to pay it or get no gooda. Now 
comes the sad part for the unwise manufac. 
turer. When he shut down on a man's credit 
the man would stop baring from bim, go ww 
another manufacturer and pay cash, and, as | 
bave heanl, laugh at the fact that he haJ 
been able to get away with it. 

The manufacturer whe receives cash for his 
goods is able to turn the profite inte bis bas#- 
ness, and, consequently, sell his goods at «# 
lower price. There are exceptions, of course, 
when it is perfectly justifiable to give a map 
from ten to thirty days to pay for bie goods 
but thie usually occurs at the beginning of the 
season and before the cowcessionaire bas bad 1 
opportunity to make money. Surely if it were 
good policy for a concessionaire to buy on 
credit during the season the practice would 
indulged in by such shrewd business men as Jones 
R. Warren, the Chicago millionaire, who base 
interests in Riverview Park; William F Rogers. 
the past seasen with Hampton's Great Emp'tre 
Shows: John Wallace, who met with great eac- 
cess with the enterprises of the late France's 
Ferari: Chrie Smith and L. R. Vamliveer, f 
the Smith Greater Showa. and ethers. Why de 
these men pay cash for their merchandise? 
Simply becanse they know it is to thelr owr 
personal fnterests to do «no end hecanse it Ie 
the only right way to do business.

Grown up in the business is this man, aud from 
the vottommost rung be has advanced biwself 
apt!| now the ietterheads of his company bear 
the well-earned inscri,tion, ““Largest Jobbers of 
Specialties in the World.” It hasn't been a 
ath of roses for this veteran. His progres - 
tas been marked by hard fought bartles, won 
by sheer tenacity of purpose, and, although i: 
might hare appeared to many that everything 

rge ©*\\ers touched his hands to made money, 
it ie a mistaken idea. He won because @ was 
right, and he made sure he was richt before he 
went ahead, and then when he started going 
ahead there was nothing short of eighteen-inch 
armor plate that could stop him. 

Upon entering his office one day I found bim 
seated et his desk with a newly lighted stogie 
clutched between his teeth and a broad smile 
on his face as he looked at a letter he held 
before him. ‘“‘Good morning, Mr. Stivers,"’ I 
eaid, ‘‘what’s the joke?’ ‘“‘Got a letter from 
my old friend ‘Billie’ Williams this morning,” 
he replied, ‘‘and he asks me if I remember the 
tire I sold Washington pie.”

Plant Badly Damaged 


Half the Property Destroyed in 
Big West Orange Conflagra- 
tion—Explosion in Film 
Factory the Cause 


New York, Dec. 10.—A big fire occurred at the 
large manufacturing pant of Thomas A. Edison 
in West Orange, N. J., on Wednesday evening, 
destroying about half of the large plant and 
inflicting a loss estimated at from $5,000,000 to 
$7,000,000. The property is covered hy $2,06v, 
000 regular insurancé, and it is stated that the 
remainder of the loss would have to be borne 
by the self-insurance of the Edison companies. 

Some 300 employees were at work in the flim 


factory at about 5:30, when a big explosic, 
rocked every building in the piant, Tiames 


leaped at once from all the windows of the film 
building, which was two stories high, and soon 
spread to the neighboring buildings, all of whiten 
contained highly inflammable material. The film 
building is in the center of the large plant, and 
although the cause of the explosion is not known, 
it is thought that some of the chemicals used 
in finishing the films became ignited or blew up 
in spontaneous combustion. William H. Troeder 
a foreman in the film inspection building, was 
killed and his body found today in the 
ruins. Two other employees, a girl and a mun. 
were reported to the police as missing. 

The fire destroyed twenty-five buildings, som: 
large and others small, about balf of the entire 
plant. Edison’s lateratery, containing records 
that could not be replaced and all of the Edison 
patents, was saved.

Overwork and the urgent need or close atten- 
tion to his large important interests, is the 
reason given by Mr. Raver for the sale of his 
holdings in the All-Star Feature Corporation. 
That Augustus Thomas also sold his stock at 
the same time, has no significance, Mr. Raver 
evers. 

“The vast amount of effort and expense 
needed to exploit Cabiria and other important 
productions secon to be lannched in America, 
are quite sufficient to keep me busy for some 
time without my attempting to divide my time 
in the production of films simultaneously,” 
eald Mr. Raver.

“trust’’ had specified that 8 a.m. was the hour 
for thelr films to leave exchanges. While the 
defendants contend that their numerons patents 
were infringing upon each other, and organiza- 
tion was necessary to preserve the motion pic- 
ture art and improve it by the interchange of 
ideas, the prosecution bases its case upon the 
alleged ‘“‘blacklisting’ of theaters which at- 
tempted to secure service from other than the 
exchange men paying tribute to the Patents 
Company. 

It is also recorded that in the first eighteen 
months of its existence the General Film Com- 
pany expended $1,000.000 for the independent 
exchanges which could not be forced out of 
business, and more than $1,000,000 to mann- 
facturers and exhibitors in the combination, 
besides paying 7 per cent on its preferred stock 
and 12 per cent on common stock of ahare- 
holders.

New York, Dec. 11.—In accordance with the

Twenty-five zone offices are now controlled by 
Sawyer in the leading cities and an agreement 
bas just been signed wih one of the leading 
6lm concerns in Lendon to distribute their fea- 
tures in Europe. 

“The inerease tn’ capitalization was made 
necessary by the expansion of our business dur- 
ing the last few weeks,’’ said Mr. Sawyer in 
an interview with The Billbeard representative. 
“More pictures are needed than the present size 
of the company could finance, and in order to 
assure getting the beat quality of features ob- 
tainable,, we will inaugurate,a sew policy begin- 
ning with the new year, and will release three 


‘features a Week, consisting of one three-reeler, 


one four-reeler ‘ard one five-part subject, In ad- 
dition to producing features ourselves, we will 
purchase negatives when necessary, and a new 
arrangement will be made with our various pro- 


| ducing ¢ompanies whereby we will offer advance 


royalties when negatives are turned over for 
marketing on a percentage basis."’ 

In accordance with the new policy, the Saw- 
yer Company has pureha outright As a Man 
Sows, a five-reel modern iety melo-drama of 
spectacular qualities, front the Aquilla Company 
of Turin, Italy, as well as The Lady of Lyons, 
an adaptation of Lord Lytton’s love story, in 
four parts, produced bz; the Co-Operative Film 
Company of London. The first mentioned pro- 
duction will be released the beinning of the 
new year. Several legitimate stars have also 
been lined up, it ia said. and will be presented 
on the screen in snccessfol plays. 

“We have been going along slowly and con- 
servatively,’’ eald Mr. Sawyer, ‘‘and have care- 
fully looked over the fleld, studying the needs 
of the exhibitor, We have found out just 
what the public demands and wil) supply pat- 
rons with what they want, rather than try to 
‘educate’ them to what we might think is a 
goml subject. 

“We have plans concerning comedies which 
should place us beyond comeptition in this line, 
controlling, as we do, the new Flamingo produc- 
tions and those of several Western companies. 
Our co-operative publicity department ta to go 
ahead with its good work of handlinz local ad- 
vertising campaigna for Sawyer exhibitors, as 
well as directing our national auvertising poll- 
cies,’’ concluded Mr. Sawyer.

There is no more apt illustration of the frail- 
ties of man than the book of press notices of 
an old-time actor or clown, especially if he has 
been a traveler and has kept the kicks as well 
as kisses. |] kept mine, foreserving the good 
and bad impartially, and when I look over my 
book in some of my idle moments and remember 
the causes of the most of the blasts and cir- 
cumstances connected with them I believe the 
whacks I got give me the keenest pleasure. 

To illustrate, I will give one, and then relate 
the subsequent happenings. This one ig from a 
paper published at Fort Dodge, and was cast 
upon a weeping world in the "60s, I will also 
explain that the world had been weeping right 
covieusly for a straight two weeks and that 
puilinag heavy loads through two feet of black 
mud was not conducive to brightness in men, 
horse. or paraphernalia, but no better collection 
of dressing-room people at that time ever entered 


a ring. 

“THE ‘'CUSS HAS COME—The ‘Champion’ 
‘cuss that is cursing Northwestern lowa with 
its* presence came straggling into town on 
Wednesday morning—as foretold by the posters 
—and a more forlorn, dilapidated, sorry, dis- 
couraged, stupid and dirty procession never 
wended its way home from the wars in Dixie. 
The horses were poor, old, broken down and dis- 
consolate for want of oats; head and tails point- 
ing downward as they shambled along, drawing 
large loads of worn-out traps, dirty canvas and 
as hardened and villainous looking a gang of 
men as ever followed a circus. The band wagon

(For a continuation of this thrill- 
ing story get the next week's issue of North- 
west, or go to the ‘Champion’ and pay half a 
dollar to get badly gold.) 

“P. S.—As soon as they got sober enough to 
stand still on a half-acre patch the gang 
equatted on the public square. Quite a number 
of people went in during the evening to see 


whether they looked any worse tneaide than they 


did outside. The fellows are awful 

to save expenses they carry three monkeys along 
to act as clowns—one of them, who is a little 
Foul-er than the others, acted last night. The 
boys were expected to throw him oranges and 
peanuts when he made a good hit—‘he didn’t 
get no peanuts.’ Be.:ag too gloriously drunk to 
travel any more ‘with ease and safety’ to-day, 
they are laying over to sober off.’’ 

And now for the sequel. The paper contain 
ing this ‘‘puff’’ was distributed about the town 
about noon. We had a fair attendance, as good 
as we expected, and just before the last number 
on the progfam I took the paper into the ring, 
mounted a pedestal, gave the usual announce 
ment, read that spat aloud and remarked, as 
though to myself: ‘If that is fair, just or 
right, we won't have much of a house to-night." 
Only this and nothing more. Well, you ought to 
have seen the house that night. Had to put in 
all the extra seats, and the audience wag just 
boiling over with good will and good bumor, 
applauded everything, and I never saw a lot of 
ring people work harder; every man jack of 
them did star spangled banner best. 

Just before the night show we received notice 
that a bridge across a river near the town had 
been so damaged by high water as to be un 
safe, and the main guy decided to remain and 
give the usual two performances next day and 
admit all children free in ihe afternoon, and 
that jolly crowd got up on its hind legs and 
cheered when the announcement was made. 
afternoon we had a house full of kide and we 
laid ourselves out for their especial benefit; 
that night the sidewalks bulged with the packed 
humanity, and when I sang my song, which 
was always the second number of the prograt. 
a lot of young fellows in the audience literally 
showered me with sacks of peanuts. That was 
the signal for a repeat, and every time I ap 
peared thereafter I got peanuts hot and heavy 
They benght the candy stand out and the town 
as well. The property man had to use » wheel 
barrow to get them ont of the ring. In fact, 
after I had given everybody on the show all 
they wanted, I sold a barrelful of them to the 
candy stand man. Ent that wasn't the last of 
it. The County Clerk, whose acquaintance 1] 
made, wrote me that fall that the editor of 
that paper was | ‘eutenant Governor of the State 
and was a candidate for re-election, but that 
the papers of the opposimm party so riddled and 
ridiculed him with pearuts that he was badly 
beaten and the only candidate on the ticket that 
failed of election. Several years after that ! 
was with a cireus that showed that town and ! 
was told that the man was universally known 
and spoken of ae ‘‘Peanuts."’

who don't cease long enough in their daily 
duties to help Weed out those gort of campaigners. 
who are doing more than anything else to make 
the duties of a legitimate press agent doubly 
embarrassing when legitimate dramatic critics 
are encountered, will be easily picked out. If 
dishonest dramatic critics co-operate with dis- 
honest press representatives, the legitimate pro- 
ducers should stop patronizing the business de- 
partments of the newspapers employing such 
critics, and therg isn’t the slightest doubt but 
what legitimate means will win out at the 
fuish. 

It is with regret that it is stated some pro- 
ducers don’t give their press agents ae much 
protection as the latter deserve. Co-operation 
from headquarters is necessary to have a press 
agent prove he is working legitimately in the 
interests of an attraction. Thie protection can 
be shown best when the attraction is doing bad 
business, There is altogether too much tendency 
shown to blame the press agent for the poor 
business done by an attraction, and mighty simall 
effort displayed to encourage when the attrac- 
tion is “turning ‘em away.’’ This fault has 
been manifest since the days of the press agent 
who beralded the coming of Christopher Colum- 
bus, go it isn’t a brand new reference, 

If the press agent does his work in legiti- 
mate style and effort, and works faithfully, it 
isn’t because of hie work wholly that the play 
is a success. The play is a success under those 
conditions, because the public wanted it. How- 
ever, the press agent hag contributed his share 
of the success, Despite some claim of honor 
distributors, no press agent ever makes a play. 
But many plays make a press agent. A pres 
agent can assist in creating q success, but to 
single-hand the success of any play, a press 
agent hae no more chance to claim the glory 
than he has of saying Germany loves France at 
the present time. 


Therefore, why can’t some producers destroy 
the old adage about the press agent being at 
fault when bad business predominates? And 
still further destroy the egotism that leaves 
out the good points of a carefully arranged pub- 
licity campaign that helps to make a play a 
evccess after it has been declared a flat failure? 
There are many times when the press agent's 
work ahead of an attraction that goes to the 
storehouse are much more brilliantly done than 
they are ahead of a play that swoops down upon 
the public as a startling success. A failure has 
frequently buried deep some brilliant press work. 
This brilliancy is swept away by the shortcom- 
ings of the play legitimately exploited. It is 
good to know that excellent press work can be 
done legitimately ahead of a poor play. In fact, 
it is ahead of a poor play that the true caliber 
of a press agent can be readily discovered, 

Let there be more protection from the pro- 
ducers for the press agent and thie country’s 
wide timidity between some press agenta and 
some dramatic critics will te rapidly erased! 
Let the press agent work more of his convincing 
powers into the knowledge of the dramatic 
critic rather than in his own knowledge of his 
ability to write a ton of stuff! Stop the space 
grabbing if you are doing it without legiti- 
mate reasons! Be sure you are in advance of 
an attractiop that you can go ahead and work 
in legitigg@te fashion! Don't injure your own 
standing #8 a legitimate press agent by herald- 
ing an attraction that doesn’t live up to your 
legitimate system of working. The producer, 
who employs legitimate means of advancing, is 
wiser than the dishonest dramatic critic, and 
bo matter what the dishonest dramatic critic 
may do with your legitimate stuff, the producer 
won't complain. He'll simply laugh at the igno- 
rance of the concerned dramatic critic. 

When the readjustment of the publicity cam- 
paigns ty the press agent is fully completed, 
perhaps the presse agent, who reads the hand- 
writing on the wall and well knows what the 
game is coming to, won't be such a bad fellow 
efter all. At any rate he won't be a ‘‘villain.”’

Ordinarily posters for moving pictures show 
a jumble of figures that can hardly be distin- 
guished a dozen feet away. The posters made 
now are a direct contrast to the idea that tiere 
ae always be a tremendous jumble of ‘‘ac 
tion.’’ 

In one of these posters is the figure of 4 
single Indian on horseback. The poster is won. 
derful in its dignity, simplicity and strength. 
The color is vividly striking, yet so sympathet- 
ically chosen that its strength detracts nothing 
from its harmony. 

Another poster shows the old settler defend- 
ng his wife and the family wagon from the 
Indian attack. Not a single word of explana- 
tion is used—but explanation is unnecessary. 
The story tells itself. The figures in the fore- 
ground are boldly drawn and the background in 
light tints completes the story and brings out 
the foreground figures so that they can be seen 
at a distance when the ordinary poster wou!d 
be undecipherable, 

The same kind of art work is emploved in 
the printeq matter, not in the same style, but 
drawn with equa) ability, Printed matter of this 
kind sounds a new and interesting note that is 
destined to be universally adopted. One ing 
must be sai for the moving picture industry; 
It would never have grown so fast and so weil 
if it bad not been alive to ideas of progress.

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THE WAR'S EFFECT ON THE MOVIES.

All the accessories and the necessities of 
the motion picture business have gone up with 
skyrocket velocity since the war began, and 
many of the necessities have been sold at an 
advance of 500 per cent. At the present time 
there bas been a material slump in these tre- 
mendous prices, due to the large sales ,at the 
advanced price and a considerable manipulation 
of the stocke on hand. But this is only a 
patura] reaction and prices will undoubtedly be 
much higher again than they are now. 

Take metol for example. Normally it sells 
at about $3.25 a.pound and is necessary in de- 
veloping. At one stage of the war it sold at 
a price 400 per cent in advance of that. 
So with all the developers and various potash 
salts which come from Germany, hydroquinine, 
meta bi-eulphide, ete. For a time none of the 
German product got through, tut now it is 
coming by way of Liverpool and Copenhagen in 
a way which seems to be rather mysterious to 
some of the users of developers. Since the war 
began there have teen several very good substi- 
* tutes for the German product, and one or two 
ef them may survive when the German supply 
is again opened up. Carbeons, for instance, 
jumped up in price, though there was a three 
months’ supply on band. Of course the dealers 
who bad them jacked up the price, a6 was 
natural The National Carbon Company im- 
mediately set to work to get out a carbon to 
take the place of the foreign one, and, while 
it is not as good, it will do very well when 
the foreign can not be obtained. Al] these 
things, together with the constantly advancing 
cost of all raw materials and purchases, have 
go advanced the cost of manufacture that the 
manufacturer bas been forced to raise the price 
of film to exchanges. 

This is reflected in the business of the ex- 
hibitor, for he is the one who has ultimately to 
stand the raise, and he is doing it by raising 
his price of admission. 

In addition to the increased cost of his films 
the exhibitor has, for some time, been con- 
fronted with the advancing cost of cartons and 
almost every article which has a European 
origin. They also have to face the reduced 
condition of many communities. where thou- 
sands of workmen are thrown out of employ- 
ment on account of business stagnation, all due 
to the war. So that the war ie a very real 
matter to the exhibitor. 

At the time this article was written, how- 
ever, there seemed basis for the belief that 
business depression had reached its lowest point 
and was on the eve of turning upward. 

One result of the war, which ie still puzzling 


even the most sagacious of the manufacturers, is” 


the upheaval in markets which it has caused. 


With the European market a closed book to 
American manufacturers, and the loss of an 
immense amount of businese to some, and the 


delay in the extensive plans of others: with the 
almost complete curtailment of European film 
manufacture, except in Italy and England, the 
American manufacturer sees, for the first time, 
the possibility of a world market, which has 
hitherto been the claim of the great manufac- 
turers of Paris, Rome, Berlin and London. 
Many, while they recognize. in a way, the 
epportunity, are prevented from embracing it 
the very lose of the important European 
business, others by lors of credit at home: in 
other cases the confidence of backers has been 
destroyed, and etill others have not the courage 
or the necessary knowledge to attack new and 
untried problems and to open up new markets. 
Still the situation is one of the most intensely 
interesting of all the conditions created by 
the war. 
America is looking forward to new markets 
and is preparing for a wider commerce. The

Hlooded stock, the meebanical and scieutitie ap- 
pliances of the age, and with the attractions of 
the same eharacter it is the finishing touch 
which leaves the peaple in a splendid frame of 
mind. Reverse this proposition and you have 
from year tO year to overcome it with every 
known effort to fool the people; keep it upon 
t plane of excellence and you are 4 a posi- 
tion to place your fair before the people with- 
wat fear of criticism. The press Is loud in 
praise of meritorious attractions and swift to 
‘ondemn that which is not, and it is right in 
doing eo, 

Those engaged in the attraction business feel 
the necessity ef being able to furnish ouly that 
which is of a splendid character, new, novel, 
sensational, and their constant aim should be 
to eliminate from their list anything that is 
not up to the standard. Men engaged in the 
sale of free acts should be compelled to put up 
bond to deliver (only sickness and death ex- 
eepted) when they have not been tried out and 
found responsible, and no act should be offered 
by any individual or booking concern that can 
not deliver the goods. How many of us have 
been in meetings for the purpose of consider- 
ing the attractions where certain acts have 
been offered by two and sometimes three dif- 
ferent booking agencies, some at one price and 
some at another, and each absolutely agreeing 
to furnish and that they have the exclusive 
contract to furnish that act? Just think how 
it looks to a class of men who are responsible 
to the people for results. No business man 
ean consider such a proposition. If the act is 
given to more than one agency, then the act 
itself is wrong, for no man can serve two 
toasters with success and keep out of trouble. 
The act should depend upon one agency for re- 
sults, and the booking agencies should work to- 
gether on this proposition and by soe doing pro- 
tect the act, themselves and their customers. 

The average fair secretary or chairman of 
the attraction committee, if he has been in the 
business and has it at heart. knows about what 
be wants for nis particular section of the coun- 
try. He ts posted; he keeps well read on the 
new features. Attraction men should bear in 
mind that no fair association management is 
handing out excuses for failures, but on the 
cont’ary expects results. Carnival companies 
conducted upon a basis of clean shows, up to 
date in every particular and attractive in ap- 
pearance, are a necessity for any fair. Where 
not conducted upon that basis they are a nul- 
sence and not wortby of consideration, Many 
independent shows are good and are deserving 
of assistance, but many are not what they should 

A contract with an up-to-date carnival 
mrn is preferable to the booking of inde- 
pendent shows, for if you have only one head to 
jook after and one man to hold responsible bet- 
ter results are obtained. That man should con- 
sider (and does) that he is part of the ae 4 


of the show, and must furnish results. 
contract made should be lived up to to the 
letter. Breeking of contracts on this excuse and 


that should be punished by fair associations by 
excluding the offenders in the futore. In order 
¥ do this ang have it effective the names of 

wre who failed to fill their contracts should 
be filed with the governing body, and a list 
made so that all fair associations know wi« can 
not be depended upon. This will be a guide in 
the future and @ warning to those to wh«m it 


applies. 

those engaged in the fair bue'ness, 
meaning managers, pooking agencies, free acts, 
carnival and <howmen, bear in mind thet this 
is a progressive age: keep pace with the pro- 
cession—your aim should be ‘‘In the lead."’ 
Your acts shoukt be honest of purpose, dealing 
only in that which is of the best. Strict ad- 
herence to this will make fairs more attractive

LOOKING AHEAD IN ROLLER SKATING. 
(Continued from page 49.) 


for the portable rink is unlimited. 
There have been more than 200 towns worked 
within a radias of 150 miles of Kansas City, 
and some towns that were worked several years 
ago are again being invaded with greater success 
than attended the first visit. In a town from 
1,000 to 5,000 population, a lot can be secured 
for from $3 to $10 per month, with about the 
same amount for a village license. Outfits have 
been transported from one location to another 
for less than $60, including the taking down 
and setting up. However, the average move 
costs about $75. Rinks can be fully equipped 
from $1,800 up. The practical size of rinks 
for towns of from 500 to 1,000 population is 
36x80 feet; from 1,000 to 5,000, 40x90 feet, and 
5,000 to 10,000, 530x110 feet. 

Roller speed skating and exhibition skating 
are also big factors in the boosting of roller 
skating this season. Many managers heretofore 
have been prejudiced against speed skating, 4l- 
though they have catered some to the exhibition 
work. The first amateur and professional 
world’s championship meet ever held in the 
history of roller skating took place at the 
Palace Rink, Detroit, Mich., last March. and 
Was a most successful event. Over seventy-five 
of the world’s best skatere attended, also a 
large number of rink managers, exhibitions 
skaters, skate manufacturers and men in every 
branch of the rink game. Managers who have 
never held a race in their rinks tried out the 
stunt this season, and met with grand success. 
Not one manager who has taken to racing has 
reported the sport as being unliked ty the spec- 
tators. It taught managers that they have to 
give their partons a little more amusement than 
the ordinary skating. 

Many managers have refused to put on any 

exhibition skating attractions, and during the 
past year this has compelled a good many of 
the best skating acts to turn to the vaudeville 
houses. Some managers may not know that 
their refusal to put on attractions different from 
the old local attractions, doped up year after 
year, is the cause of their business falling off 
all of a sudden. The truth of the matter is 
that the patrons need some new amusement to 
wake them out of their lethargy. The average 
manager does not figure on giving his patrons 
something out of the ordinary without also 
figuring on making a barrel of money out of the 
attraction. He does not seem to realize that 
an attraction will help him hold his skaters, 
even if he only makes his regular week's busi- 
ness after paying for the attraction. Several 
managers have written me thie season that 
certain acts were lifesavers for their rinks. 
Managers must not figure that by putting on 
attractions they are going to double or triple 
their business. They should figure that by 
breaking even they are holding their patrons 
and giving them a little treat without anr 
extra cost, 
Furthermore, roller skating, as a spert on its 
true scale, demands special arrangement of 
conditions. Primarily, a good floor is absolutely 
essential to the full enjoyment of the skater: 
then it naturally follows that the skates must 
be of the latest style, and, above all, the rink 
must be in charge of a compefent manager. 
surrounded by an obliging staff of floor assist 
ants. 

Roller skating, in the opinion of the true 
lovers of this great amusement, is tound te 
stay with us, as fit is a health-inducing recrea 
tion. Whirling around on a well-surfaced floor 
on a pair of roller skates is about as good exer 
cise as one could wish for. It is a known 
fact that skating has helped many unhealthy 
ronng people, as well as older ones materially 
Many people who have looked upon the roller 
rink as a place of amnsement for children only 
have, doring the past few years, changed their 
inion, after being persuaded to visit the 
rinks and put on the rollers. 


There is one thing certain about. the rink 
game, and that is. as long ae the new rinks 
built each season are conducted by men of ex- 
perience, who have assistants that put their 
minds on their work, and who give the patrons 
more than a mere floor to skate on, throwing fn 
some first-class entertainment for good measnre, 
they will reap well-deserved harvests, Right 
here let me say that roller skating le receiving 
more attention fram the press now than ever 
hefore There have heen times in the paet 
when roller skating news, especially in the large 
cities, wae unknown, bot doring the past two 
years newspapers throughout the Thited State« 
have heen devoting columns and columns of 
anace to that branch of amusement, especially 
to speed races and exhibition «katere During 
the championship meet. at Detroit, every news 
naner in the Cite of Straita opened their «port 
ing pages to roller races 

The Weetern Skating Association te largely 
resnons'ble for the good work of the newspapers 
throneh ite nresident. woo has never ceseed 
working for the promotion of both roller and ice 
skating sinces the daya when he himeaelf naed 
te olay the 14 game of shinney now known

as hockey. The other prominent officials of 
the association are also doing everything in 
their power to prolong roller skating, and, with 
the assistance of the skating public and pro- 
fessional talent, they should make good. 

Considering the business from every angle, 
I think I am safe in predicting that there will 
be a material increase in receipts this season 
over last season, as well as many others previous 
to that. Managers from all parts of the country 
have advised me that their business up to the 
present time has far exceeded business for that 
length of time last season, 

Another important factor is the many speed 
races that have already been arranged by the 
different managers, and the wind-up of the 
Season with a big world’s championship meet. 
Furthermore, many of the managers have ar- 
ranged for interstate match races, and in some 
eee interstate championship meets are to 

eld. 
No less than a hundred beautiful dance halls 
have been turned into rinks, and this season 
will find a number of others being closed and 
doing likewise, 

The rink is an honor to the town or city in 
which it operates, and roller skating is a 
grand winter amusement (provided it is properly 
conducted), so let’s hope that managera will 
make an effort to do a little more to keep the 
the roller skating amusewent alive

copies of newspapers from towns where the show 
is playing should be sent to committees fre- 
quently and this and the work of handling the 
newspapers back with the show should keep 
one good man busy all of the time. A modern 
carnival organization should carry a properly 
equipped office tent or wagon, 


and strict and 
prompt attention should be psid to all cor- 
respondence. The agents ahead of the show 


should report frequently to the management 
back with the show, keeping the show in closer 
touch with its advance representatives than 
has been the general rule. The carnival is be 
coming better, bigger and more dignified. It 
has at last found its place among the more re- 
spectable of national amusements, and its 
pioneers should keep pace with the times and 
coatiane with the effort to build up a more 
perfect and systematized organization. 

It is in its infancy and its opportunities are 
boundless. There are wonderful possibilities in 
this old carnival business and as soon as the 
men come along with the ideas, the energy and 
the pluck to speculate along the proper lines 
of advancement and progress then will the car- 
nival begin to rear itself into a place among 
the more popular and indispensable of American 
amusements, und then will it not only become 
indispensable and prosperous but it wil] be wel 
comed as an annual or semi-annual event in 
every city—large and small—tbroughout the en- 
tire continent of America. 


THE CARNIVAL OUTLOOK. 

The past season saw over one hundred organ- 
ization»—large and small—in the field and out 
of this great mass at least seventy-five have 
lived to tell the tale. Business was not as good 
os it might have been, and many of the shows 
found difficulty in recuperating from the various 
*“‘bloomers’’ which. in some sections of the 
country, were plentiful enough. Towards the 
end of the season the European war scare did 
moch harm to business and many of the shows 
suffered accordingly. In Canada conditions 
were particularily bad and yet many of the 
shows closed with a fair profit. The coming 
season and its chances are a question of doubt, 
bat, with a consideration of present Indications 
money should be plentiful. The commercial 
slump, which has been In evidence since the 
commencement of the war, has begun to pass 
over, and, considering the stagnation of com- 
metce and manufacture in the belligerent coun- 
tries ¢f Lurope and their clamor for American 
material and merchandise, there is no reason 
why we should not prepare for a big boom of 
unprecedented prosperity.

Applause counts mightily in deciding what 
specialty shall have first and second honors in 
The Billboard's reviews—applause that comes 
from the public who pay their coin, and not 
from the ‘‘claquers’ who assemble Monday af- 
ternoons to “‘put an act Going week 
after week to the Palace, watching the audi- 
ence as it laughs, applauds or remains passive, 
gives people with eyes to see and ears to hear 
an education in applying the ‘acid test’’ that 
distinguishes public praise from private claques, 
There is just as wholesome spontaneity about 
genuine applause as there is forced fake about 
the noise of a claque—one can be as readily 
distinguished from the other as a dancing act 
can be picked out among sketches, acrobats 
ang singers. 

Equally with applause the vaudeville merits 

of an act help in the reviewer's decision. There 
must always be standards for comparison and 
the present writer admits that he has es- 
tablished standards for comparison in which 
various styles of acts are measured. There are, 
for instance, two men whom we believe to be the 
best double gancers on the stage. There is a 
man whom we believe is the best individual 
dancer of these times, ang so it is with an 
individual standard, to guide us in comparisons, 
for comedy sketches, men and women *‘singles,”’ 
singers, ballroom dancers, character comedians 
and every other line of endeavor in which vaude- 
ville artists participate. 
Then, too, there is the matter of equipment 
and costuming for certain acts, an estimate 
of what, as vaudeville artists, they really 
bring to vaudeville as a system of public en- 
tertainment—the investment of money, the ap- 
plication of practice which bas made for per- 
fection, the effort, energy and sincerity of pur- 
pore to make one act as good, in its class, as 
it can be made. All these things count, not 
alone with a technical vaudeville reviewer, but 
with the managers and with the public. 

And, perhaps, after all, this whole article 
might be condensed into the bare statement 
that the acts which are prominently displayed 
in The Billboard's weekly reviews of the Palace 
are considered by the reviewer as the very

6:45 p.m., to the 
Sazarac Bar for a new 
“war cocktail" of ten 
imported ingredients, 
6:05 to the Monteleone 
Cafe for a pousse cafe 
of eight different cor- 


dials; looks like a 

barber pole,  inter- 

spersed with a dozen large Bay St. Louis 
bucks on half shell. 6:30 p.m., over to Fa- 


bacher’s, on Royal etreet, in autos (obviously), 
as the party is becoming ‘‘cooked,”” the head 
impresane calls it a Cook (ed) Tour. Here 
the season is opened with steins of Pilsener, 
followed by real genuine turtie soup and a por- 
tion of Pompano—the gamest fish ever. Two 
agents are bathing their heads with claret, so 
it can soak in. 7:02 p.m. The world never 
looked brighter—nobody gives a damn “why is 
a0 agent or what for.’’ One of them eaid he 
drank so much turtle soup he could pull his 
neck down through his vest. Thence to the 
celebrated Ramos Gin Fizz factory on Gravier 
street, with the right resting on the bar. This 
airy-fairy decoction is so light and sylph-lfke 
it gargles like ambrosia foam, but three tn 
snecession will turn a stevedore into a high- 
land dancer. Here a lot of war talk ensues, 
one enthusiast proclaiming himself neutral, as 
fe didn’t give a continental who licked’ the 
Germans. Afl this delays the parade. 7.45 
p.m. This is a “pro-rata’’ affair, for each has 
deposited $15 expense money with the managing 
directors of the tour.

Everybody slept in a box during 
this first act, then adjourned to the bar, as the 
manager said they were certainly all fine men 
to do business with, in the day time, anyway. 
Several remarked that the play was too sad, 
when it really was a good minstrel show. 

9:01 p.m. Over to the Gaiety to the bur- 
lesque show, just as the chorus warbled It’s a 
long, Long Way to Tipperary, handsomely 
Joined in by the tourists; seven out of tune 
and a couple beating time, too much enthused 
to find their voices. ‘hey all sent back a “‘re- 

uest’’ for the chorus to sing Sister Susie's 

wing Shirts for Soldiers; then left for the bar 
next door and missed it. 

9:45 p.m. The manager of the Hippodrome, 
two miles away, ‘phoned the tour director to 
bring the bunch over quick to see Mike Mc- 
Glucken cave in the slats of Kid Greene, as he 
wants expert opinion on these heavyweights’ 
sparring turn. He would bold the curtain. 
Everybody “talked fight’’ on the way over. All 
had ringside seats, and after Mike got his 
second wind he knocked the scenery all over 
the touring experts, so they called it a draw. 

10:40 p.m. All wanted to see the last act of

Hawtrey himeelf, who subsequently produced it, 
has already been told, It was given for the 
first time at the Prince of Wales’ un November 
29, 1899, and was played there uninterruptedly 
until April 21, 1900. Nor did that lengthy 
period serve to exhaust its popularity, inasmuch 
as only the absolute necessity of Mr. Hawtrey 
fulfilling an American engagement compelled its 
withdrawal at a moment when business showed 
little or no trace of depreciation, A Message 
From Mars is essentially a Christmas play, and 
should prove a big attraction during the holiday 
season. 

The New Shylock also came off on November 
20. The play will probably go into the provinces 
shortly. 

When the Tonight’s the Night Company sails 
for America Frank Tours, musical conductor 
of the Empire, will travel with it as musical 
director. 

Before cinematograph theaters are allowed te 
operate here they have to receive a license from 
the London County Council. The annual licens 
ing session is just now in progress and all 
licenses for German or Austrian-owned picture 
palaces, as we call them, have been refused. 
This is in pursuance of the law forbidding 
trading with the alien enemy. Many of the 
best movies in London were so owned, and they 
have now had to change hands in default of 
being shut up. 

The attendant fact that German and Austrias 
films are also barred has meant a much bigger 
circulation for American and British pictures,

to get to the next town. As the paper was 
already out, took chances on getting his money 
back, and advanced enough to bring the troupe 
on, and 80 it went from town to town. There 
were a few cities that did exceptional business, 
and that would carry them along for a few 
stands. There was nothing certain in show 
business at that time. It ran wild. There was 
bo stated policy. Get what you can, where you 
can, and what little you get didn't amount to 
much. It was just a hand-to-mouth living. All 
this was changed by the intelligent aug indomi- 
who started in 
to constrict dramatic show business on a legit 
imate basis. I saw it grow from year to year 
under Mr. Erlanger’s direction. |] saw it develop 
80 that a man who had ten weeks of uncertain 
time had twenty weeks Of certain time, up to 
the present time, when he is booked for an en- 
tire season, knows just where he is going, and 
nowadays you hear very few, if any of the old 
requests, ‘‘Send me money to get to the next 
town.’’ No one bas come up to take Mr. Br- 
langer’s place, and as long as he continues hia 
activity, the public is assured of good, clean 
orderly, high-class shows. 

Vaudeville has made the same great strid _ 
and it is pleasant for those who bave crea 
this business to see the great prosperity that 
has come not only to the men who worked 
bard to establish it, but to those who were 
associated with these men, and the actor both 
in vaudeville and the dramatic and musical 
part of show business has shared in the pros- 
perity of this great growth. Go along the shores 
of Long Island, of Westchester County, up 
through the hills of New Jersey, and count the 
number of beautiful homes that are owned by 
actors in all branches of theatricals. This was 
all createq in a legitimate way. There wei 
no wildcat schemes, there was no promoting 0 
theatricals in those days, on the basis of 10 
per cent a month, which is promised today by 
theatrical promoters, but al) this was earned 
by good, hard, conscientious work, combined 
with ability and energy of the yeoman kind. 

I predict the same condition for motion 
pictures in the near future. Organizers of the 
highest caliber will direct the business with 
efficiency and steady progression. From the 
history of vaudeville and the legitimate we may 
easily forecast what lies abead of the ‘‘movies,’* 

I think that the popularity and success of 
vaudeville are principally to B. F. Keith's de- 
termineq stand for cleanliness and decency on 
the vaudeville stage. Mr. Keith was a ae 
minded man. He would not tolerate the least 
suggestiveness on the part of any performers 
or act in any of his theaters. Because of his 
steadfast adherence to his principles the vaude- 
ville theater today is a place where women and 
children can fing wholesome, refined entertain- 
ment. 

Mr. Keith has extended his influence for de- 
cency and cleanliness in vaudeville all over 
the world, and the men associated with him 
were inspired by his spirit, ang have profited 
by his determination to give nothing but what 
was clean and wholesome. Yeara ago, when 
Mr. Keith first started, the performers very 
often took exception to cuts that Mr. Keith 
made in their acts and to his suggestions as te 
their dress, etc. They couldn't understang it, 
as they had been accepted in Fargo, Dakota, and 
in variety houses. Those houses were only at- 
tended by men and they made no objection te 
what they saw or heard, but when it was pointeg 
eut to the performer that th ings were different; 
that we were catering to ladies and ch ildren, 
and that the future of vaudeville and their own 
future depended upon the respectable conduct of 
both the theater and what it presented on the 
stage, they readily fell in with Mr. Keith's 
idea Today we have no trouble whatever, um- 
ess jt is with some act entering vaudeville, for 
the majority of the performers are jealous of 
the respectable name that vaudeville has today 
and cry out themselves against besmirchment

FAR EASTERN THEAT- 
RICAL CONDITIONS. 


By D. D. Rose. 


Notwithstanding the fact that but fiye per 
cent of the American aggregations which toured 
the Orient during the past three years barely 
made expenses, others are contemplating similar 
ventures next year. I would advise them to 
etay away. 

Let us figure the cost of the venture with a 
company totaling twelve people, including the 
advance, and then figure an average with a 
company starting from Chicago. The first stand 
will be Honolula, Hawaii, 2,650 miles, more or 
less, from San Francisco, including sleepers and 
baggage transportation, would be $725. As 
@econd cabin on the two Trans-Pacific liners is 
only suitable for Mongolians, and second cabin 
Passage on the San Francisco-Honolulu liners 
absolutely ont of the question (both being rated 
ae steerage), it will cost $65 per head to trans- 
port the company from San Francisco to Hono- 
fulu, or a total of $780. One can safely esti- 
mate that for transportation and freight, ap- 
proximately $1,600 or $1,700 must be spent. Add 
t this one week's salary for the twelve, at an 
average of $20 a member, and you have $240. 
Ae a matter of fact, $2.000 must be invested 
before a performance is given. In this estimate 
I have not figured the initial cost of scenery, 
costumes, props, ete. 

It requires five and one-half days to make the 
trip to Honoluln, hence the company has been 
well rehearsed and is ready to open on arrival. 
Let us presume that they play on a basis oi 
@40 to good business. This means, that ii 
order to make up the investment of $2,000, busi 
mess on the week must exceed $3,350. It is, of 
course, customary to play a second week. 

Conditions at Honolulu are better than in 
China, Japan, the Philippines or India, with the 
exception of Calcutta. The civil service em- 
ployees in Honolulu are paid twice a month. The 
Onited States soldiers stationed there (who 
are good showgoers) receive their pay monthly. 
The second and third weeks of the month are 
the best for the theaters for the reason that 
qivil service pay day falls on the fifteenth of 
the month, and the army pay day anywhere 
between the gaventh and fifteenth. 

Musical Q@Pedies seem to be most appreciated 
gext to good stock offerings, but an inferior 
@how will not take enongh money to pay its 
transportation back. 

The next and only possible jump from Hono- 
fula is to Yokohama, Japan—ten days on the 
Pacific by the fastest steamer. This means ten 
Gays of idleness, for which the members of 
the company must receive compensation. At 
Yokohama the press agent finds it impossible 
to get the amount of free reading space as is 
accorded by newspapers in America. The amount 
of business a show will do, no matter how big 
the attraction, is a matter of conjecture. It is 
Generally either very big or very poor. 

Under the management of Edward Tait, a 
Glever. and one of the best-known, routers and 
contractors in the Orient, the Court Cards Com- 
pany, out of London, England (one of the test- 
known companies touring the Orient regularly), 
with only nine people in the troupe, but with 
@ regular weekly pay roll of over $250, had 
hard sledding in Japan on their 1913 tour, and 
fest money in the Philippines. Yet in 1914 the 
company recorded a profit of several thousand 
pounds in Japan with the same show. 

Arthur Fox and his company from San Fran- 
Gieco followed the same route as that of the 
Gourt Cards, under the advance of his own 
A. A., and, with the co-operation of Mr. Tait, 
Cleaned up big. 

It is a gamble all through, and not so much 
& question of the nature of the attraction as 
ft is the arrival of the show at the psychological 
time. Naturally, native, non-English-speaking 
Japanese do not patronize the*show, and the 
audience ie a mixture of British, Americans, 
English-speaking Russians, Japs and Germans, 
with the latter predominating. The Japan 
Ohuronicle (English), of Yokohamo, is the show- 
man’s best aid in Japan. The billing consists 
of heralds, windew cards and hotel lobby photo- 
etands. 

Now a tip on transportation. The fare from 
BGeeselualn to Manila, P. L., is $175. The man-

ager pays out $2,100 to bring his twelve people 
from Honolulu to Manila, When passage {s 
booked, arrangements can be made for two to 
six weeks’ stopover in China, Japan and the 
Philippines, and if a round-trip ticket is pur- 
chased the fare can be had as low as §215, » 
saving of $135 per passenger. By arranging the 
stopovers the company can travel through on 
the same ticket; but take heed, if in the months 
of May, June or July, make your stateroom or 
cabin reservations on your next steamer as soon 
4s you arrive, er else you will sleep on the 
promenade deck in a steamer chair. May, June 
and July are the busiest tourist manths in the 
Far East, and naturally the best months for 
shows on account of excellent weather. 

Having toured Japan, the next step is in 
variably Shanghai, China, with Pekin, Hong 
Kong and Tientsin in China following. 

In China, ag Japan, the lowest betel rate 
performers can secure is $12 (gokd) per week. 
Food is fair, accommodations poor and frequent 
“cumsbaw" (tips) expected and solicited. There 
are three people in Manila, P. 1., whom it ts 
well to communicate with regarding booking 
and routing in China. In fact, as a rule, one 
of them is generally temporarily engaged to 
arsist. 

They are Edward Tait, Olympic @lub, Manila; 
Francig Churchill, Manila, and Sr. N. T. 
Hashim, Possibilities of business in China are 
identically the same as in Japan, with the ex- 
ception of the first week in Shanghai and Hong 
Kong, which is invariably good. 

Manila, P. 1, next on the route, promises 
one week of fine bueiness, the next week fairly 
good, and after that you take a chance. The 
enly people, to my knowledge, who did any big 
business in Manila during the past five years 
are the Bandman Opera Co., Morris Bandman, 
manager, out of Calcutta, India. In 1912 they 
took approximately §7,000 home with them 
from Manila. Yet thie company, in 1913, started 
the same route, but met with poor business ip 
Japan, and went broke in China, and never 
reached the Philippines. 

Manila boasts (7?) of the poorest opera house 
in the Orient—the Grand, owned by N. T. 
Hashim, of Manila. It is a theater with & 
large seating capacity, but very antiquated. 
Mr. Hashim does not care to entertain per- 
centage propositions, He simply insists upop 
so much per night for use of the structure 

“‘ollowing Manila come the towns of Iloilo, 
Bantagas, Gorregidor, Olongope and Zamboangs, 
These are about the only places where there 4re 
theaters. All of them are more or less ip 
adequate, belng mainly devoted to moving pic- 
tures. Corregidor Island hae a theater where 
good business for two nights is assured by 
soldier patronage, as they can buy tickets op 
their post exchange credit, but managers meet 
a greedy demand for percentage. The theater 
is in reality the post chapel and library. It ie 
built of native-woven bamboo walls, with sliding 
bamboo windows (no glass). Dressing room 
space is insufficient, bet dressing tents «are 
furnished, The theater seate 400, During the 


performance the windows are left open for veD- 
tilation, 

Grande Island, in the China Sea, off Olong“p°, 
bas a good American population to draw from. 
Large snakes are at times caaght there, which 
make excellent exhibition specimens, 

It would be very foolish to attempt to pene 
trate the bondocs (interior) for theatrical pur 
poses, as the natives would be the only ones to 
draw patronage from, although a one-ring cir 
cus, which came over frem France in 1913, 
made big money doing thie very thing, while 
at the corresponding time Captain Fillie and bis 
mammoth tented circus went to pieces in the 
heart of Manila, and everything that Fillis 

maessed was confiscated for debts. Capt. Fillls 
Bad the Boer War Spectacle at the St. Louls 
Fair in 1914. In the Philippines one takes & 
chance of getting money with a show, and the 
same can te said for India, with the exception 
of the city of Calcutta. 

Under normal conditions, touring the Orient 
is, as I aald before, a big gamble, but Jost 
now, with Japan at war, China watching Japan, 
Shanghai and Hong Kong crowded with English 
and Indian troops, the delicate qnestion of 
neutrality (even in comedians dialects) con 
fronting one, and the absolute necessity of hav 
ing an American-born cast, the manager oF 
promoter is wise who dismisses the thought 
from bis mind. 

Moving pictures are a snccessfal venture 1D 
the Orient. Bert Yeardsley, of Manila, prac 
ticully controle the film exchange boriness ip 
addition to the Oriental Theatrical Company 
Exchange. The films in Manila must necessarily 
have three titles—one in English, one in Bpanisly

BETTER SALES—FEWER FAILURES. 


The big trouble with popular songs is due 
to the pop. song composer, but it can be miti- 
gated, and, to a considerable extent, rectified. 
He is either musically uninformed, or too 
easily pleased with, and liable to seize the first 
inspiration that offers, 

For every music writer, not a gifted genius 
of depth and breadth, the process of creating 
music must be one of careful choosing. Like an 
editor, he must consider ideas offered and re- 
ject, reject, reject, if his song is to be of real 
and enduring worth, 

Your pop, song composer is too easily satis- 
fied. Oftentimes, too, he has heard so little 
good music that he seizes as new inspirations 
ideas that are old and frazzled, 

The margin between a musical idea that is 
striking, salient and haunting, and one that is 
cheap and tawdry, is very narrow. The pitch of 
a single note in the melody and the position of 
a single tone in the harmony may make all the 
difference between an ephemeral] flivver and a 
big and long-lasting success, 

Taking longer to consider, waiting longer if 
need be, for the creative influence to manifest 
itself, and more and better work put in upon the 
words, melody and harmony by the writers, 
would certainly mean higher sales of all songs 
published and fewer flat failures. 

No rules can be formulalted for producing hits, 
but procedure can be devised that will greatly 
reduce the percentage of failures.

Wag going to end it. 
upon a straightforward and unswerving action; 
the end is implied in the beginning and the 
beginning is only what the end will wake neces- 
sary. 

As the technic of the drama is exacting, it 
needs to be acquired by a period of apprentice- 
ship, and here is another of the evident advan- 
tages of collaboration. The more inexperienced 
of the two collaborators is taken into the studio, 
#0 to speak, of the more expert, and he thereby 
learns the secrets of stagecraft in the best 
porsible way, by applying them under the di- 
rection, or at the suggestion and advice, of an 
older practitioner to whom they have become 80 
familiar that they are a second nature, as it 
were. 

Collaboration is the best conceivable school 
for young playwrights, It is impossible to 
overestimate the influence of Scribe’s multiplied 
collaborations upon the drama of France in the 
midyears of the nineteenth century, and almoet 
as potent. because almost as widespread, was 
the influence of the many collaborations of the 
elder Dumas. Most of those who were tie 
temporary partners of Scribe and Dumas were 
subdued to their more powerful aseociate, and 
contributed little or nothing beyond their funda- 
mental suggestion for the several plays and 
their incidental suggestions as to details of the 
working out, That is to say, most of the plays 
signed by Scribe and Dumas in partnership with 
others lave a close similarity to the plays they 
signed alone. But from thie generalization we 
may except Adrienne Le Couvreur and Bataille 
de Dames, in which Scribe bad Legouve for a 
partner and in which we find a greater richness 
of character delineation than in any of the 
pieces that Scribe compused alone, as we find 
also a greater dexterity of construction than 
in any of the pieces that Legouve d

' : the collaborators quarreled so violently that they 
felt themselves justified in preparing rival 
dramatizations of the story they had written 
in conjunction, so that London playgoers had 
the opportunity of choosing between two differ- 
ent theatrical adaptations of the same tale. 
| When the two partners are courteous to each 


alone, 

To the fact that Milestones was written by 
Arnold Bennett and Edward Knoblauch in con- 
junction, and to the friendly discussion due to 
their working together, we may credit the su- 
perior stage effectiveness of this play over the 
Kismet, which Mr. Knoblauch wrote alone, and 
over the Great Adventure, for which Mr. Ben 
nett was solely responsible. To the composition 
of Milestones each of these two authors, the 
American and the Englishman, brought his 
special qualification, each of them not only 
stimulating, but supplementing the other. So 
we find the most famous French comedy of the 
nineteenth century, the Gendre de M. Poirier, a 
better piece of work, mere equally balanced 
than any play written alone by either Augier 
or Sandeau. 

It is scarcely necessary to say that there is 
little profit in a partnership for playmaking 
when both of the associates are equally inex- 
pert or when they were both possessed of wrong 
notions about the art of the drama. In the 
former case we have the blind leading the 
blind, and the most lamentable example of this 
is the long-forgotten Ah Sin, which Bret Harte 
and Mark Twain combined to compose so that 
c. T. Parsloe could impersonate the Heathen 
Chinee. In the latter case we have not only 
the blind leading the blind, but a perverseness 
in going the wrong way intensified by the com- 
plete sympathy between the two associates, aad 
the most lamentable example of this if the 
Deacon Brodie of Robert Louis Stevenson and 
William Ernest Henley, who not only were 
ignorant of the modern technic of drama, but 
who ignored it of set purpose. persisting in 
going up blind alleys despite the plain sign that 
there was no thoroughfare. 

Yet Stevenson at least perceived clearly 
enough what ought to be the more evident ad- 
vantages of collaboration. that it focused ‘‘two 
minds together on the stuff,"’ thus producing 
an extraordinarily greater richnese of purview, 
consideration and inveation. Collaboration will 
robatly always produce a greater richness of 
nvention, since each of the partners is likely 
to stimulate the other, their two minds striking 
sparks like flint and steel. But it can produce 
a greater richnesg of consideration only when 
each is willing both t yield and to oppose. 
Neither must yield too easily; each of them 
must stand out for his cowa suggestions, and 
each of them must insist on weighing and 
measuring the suggestions of his ally. If they 
are too sympathetic, if their two hearts beat 
as one, then the advantage of their having two 
heads is diminished. If the two partners al- 
ways think alike then there will be no greater 
richness of purview. 

When a play composed by two of his friends 
failed to find the enecess on the stage which 
had been anticipated for it, Augustus Thomas 
made the shrewd remark that the two authors 
had probably been ‘‘teo polite to,each other’’— 
that is to say, that they had not’ insisted upon 
criticizing the successive suggestions made by 
each in turn. On the other hand, the collab- 
orators must be broadminded enough not to 
resent this necessary criticism. Like any other 
partnership, collaboration is a ticklish experi- 
ment and it can be profitable only when the two 
partners are willing to give and take. They 
need more than usual self-control; they must te 
able, each of them_ to preserve his own self- 
respect while full of regard for the self-respect 
of the other. It is not surprising that the long 
collaborations of Ereckmann-Chatrain and of 
Meilhac and Halvey finally came to a sudden 
end because of an abrupt quarrel. That dis- 
agreement is likely to arise out of the discus- 
sions inherent in any profitable literary part- 
nership is evidenced by a retort credited to the 
younger Dumas, who was a rather authorative 
partner and did not often succeed in keeping 
on good terms swith ¢hose whose plays he had 
vettered. A friend once suggested a theme for 
a play and invited the collaboration of Dumas. 
“But why should I wish to quarrel with you?" 
was Dumas’ answer. 

Perhaps the most remarkable instance of self- 
control in all the long history of collaboration 
fis that of Theodore RBarriere, the author of 
the once famous play called the Marble Heart, 
one of the latest of Pieces (adapted by 
Augustin Daly as Alixe) was composed in col- 
laboration with his mother-in-law! 

Sometimes the breach between the two part- 
ners is postponed until after the pley is com- 
leted and produced. Charles Reade and Tom 

aylor joined forces in the composition of the 
jong popular comedy called Masks and Faces: 
and after it had established itself upon the stace 
Charles Reade took its plot and its characters 
and ntilized them in this charming novel.

The elder Ince will be recalled by those who; 
know their Broadway of a generation ago as; 


perhaps the best exponent of the stage Obina- 
man of his time. Mrs. Ince was rarely without 
an engagement, yet the two were so disheart- 
ened with the conditions in the field of the 
theuter that they started a theatrical agency 
aud a school of acting on the top floor of the 
building adjoining the Broadway Theater in 
New York. 

Here the Ince boys of today were prepared 
for stage caveers. All three began to act as 
infants. All. too, suffered untold vicissitudes 
and privations during and after the lifetime of 
their parents. Thomas H. Ince, the oldest, 
was in such a precarious condition the day he 
joined a film company as an “extra,” at $5 a 
day, that—so he told the writer—he could not 
ay for food and shelter for his wife and baby. 

is same Thomas Ince now occupies the bh gh- 
est position attainable in the film studio, and 
bis annual income is authoritatively stated to 
be in the neighborhood of $100,000. In the 
same film ovgan'zation are two other directors 
ab earn from $50,000 to $100,000 a year. 

alph Ince is the youngest of the three 
brothers. He also ts a direcror of photop!ays, 
being one of the pillars of the Vitagraph insti- 
tution. On rare occasions Ralph acts before 
the camera. principally in the role of Abraham 
Lincoln. Jobn FE. Ince—named after his father 
—was the last of the three to enter the film 
studio, joining the Lubin Company at Phila- 
deiphia less than two years ago. Already he 
ie tespons'ble for many of the best ‘‘features’’ 
Teleased from the Lubin studios. 

On the theatrical ‘“Rialto’’ the story of 
“Pop” Ince’s three sons is the main subject 
of discussion these days. Did they inberit their 
genius for the new art from their parents, who 
died long before photopiays were shown on the 

? 


Mrs, Fiske ts often referred to as having in- 
berited her dramatic talents from her parents, 
both of whom were representative of the best 
trad'tione of the theater from 1860 onward. As 
Minnie Maddern the Mrs. Fiske of today tad 
prolonged ‘‘stock"”’ experience. Her mother was 
Emma Maddern. Her sister Mary played in 
Mrs, Fiske’s companies for more than two de- 
ecades. Her father was **Tom" Davey, an old 
school actor-manager of a type of which there 
is no survival today. 

The late Joseph K. Emmett was unquestion- 
ably the best German dialect comedian the 
American stage has ever known. His Fritz is 
entitled to rank with the Rin Van Winkle of 
Jefferson and the Solon Shingle of Owens, Em- 
mett had one son, who, even during the life- 
time of his father was often called upon to 
assume the role of Fritz, because of the idolized 
Emmett’s escanades, which seemed only to en- 
dear him to the neople the more. 

For more than ten years after the elder 
Emmett ded the son endeavored to perpetuate 
the vocne of Fritz. yet in all that time I never 


heard of anrone who credited the living Emmett ; 
with having inherited » spark of the father's . 


genius. In a small way the son prospered, his 
name aleo being J. K. Fmmett, and thie was 
indeea a name to conjure with. No one can 
@enubt that if the son had possessed the gifts 


of the creater of Fritz his fame today would , 


he werld «'¢e. whereas in all fairnesa the 
present-dav Fmmett has found a vogue in vande- 
ville throneh « wholly different tyne of por 
trayal from that which made his father one of 
the goeatost pvbMe favorites in the history of 
the Amer'can stage.

The writer 
ecalls when George Cohan bad no less than 
thirty different playlets presented in vaudeville 
yy differwut stars of the two-a-day. 

Ove day the writer wae walking along the 
Rialto in company with Lew Deckstader, the 
u.ustrel, when George. then a lad of 18 years, 
ame along. Dockstader pointed to George, say- 
ing: “You see that boy there? He is the creat- 
est genius the theater has ever known. He bas 
teen provid.ng my budget of fun for years.” 

The parents of George Cohan, in the old 
days, had a Hibernico show. For more than 
@ quarter of a century they appeared in the 
‘arety theaters at a living salary—splendid 
performers of the kind that found favor in the 
“wariety show.’ Even when Gierge wrote the 
plays, over which a nation has raved, he alwaye 
created characters for his mother and father, 
in which they never failed to score. Where 
did George Coban acquire his remarkable stage 
technique as author, actor and producer? Thie 
is a question you will hear asked on the 
“Rialto” at every turn. 

The Klein family represent a complex i!lua- 
tration of genius Gnding expression in widely 
olfferent fields. Though all four of the Brothers 
Klein became masters in the fiekl each adopted, 
only one of the four, Albert, was an actor. 
His diminutive size, and yet abundant avoirdu- 
pols, gave hitm that ‘“‘personality’’ so requisite 
for a stage career. ‘or over ten years he 
played the Rootblack in Denman Thomp- 
son's Joshua Whitcomb, long before Ibe Old 
liomestead was produced. Albert spent almost 
as many years as a foil for the elongated De 
Wolf Hopper in Wang, Panjandrum and kin- 
dred productions, 

Charles Klein chose to write plays. His 
genius in this fleld of endeavor, however, was 
not revealed at once. The man who wrote The 
lion and the Mouse, The Gamblers and The 
Music Master, and whose annual royalties have 
often exceeded $150,000, passed through many 
Viciesitudes before he “put one over.’’ Mr. 
Klein himself claims he reached bia goal 
through hard work and gradual experience. 

Hermann Klein, the oldest brother, ts 40 
eminent writer on classical music for magazines 
and is the author of many volumes, being also 
au antherity than whom there is none better. 
on vocal and instrumental expression. In lon 
don Mr. Kleln conducts a conservatory, where 
the world’s greatest singers and virtuosi have 
gone at some time for tuition or advice. 

Manuel K! fn is the genius who ja respons!

and directing the orchestra. Here we have fer 
of the best exponents of different allie!

The Jefferson family of today descend from 
perhaps the longest line of stage ancestry |)

be handled “Iago” rather roughly, and Edwin 
Booth refused to appear with biut again, and 
even “Desdemona’’ made complaint that Salvini 
Dearly smothered her with the pillow. ln this 
tragedy Salvini spoke in Italian and booth’’ 
company in English. Salvini would not (or 
could bot) express himself in English. The de- 
sire to see Salvini. as “*Othello’’ drew $5,000 
every performance from those who went to the 
theater to see “‘him,’* and the tragedy, every 
night, 


From 1850 to 1860 the most popular plays 
were of a sanguinar} character, like *‘Richard 
Third,” ‘*Macbeth,"’ ‘Othello,’ **The Fighting 


Brothers of Rome and Alba,"’ and **Metamora.”’ 
In such characters as these Edwin Forrest ex- 
celled, : 

When Gustave V. Brooke came to this country 
in ISSS be brought over a full set of Roman 
pikes, mailed armor and hats, so as to present 
“Macbeth,’’ “Richard Third’’ and ‘Othello’ in 
old-time costumes, and they proved attractive. 
The pikes and helmets seemed to fill out the 


reality. 
When Junius Brutus Booth came over from 
England he attracted considerable attention by 


his earnestness, When he appeared as ‘‘Richard 
Third’ he was supported by George Jones as 
“Richmond,”’ and the last act calls for a dis- 
play of swordsmanship, and Jones was a good 
swordsman, and was better known as ‘Count 
Johannes."’ Junius Brutus Booth had been out 
with some friends and drank a little too much, 
am was inclined to be quarrelsome, ‘Richard 
Third’ was the play, and ‘Count Johannes.”” as 
he was called, was the “Richmond” of the 
tragedy. All seemed to go smoothly enough till 
the closing scene, where “Richard” and ‘‘Rich- 
mond’’ come out to fight to the death, The 
“Count Johannes’’ was an experienced swords- 
man, and that saved him from death, As 
“Richard Third’ rushes out from the side 
ecenes he uses these words: “‘For you or I or 
both of us the time has come!" as the swords 
clash. Booth was very strong in hie arms and 
almost overmatched the Count’s skill by his des- 
peration. This interested the boys in the pit 
(now the parquet) and they rose in their 
seats and cheered them on. T. Alliston Brown 
iwhe wrote the ‘History of the New York 
Stage’’) writes: “Never in the history of the 
New York stage has there been witnessed such 
a desperate sword scene, and “Count Johannes,”’ 
with all his European skill, was placed on the 
defensive, and it seon became necessary to lower 
the curtain and cali on the scene-shifters to 
come on with their brooms to separate the oom- 
batants—as Booth madé his desperate plunges 
and uppercuts. The fall of the curtain seemed 
to bring Booth to his senses. He cooled off. 

Way back in 1865-70 there was a tall, bright- 
looking young man in St. Louis called ‘*Rerrs 
Mitchell." How he ever got the idea in his 
head that he was an actor is a mystery to the 
writer. but as he had money to waste the roung 
men about town humored him, and he used to 
“hire a hall’? and appear as ‘“‘Hamlet."" He 
was “letter perfect," but —? He died Sep- 
tember 18, in Chicago. so we will have to 
excuse him—hbe did his best. 

Jokes don't always turn out pleasantly. Take 
one on Roland Reed, for instance. When Law- 


rence Barrett was mavager of a San Francisco, 
Theater, in 1870, Roland Reed was ‘‘callboy.”’ 
In 1890. Roland Reed had become a star and 
was quite popular in a comedy called Cheek. 
At that time (1885) Edwin Booth and Lawrence 
Barrett were partners and were appearing at 
the St. Louis Olympic Theater. Roland Reed 
met them about noon on Broadway, just north 
of Walnut street, and, supposing that Lawrence 
Barrett would be glad to see him, Roland Reed 
stopped them and said: *‘How do you do, Law- 
rence?’’ Barrett looked at Reed with a super- 
cilious stare and answered: ‘*] don’t know you.”’ 
“Don't remember me? I am Roland Reed—I 
was your call boy in San Francisco.”" **Oh, 
yes,’ said Barrett, with an English drawl, ‘‘and 
what are you doing now?” “I am appearing at 
Pope’s Theater in one of Hoyt’s plays—The 
Brass Monkey.”’ “Ah, yes,"’ said Barrett, 
“Brass monkeys are quite common."’ “Come 
on, Edwin’ (to Booth), who was listening to the 
conversation. Roland Reed was 60 surprised at 
his reception that he could not form wonls to 
express himeelf. 

Another eccentric visited this country in 
1856-57. He was Sir William Donn, and he 
was six feet four inches in height and finely 
proportioned. He appeared in the comedy of 
Used Up, and, as Sir John Mildway, in Still 
Waters Run Deep. There was no acting in 
either play, but the idea of a man large enough 
to lift a Percheron stallion pretending to te 
Used Up was amusing. 

Neither May Irwin nor Eddie Foy have much 
acting ability, except: to look funny, but they 
are very popular and have their odd manner- 
isms. It is to amuse us, to make us laugh. 

Edwin Forrest was another of the irascibles 
that thought he was the ‘“‘whole show.’ He 
like to appear in such tragedies as Coriolanus. 
Jack Cade, Othello and Metamora, because he 
looked so well in Roman characters. It is 
said that Tem Hyer, the famons Americar 
pugilist of 1345-'50, and his old opponent of 
the Boston ‘Four Corners’ fight, used to visit 
the New York theaters whenever Forrest ap- 
peared in Roman characters, to admire his mag- 
nificent arms, shoulders and neck. It may not 
be generally known that Edwin Forrest trav- 
eled with a circus before he went on the stage, 
and used to do the ladder act. The advertixe- 
ment read: ‘“‘No two horses can pull him off 
a horizontal ladder.” Sometimes he would draw 
the horses back, he had such powerful muscles. 
It was only when Forrest appeared as Corio- 
lanus, or Metamora (the Indian Chief) that he 
allowed his deep voice to show its organic power. 
lots of stories are related of his peculiarities. 
It was his habit to call his actors (support) 
to him, and instruct them in their parts, their 
walk. their entrances and their exits. Once 
he called up a bright-looking young man and 
said to him: “Why can’t you express that 
passage in this style? (intoning)."" ‘‘Because 
if I could I would not be taking the part of 
a supe.’’ said the young man. Edwin Forrest 
gave him one of those overpowering looks that 
he could assume—but all at once happened to 
think that the young man’s remark was intended 
as a compliment to him personally. So he re- 
strained himgelf and said: ‘‘Yes, yes, my bor, 
but do the best you can.” The “‘super’’ did 
try, and years afterwarde he supported Pdwin 
Forrest in leading characters and was known 
as Edward Eddy. Old New Yorkers of 1857-59 


will remember him when he built a theater on 
the Bowery, nearly opposite Tony l’astor’s thea 
ter (1867), and Edwin Forrest always called 
him “My Boy,”’ ag Eddy was a goed “‘juvenile 
man." 

Dan Rice, the old and famous ‘‘circus clown,"’ 
was a good joker. In 1857 there were quite a 
number of irresponsible banks in Indiana, and, 
when Dan Rice's Circuge gave an exhibition at 
Indianapolis, his treasurer gave a counterfeit 
two-dollar bill to a man who had purchased a 
ticket at the ‘‘wagon."’ When the man found 
out that the bill was “*N. G."’ be wrote to Dan 
Rice, explained the reason why, and requested 
Dan to send him ‘‘another bill." The man did 
not hear from Dan for some time, and then 
Dan wrote to him an apologetic letter, stating 
that he had to look around for a good while be 
fore be could find another $2 counterfeit bill 

As a wind-up to this article on ‘‘originalitie~ 
and peculiarities of actors’ we must add a 
French one. Mons. Pierrott was the comedian 
ef the Comedie Francais Theater, Paris, for a 
number of years (1850-'70) and never filed to 
create a laugh. In 1880 an American tourist 
visited Paria and the theaters and then, for a 
change, went out to «ee the famous cemetery. 
“Pere La Chaise." While admiring the monu 
ments, tombs, memorials and other mementos of 
the departed he noticed a middle-aged man 
who seemed bowed down with grief, and who 
acted as if be did not know what to do with 
himself, so he took the liberty of saying to him 


(in French): “‘My friend, you seem to be suf 
fering as if from the loss of a wife or dear 
friend. Can I do anything for you" ‘“‘No,”" 
said the «stranger. Desiring to cheer him up 


the American added “Visit the Comedie de 
Francais tonight and see Pierrott 1 went to 
see him last night and he kept me laughing so 
heartily that I felt ashamed of myself Ile 
will cheer you wp."" “Alas. I am Pierrett.”’ 
said the broken-hearted man. “I can't cheer 
myself up.”’ 

Four famous actors were drinking at the bar 
underneath the theater at the eoutheast corner 
of Sixth and Vine streets, Cincinnati, one fore- 
noon. John Elisier, John Owens, Welsh Ed- 
wards and Stuart Robson were the parties re 
ferred to. The time was spring, 1861, and in 
front of the swinging doors were three fir trees 
in tubs. As John Elikler excueed himself, say- 
ing, “I must go up on the stage." Welsh Ed 
wards called him, saying: ‘“‘] want to see You 
a minute."’ After Ellisler had listened to the re- 
marks of Welsh Edwards he «started for the 
door, and ran into a tree. John Owens cried 
emt: “Don't go that way, it is too fir.” ‘Set 
‘em up again,” said John.

Few of the successful playwrights of today 
descend from older representatives of the writer 
family. Augustus Thomas wrote bis first play. 
Editha’s Burglar, to provide a vehicle for a 
company of semiprofessionals, all of whom af- 
terward enjoyed long careers. Mr. Thomas him- 


self was the assistant treasurer of Pope's Thea- 
ter in St. Louis, bis native town, where the 
writer first met him 33 years ago. 

Bayard Veiller, who wrote Within the Law, 
as recently as five years ago was a reporter on 
The Morning Telegraph. James Forbés, who 
made a fortune with such plays as The Chorus 


Lady and The ‘lraveling Salesman, was a 
press agent, and continued as such till very re- 
cently. Raymond Hitchcock the best co- 
median we have today in musical comedy 


worked in a sboe store in Auburn, N, Y., an 
started on the stage as a chorus singer, as have 
scores of men abd women whose names are now 
emblazoned on electric signs. 

On the business side of the theater there ‘re 
many descendants of the acter-managers of the 
so-called ‘“‘palmy days,."’ but the gentlemen 
who today control the majority of the theaters 
and their productivity do not come down from 
theatrical families. Abraham Erlanger was 8 
ticket seller in a Cleveland theater three decad*s 
ago. Mare Klaw was dramatic critic of The 
Louisville Commercial at the same time. The 
two met on the road as advance agents and 
the idea to start a theatrical exchange in New 
York was a mere gamble on their part. 

The late B. F. Keith was a privilege man 
with the big circuses of the ealy "80s. <£. F. 
Albee, who is now in control of modern vaule- 
ville, wae ‘“‘the squarer”’ of disputes in the 
white tents. 8S. Z. Poli, who now owns twenty 
theaters in New England, made wax figures in 
the Even Musee. New York, a quarter of a 
century ago. F. F. Proctor, the vaudeville 
magnate, was one of the Levantine Brothers, a 
team of equilibrists. Marcus Loew. eight years 


ago, was operating penny arcades in Cov- 
ington, Ky and in 125th street, New York 
City. Before that he was in the fur business. 


William Fox came into the amusement field 
about the same time that Mr. Loew did. 1 
recall when Fox and the late Cliff! Gordon did 
a “turn” in the old Clarendon Hall, on E.st 
Thirteenth «treet. under the name of Sclanalts 
Brothers, their joint salary being $25 a week. 

Even David Warfield emtraced a stage career 
throngh sheer accident. Warfield was an usher 
in the Bush Street Theater, San Francisco, and 
he was wont to ask visiting managers to per- 
mit him to give a specimen of his talents. One 
of these managers was 8 impressed with War- 
field’s imitations of the different actors he had 
observed while be was an usher that be gave 
the young aspirant a contract for an engagement.

Ralph Rackstraw. the tenor role in a juvenile 
Pinafore company It was the late Colunel 
“Rob"’ Ingersoll who provided the capital for 


Miss Marlowe's experimental week as a drta- 
matic star in New York. It was Ingersoll’s 
idea, too, to pack the honse each night with 
strange audiences from the suburbs, who came 
in such numbers with “‘punched’’ coupons that 
even the theatrical profession was unable to 
obtain admission. Thie plan, together with 
Miss Marlowe's genuine triumph as Juliet, was 
the means of creating a new star on the dra- 
matic horizon. 

The Brothers Frohman had no theatrical cp- 
cestry. Daniel the oldest. was a cler\ to 
The Tribune office, on Park Row. All ‘three 
were in the minstrel bueiness before they pro- 
duced plays. Charles Frohman used to march

ished those who deplored her making the red- 
wigged attempt at innovation. Sbe had pre- 
viously excelled in the part of Carmen, in the 
opera of that title; to make a success of two 
characters so strong in contrast marked her 
abilities as a really great grand opera artist. 

America and Americans, however, may well 
be proud of the number of truly wonderful grand 
opera artists that have been produced bere; but 
we never hear of the many failures. crusheg am- 
bitions, hardships, homesickness when abroad, 
that are all related to training for a career in 
the most coveted branch of entertainment and 
art. It is sad to realize the amount of bard 
work in studios, the sufferings from loneliness, 
and often privation, that bave so frequently end- 
ed in disappointment for many of these con- 
scientious students, 

It is openly acknowledged by foreign teachers 
of voice that Americans possess good voices, and 
sometimes wonderful organs; but in instances 
where funds are short it is impossible to attain 
the high pinnacle of success—for voice training | 
is extremely expensive, In many cases the pupil 
is toe ambitious A noted instructor in voice 
came to New York from Paris several years ago. 
Iie was successful in attracting a large number 
of “hopefuls” to study under his direction, but 
in less than a year he returned to his home, in 
France. | 

He contended that most Americans he had in- 
structed wanted to sing in grand opera after | 
six months’ study; while abroad they devote | 
years to diligent training in developing the 
voice, and then learn the roles in the operas de- 
cided upon as best suited to their voices. The 
French professor could net conform to the 
“hurry-up methods of the Americans.” 

Without considering the new productions and 
revivals that atound in grand opera just as they 
do in the drama, it may be broadly stated that 
in these days few romantic operas are produced, , 
These are considered the ‘standard operas:"’ 
Martha, Fra Diavelo, Queen's Lace Handker 
ehief, Faust and the like together with many 
of the elder Strauss’ compositions, They are 
extremely musical, with little plot, but sustain 
their charm through intricate concerted num 
bers and fine grand ensembles and finales. They 
earty little comedy, and that light and refined, 
without ‘horse play.’’ 

Comic operas of to-day are little more than a 
medley of light numbers and often introduced 
popular songs, that have become popular before 
being chosen for interpolation, Pretty women 
in the chorus seem to be more of a necessity 
than the possession of musical ability in the 
principals, Gorgeous costumes cover a multi- 


tude of—inabilities. Tese facts in contrast to 


the strict requirements of grand opera as 
hitherto specified. 

Light and comic opera lost its identity whea 
the musical farce came into yogue. This class 
of musical entertainment gives a variety that 
ho other can, and because of this quickly cap- 
tures the public fancy. Even devotees of the 
serious drama find pleasure and recreation in 
the bright, catchy music, plenty of pretty 
dances, wonderful lights to display astounding 
costumes, usually attractively abbreviated—al] 
thie with comedy, sometimes rough, but ‘‘per- 
fectly understood comedy.”’ And in all these 
particulars do light musical entertainments dif- 
fer from grand opera. 

There is magic, nevertheless, to the words 
*“‘grand opera.’’ It has teen observed that these 
words on a sheet of music produce some strik- 
ing effects, especially with the small-town mu- 
sical e-thusiast, who entertains in parlors and 
in church concerts (when invited). This home 
favorite will prize the piano copy that bears in 
large letters “Grand Opera,’’ with ‘‘solo selec- 
tion’ in much smaller type. This sort of title- 
page gives the home entertainer the distinction 
of possessing musical edueation and satisfies the 
singer in person that they are attempting high- 
class music—when as a matter of fact the selec- 
tion may be one of the most simply written 
arias that any voice could render acceptably 
without much cultivation, 

Likewise, upon theater orchestras of the 
“small time’’ vaudeville type, especially, orches- 
tra parts marked conspicuously ‘‘Grand QOpera,"’ 
have an effect all their own. The average ten- 
piece orchestra will Be disconcerted on sigm. 
They have their own opinion of the performer 
who would make them work so hard, and they 
seem to feel convinced, in advance. that to ae- 
complish the selection is almost impossible, 

This delusten spoils many good acts in some 
classes of vaudeville theaters, tut the fact 1s 
that music plainly written {1s just as readable 
under grand opera titles as any other composi- 
tion, and often more easily mastered by ordinary 
musicians than some of the tricky, syncopated 
time of the late ‘‘rag’’ selections. All that is 
needed is ‘‘nerve’’ to attempt it with the same 
confident feeling of ability that would he ap- 
plied to regular selectfons. 

The *‘small-time’ piano player, who alone con- 
stitutes the ‘‘orchestra.’’ oft-times hold up 
his hands in horror and exclaims: ‘That is 
impossible. Grand opera music; well, I never.” 

tut the fact remains that music is music the 
world over; the same five-line spaces, etc., in 
every language. The ability te read musie and 
the energy to try and play it is all that is 
needed: for if one produces the simplest grand 
opera selection with style and precision that 
makes, the ‘‘Grand’’ impression,

It is an established fact that the performers 
of any cempany must deliver the goods, and 
the manager must Know how to manage to get 
the bkst results. But a sadly neglected item, 
and a very important one on any show, big or 
emall, is the man on the door. Seme good shows 


have failed and thousands of others have lost 
“money all on account of the man who guards 
the front entrance. 


There is just as much reason to-seleet a good 
man to gather the tickets as there is to employ 
performers whe can please the audience. A good 
man on the door means that he should be clean 
of boty and clothes as well as clean of mind. 
He shoukd possess a good personality, be very 
patient in answering the numerous foolish ques 
tioms, and always be pleasant and courteous. 
Ile should never wear a hat while attending to 
his duties on a hall show, and shoukd keep it 
off while in the same capacity with a tent show, 
weather permitting. To smoke at the door is 
eriminal, especially so with cigarettes. Cigar 
ettes, to most of the patrons of the show, lowers 
the man's standing & per cent, and the show's 
standing nearly as much. 

I know a man who has now retired that would 
never allow anyone to take tickets on his door. 
Ile did the work himself, not that he thought 
the doorman would be dishonest, but because he 
wanted to meet his patrons, speak a kind word 
here and there, and make them fee] welcome 
No matter how business was he would always 
greet the people with a smile, and, although his 
show Was not as goxl as a great many of the 
ones that failed, he got the money, and now, at 
the age of fifty, he has retired with plenty of 
coin and friends
